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ACCOUNT 

OF 

General  WOLFE. 


MAJOR  General  James  Wolfe,  fon  of  lieu¬ 
tenant-general  Edward  Wolfe,  born  at 
Wefterham  in  Kent  i  uh  January  1726. 
By  nature  formed  for  military  greatnefs  ;  his  me¬ 
mory  retentive,  his  judgment  deep,  his  comprehen- 
lion  amazingly  quick  and  clear,  his  confLitutional 
courage  not  only  uniform  and  daring,  perhaps  to  an 
extreme,  but  he  pofTefTed  that  higher  fpecies  of  it, 
flrength,  fleadinefs,  and  adfivity  of  mind,  which 
no  difficulties  could  obfirudf  nor  dangers  deter. 
With  an  unufual  livelinefs,  almoft  to  an  impetuo- 
fity  of  temper,  not  fubjecl  to  pafiion ;  with  the 
greatefi  independence  of  fpirit,  free  from  pride. 
Generous  almofi:  to  profufion,  he  contemned  every 
little  art  for  the  acquifition  of  wealth,  whilfl 
he  fearched  after  objedfs  for  his  benevolence ; 
the  deferving  foldier  never  went  unrewarded.  In- 
ferior  officers  experienced  his  friendly  generofity. 
Conftant  and  diftinguifhing  in  his  attachments, 
manly  and  unreferved,  yet  gentle,  kind,  and  con¬ 
ciliating  in  his  manners,  he  enjoyed  a  large  fhare  of 
the  friend  (hip,  and  almoft  the  univerfal  good-will 
rif  mankind  ;  and,  to  crown  all,  fincerity  and  can¬ 
dour,  a  true  fenfe  of  honour,  jufiice,  and  public 
fpirit  feerned  the  inherent  principles  of  his  nature, 
and  the  uniform  tenor  of  his  conduct. 


He 
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He  betook  himfelf  very  early  to  the  profe/Iion  of 
arms, -and  with  Rich  talents,  joined  to  the  moft  un¬ 
wearied  afliduity,  no  wonder  he  was  fingled  our  as 
a  mod:  riling  military  genius ;  even  fo  early  as  the 
battle  of  La-feldt,  when  farce  twenty,  he  exerted 
himfelf  in  fo  maferly  a  manner  at  a  very  critical 
juncture,  that  he  was  promoted  to  be  a  major  of 
brigade,  and  got  the  higheft  encomiums  from  the 
great  officer  then  at  the  head  of  the  army. — During 
the  whole  war  he  went  on  without  interruption 
forming  the  military  chara&er,  was  prefent  at  every 
engagement,  and  never  pa  [fed  undif  inguffhed.  Even 
after  the  peace,  whiff  others  lolled  in  plea  fire’s 
downy  lap,  he  cultivated  the  arts  of  war,  and  in¬ 
troduced  (without  one  aft  of  inhumanity)  fuch  re¬ 
gularity  and  exaftnefs  of  difciplihe  into  his  corps, 
that  as  long  as  the  fix  Britilh  battalions  on  the 
plains  of  Mi  ride  n  are  recorded  in  the  annals  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  fo  long  will  Kingfey’s  Hand  amongf  the  fore- 
moft  of  that  day.  Of  that  regiment  he  continued 
lieutenant-colonel,  till  the  great  mini  ft  er  who  roufed 
the  fleeping  genius  of  his  country  called  him  into 
higher  fpheres  of  a&ion.  He  was  early  in  the  mofh 
fecret  confutations  for  the  attack  of  Rochfort  ;  and 
what  he  would  have  done  there,  and  what  he 
afterwards  did  at  Louiibourg,  are  recent  in  every 
memory. 

He  no  fooner  returned  from  thence  than  he  was 
appointed  to  command  the  important  expedition 
again f  Quebec  :  there'  his  abilities  (hone  in  their 
brightef  lufre;  in  defiance  of  numberlcfs  nnfore- 
fecn  cl ifHcul ties  from  the  nature  of  the  fituation, 
from  the  great  fuperiority  of  numbers,  the  frength 
of  the  place,  and  his  bad  fate  of  health,  he  perfe- 
vered  with  unwearied  diligence,  pradfifing  every 
f  ratagem  of  war  to  efFc£t  his  grand  purpofes :  at  laf, 
alone  in  opinion,  he  formed  and  executed  that  great, 
that  dangerous,  yet  necefary  plan,  which  drew 
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out  the  French  to  their  fatal  defeat,  and  will  for 
ever  denominate  him  the  Conqueror  of  Canada.  But 
there  tears  willflow,  there  when  within  the  grafp  of 
vF&ory,  he  fir  ft  received  a  ball  through  his  wrift, 
which  immediately  wrapping  up,  he  went  on  with 
the  fame  alacrity,  animating  his  troops  by  precept 
and  example  ;  but,  in  a  few  minutes  after,  a  fecond 
fatal  ball  through  his  body  obliged  him  to  be  car- 
tied  off  to  a  fmall  diftance  in  the  rear,  where  roufed 
from  fainting  in  his  laft  agonies  by  the  found  of, 

“  They  run  he  eagerly  alked,  “  Who  run  ?”  and 
being  told  the  French,  and  that  they  were  defeated, 
he  faid,  Then  I  thankGod;  I  die  contented;’* 
and  almoft  inftantly  expired. 

Sunday  Nov.  1 7th,  at  feven  in  the  morning,  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  ftiip  Royal  William  (in  which  this  hero’s  corpfe 
was  brought  from  Quebec  to  Portfmouth)  fired  two 
Fgnal  guns  lor  the  removal  of  his  remains  :  at  eight 
the  body  was  lowered  into  a  twelve-oar’d  barge, 
towed  by  two  twelve-oar’d  barges,  and  attended  by 
twelve  twelve-oar’d  barges  to  the  Point,  in  a  train 
of  gloomy  blent  pomp,  fuitable  to  the  melancholy.^ 
occafion,  grief  doling  the  lips  of  the  barges  cr-eWs, 
minute  guns  firing  from  the  (hips  at  Spithead  to  the 
time  of  landing  at  Portfmouth  Point,  the  ceremony 
continuing  one  hour.  The  4 1  ft  regiment  of  foot  was 
ordered  underarms  before  eight,  and  being  joined  by 
a  company  of  the  royal  regiment  of  artillery,  march¬ 
ed  from  the  parade  to  the  bottom  of  the  Point  to 
receive  his  remains.  At  nine  the  body  was  land¬ 
ed  and  put  into  a  hearfe,  attended  by  a  mourning 
coach,  and  proceeded  through  the  garrifon.  The  co¬ 
lours  on  the  forts  were  ftruck  half  flag  ftaff,  the 
bells  muffed,  rung  in  folemn  concert  with  the 
march,  minute  guns  were  fired  on  the  platform  from 
the  entrance  of  the  corpfe  to  the  end  of  the  pro- 
ce/Iion  ;  the  company  of  royal  artillery  led  the  van, 
with  arms  reverled  ;  the  corpfe  followed,  and  the 
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41ft  regiment  followed  the  hearfe,  their  arms 
reverfed,  they  conduced  the  body  to  the  Land- 
Port  Gates,  where  the  artillery  opened  to  the  right 
and  left,  and  the  hearfe  proceeded  through  them  on 
their  way  to  London.  Though  many  thoufands 
afTembled  on  this  occafion  not  the  leaft  difhirbancc 
happened,  nothing  was  heard  but  the  murmurs  of 
broken  accents  in  praife  of  the  ever-ro-be  admired 
hero.  At  night,  on  the  20th,  his  remains  were  de- 
pofited  in  his  family  vault  at  Greenwich. 


Adjutants  Duty  of  the  Britifh  Foot. 
DJUTANTS  are  to  fee  all  detachments  be- 


Jr\  fore  they  be  fent  to  the  parade  ;  that  their  arms 
be  clean,  their  ammunition,  accoutrements,  &c.  in 
good  order,  and  that  a  ferjeant  be  fent  with  them  to 
the  parade. 

That  thev  a  1  Wavs  choofe  three  or  four  good  fer- 
j  earns  that  can  write  well,  to  wait  orderly,  and,  if 
•  occafion  happens  to  carry  verbal  mclTagcs. 

That  thev  keep  an  exaft  journal  of  the  duty  of 
every  one  in  their  refpeeftive  regiments  ;  viz.  all  de¬ 
tachments,  a  !  fjcic ,  gone  to  or  returned  from  the 
hofpital,  deferred,  dead,  entertained  from  year  to 
year,  difeharged,  or  ab  fent  by  leave;  and  that  they 
give  in  a  weekly  return  everv  Friday  morning  to 
the  m  nor  of  brigade  in  the  ufual  method,  to  be  given 
to  the  general  of  foot  on  Saturday  morning. 

That  they  always  take  care  to  fend  their  fick  to 
the  hospital,  and  take  meafures  for  carrying  the  arms 
and  accoutrements  of  the  fick. 

That  all  the  adjutants  of  the  Britifh  ’  ps  keep 
an  exadf  lift  of  duty  with  the  majors  of  brigade ; 
that  they  may  fee  juftice  performed,  and  be  able  to 
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tell  every  body  when  they  are  near  duty,  in  order 
to  keep  in  camp,  and  provide  accordingly. 

That  all  adjutants  keep  conflantly  to  all  the  rules 
and  forms  of  difeipline  and  exercife,  now  ufed  in 
the  Britiffi  Foot,  and  on  no  pretence  whatever  to 
change  or  let  fall  any  of  the  find  cufloms  till  farther 
orders. 

That  when  any  detachment  is  fent  out,  a  ferjeant 
be  fent  with  any  number  above  ten,  and  a  fubaltern 
with  any  number  above  twenty.  A  ferjeant  may 
command  to  twenty,  and  a  fubaltern  to  thirty  ;  and 
as  the  number  of  men  doubles,  to  double  the  offi¬ 
cers.  A  captain  may  command  from  fifty  to  an 
hundred.  One  captain,  three  fubal  terns,  five  fer- 
jeants,  one  hundred  men ;  and  fo  in  proportion  to 
greater  numbers. 

Orders  for  the  Quarter-mafters  of  the  Bri- 

tifh  Foot. 

A  quarter-mafler  of  a  regiment  ffiould  be  an 
honeft  careful  man,  exa6!  at  his  pen,  and  a  good 
r.ccomptant  ;  very  well  {killed  in  the  detail  of  a  re¬ 
giment,  and  ought  conflantly  to  know  every  indi¬ 
vidual  circumftance  of  a  regiment,  as  to  duty  and 
finances. 

In  garrifon,  he  is  always  to  be  employed  in  feeing 
the  quarters  kept  clean,  and  receive  all  things  be¬ 
longing  to  the  vivres  and  hofpital ;  provide  all  the 
camp  equipage,  and  on  all  diftributions  of  carriages, 
provifions,  materials  for  work,  to  receive  and 
diflribute  according  to  order,  keep  exa<51  ac¬ 
counts,  and  return  what  is  neceflary  or  ordered, 
that  the  regiment  may  not  be  anfwerable  for  what 
is  miffing.  That  he  be  very  careful  in  infpe&ing 
the  bread  and  provilions,  that  no  unwhoHome  food 
be  received  ;  and  take  care  that  deliveries  be  made 

in 


in  juft  time.  And  whereas  there  are  a  great  many 
things  belonging  to  this  employ  which  cannot  .be 
recited  here,  and  that  happen  without  rule,  antient 
cuflom,  and  the  cuftom  of  war,  muft  be  followed. 

•  ft  ^ 
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Orders  for  Bricifli  Foot  in  Camp. 

That  all  commanding  officers,  efpecially  the  ma¬ 
jors  of  each  battalion,  take  care  that  good  commu¬ 
nications  be  made  on  each  flank  ;  that  grand  divi- 
lions  may  march,  if  neceffinry ;  and  that  the  camp 
be  always  kept  clean,  by  making  houfes  of  office 
often  ;  and  have  fentinels,  that  none  may  eafe  them- 
felvcs  any- where  elfe. 

That  all  futlers,  butchers,  &c.  take  care  to  bury 
all  their  garbage  and  filth  ;  and  not  to  fell  any  thing 
after  nine  at  night,  on  pain  of  being  punilheJ,  as 
the  major  or  adjutant  fhall  think  fit. 

That  no  tents  or  huts  be  permitted  in  the  front, 
or  kitchens,  or  any  thing  but  the  quarter  guard  and 
houfes  of  office,  which  are  to  be  at  leafl  one  hun¬ 
dred  paces  in  the  front  of  the  quarter  guard. 

That  no  futler  offer  to  harbour  any  body  in  the 
regiment  without  the  major's  knowledge;  who  is 
to  be  very  ftrief  in  examining  what  they  are,  and 
from  whence  they  came,  and  have  good  fecurity  for 
their  honeffy. 

That  the  major  vifits  the  futlers  very  often  ;  and 
not  fuffier  any  unwholfome  provilions  or  liquor  to 
be  fold,  or  bad  weights  and  meafurcs  ufed.  In  cafe 
he  finds  any,  to  acquaint  the  provoft-general,  who 
is  to  put  the  law  in  execution  again ff  them. 

That  no  gaming  be  allowed  any  where  but  at  the 
quarter  guard. 

That  no  foldier  flirs  out  of  camp  without  his  of¬ 
ficer's  leave ;  and  none  all  night,  but  by  the  com¬ 
manding 
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xnanding  officer’s :  the  rolls  to  be  called  three  times 
a  day,  and  the  abfent  punifhed. 

That  when  any  general  officer  comes  to  the  head 
of  the  line,  and  the  regiment  under  arms,  all  officers 
take  their  (pontoons,  and  (land  to  their  pods. 

That  every  night,  at  retreat  beating,  the  picquet 
draw  but  at  the  head  of  the  colours  three  deep,  and 
there  go  through  all  the  manual  exercife,  and  then 
■be  dil miffed. 

That  the  captain  of  the  picquet  order  a  patroie  to 
go  conffantly  every  night,  to  put  out  all  lights  in 
fu tiers  tents,  and  fuffer  no  noife  to  diflurb  any  body,, 
in  the  rear  or  any  where  elfe. 

That  ail  officers,  when  they  are  relieved  from 
any  pod  in  the  camp,  or  out- pod,  keep-  their  men 
together,  and  march  them  to  the  corps  they  belong 
to^  and  then  difmifs  them  ;  and  that  they  do  not 
fuffier  the  men  to  draggle,  or  offer  to  come  off  with¬ 
out  their  men  with  them. 

That  all  officeis  march  their  men  to  the  ge¬ 
neral  parade  in  all  the  accudomed  formalities,  and 
draw  them  up  in  their  rank,  and  keep  their  (pon¬ 
toons  in  their  hands :  they  ground  their  arms,  if  fo 
required. 

That  all  officers  under  the  rank  of  a  bdgadier  en¬ 
camp  with  their  regiments,  except  there  be  an  horde 
near  the  regiment,  not  marked  by  the  quarter- 
mader- general ;  in  fuch  cafe,  the  colonel,  or  officer 
commanding  the  regiment,  may  take  the  laid  houfe. 

That  the  quarter  guard  turn  out,  and  give  the  re- 
fpedlive  generals  the  honours  due  to  them. 

Orders  for  the  Britifh  Foot  on  the  Day  of 

March. 

That  no  reveille  beats  the  day  the  army  is  to 
$narcb,  except  ordered  on  purpoie. 


That 
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That  fo  foon  as  a  general  beats,  all  officers  and 
foldiers  drefs  themfelves,  and  prepare  for  a  march. 

That  when  the  aflembly  beats,  to  Al  ike  and  pack 
lip  all  the  tents,  load  all  the  baggage,  call  in  the 

quai  tei  and  rear  guards,  and  to  dand  to  their  arms 
in  the  dreets. 

That  at  the  hour  appointed  for  marching,  all  the 
drummers  beat  a  march  at  the  head  of  the  line,  and 
the  minute  they  have  done,  all  are  to  form  and  com¬ 
plete  ;  and  when  over,  the  drum  is  to  beat  either  on 
tiie  i  ight  or  left,  where  the  march  begins  :  all  are  to 
wheel,  and  begin  the  march  at  the  fame  time. 

T  hat  all  officers  march  in  their  pods ;  and  that 
no  ferjeant  or  foldier  flir  out  of  his  rank  and  file. 

That  great  care  be  taken  to  keep  filence  ;  and  not 
to  have  large  intervals  in  the  divifions,  or  large  dif- 
tance  in  the  ranks. 

That  all  colonels  and  commanding  officers  fee 
theii  regiments  encamped  before  they  quit  them  : 
and  all  captains  and  fubalterns  to  fee  their  men  be 
encamped  before  they  pitch  their  own  tents. 

I  hat  all  brigadiers  lee  their  brigades  into  camp. 

1  hat  when  a  regiment  fends  for  draw,  wood,  or 
forage,  there  be  an  officer  lent  with  them,  which  is 
generally  the  regimental  quarter-mader,  to  keep  the 
men  from  plundering  or  committing  any  diforders, 
and  lead  them  back  to  their  regiments  ;  and  if  there 
be  danger,  to  fend  a  fufficient  guard  with  them. 

That  in  cafe  the  commander  in  chief  meets  the 
army  on  the  march,  in  order  to  fee  the  march,  all 
officers  to  alight,  and  fee  the  men  march  in  good 
order,  and  falute  him  ;  but  not  to  falute  the  gene¬ 
ral  of  the  foot,  on  the  march,  but  to  alight,  and 
take  their  fpon toons. 

That  fo  foon  as  the  regiments  come  to  the  line, 
all  the  officers  alight  and  march  in  order.

Directions  to  Travellers ,  Sec. 

Urge  fowls,  if  we  cannot  have  them  whole,  their 
head,  legs,  and  wings  arc  acceptable;  fmall  birds  are 
eafily  preferved  by  opening  their  bodies  under  the 
vying,  and  taking  out  their  entrails.  Stuff  them  with 
oakum  or  tow,  mixed  with  pitch  or  tar,  and  being  tho¬ 
roughly  dried  in  the  fun,  wrap  them  clofe  and  keen 
them  from  moifture.  *

Plants.  I  akc  that  part  of  either  tree  or  herb  with 
flower,  feed,  or  fruit  on  them,  but  if  none  gather  them  • 
and  if  the  leaves  by  the  root  differ  from  thofe  above’ 
take  both,  put  them  into  a  book  or  a  quire  of  brown 
paper  (which  you  take  with  you)  as  foon  as  gathered 
and  once  a  week  fhift  them  to  a  frefh  place  to  prevent 
rotting  them  or  the  paper.  1 

.  Plants,  feeds,  and  dry  fruits,  as  nuts,  pods,  heads 
hulks,  &c.  with  their  leaves,  flowers  and  fruit,  if  pof- 
fbie,  cried  and  wrapp’d  in  paper;  alfo  apeiceof  the 
wood,  bark,  root,  gum,  or  rofin  of  any  tree  or  herb  that 
is  remarKab.e  for  beauty,  fmell,  ufe,  or  virtue. 

Infects ;  as  beetles,  ipiders,  grafhoppers,  bees,  wafps 
hre-fiies,  &c.  may  be  drowned  as  caught,  in  a  widfc 
mouth'd  glafs  or  phial  of  the  faid  fpirits  or  pickle 
which  you  may  carry  in  your  pocket.  Butterflies  and 
mo:hs,  or  mght-butterfles,  having  mealy  wings,  which 
may  be  rubb’d  off  with  the  fingers,  fhould  be  pinned 

when  caught,  and  give  the  body  a  pinch  to  put  it  out 
of  pain.  r 

The  bed  method  to  preferve  their  beauty  is  to  pin 
them  in  a  chip  or  cork-bottomed  box,  covering  them 
with  tobacco  dufl,  fnuff,  or  beat  pepper,  to  fave  them 
from  devouring  infedls. 

Sea- {hells  are  very  acceptable,  yet  the  land  and  frefh 
water  are  the  moil  rare.  Get  them  alive,  and  kern 
them  whole.  .  r 

Shells,  &c.  not  otherwife  to  be  had,  are  to  be  found 
m  the  ilomachs  of  various  large  fifh,  and  fometimes  in 
fnial),  as  foies,  &c.  and  on  the  backs  of  whales,  &c.

DireFHons  to  Travellers,  &c. 

Oyfters,  cockles,  fcollops,  & c.  viz.  Bivalves,  or 
{hells  in  pairs,  fhould  be  preferved  with  iheir  original 
ligaments  or  fixtures. 

Sea  and  water- 0. ells  of  the  trochi,  wilk,  fnail,  vo¬ 
lute,  or  buccina,  & c.  fpecies  have  an  operculum  or 
door  (without  which  they  are  not  complete)  thefe  they 
fhut  when  at  refi  to  defend ;  the  few  without  adhere 
to  the  rocks  or  ground  for  defence. 

Clear  the  large  of  their  fi(h  without  boiling  if  poffi- 
ble  ;  the  fmall  may  be  kept  with  the  operculum,  and 
fifh  in  them,  without  offence,  in  bran,  fand,  &c.  to 
be  dry. 

Boiling  oft  hurts  and  even  changes  the  colour;  as 
lobfters,  crabs,  Sec.  corals,  and  all  tea  plants;  w’eeds, 
&c.  are  beautiful. 

Never  let  your  fhells,  corals,  &c.  be  touch’d  with 
any  coroding  acids,  fuch  as  fpirit  of  fait,  aqua-fortis, 
vinegar,  &c.  which  will  entirely  deflroy  or  exhauft 
them.

when  the  different  fizes  cannot  be  had. 

All  coloured  flones,  earths,  clays,  minerals,  metals, 
and  ores  to  be  taken  as  you  find  them  ;  ftones  as  have 
any  refemblance  to  fhells,  fruits,  wood,  bones,  &c.  to 
be  got  as  intire  as  you  can,  and  dates  that  have  the 
impreifion  of  plants,  fifhes,  infecls,  or  other  bodies  in 
or  upon  them;  found  in  quarries,  mines,  pits,  caves,  or 
wherever  the  earth  is  opened. 

N.  B.  Amongft  plants,  the  mod  common  grafs,  rufh, 
mofs,  fern,  thiftles,  thorns,  or  vileft  weeds  you  can 
find  abroad,  may  meet  with  the  fame  acceptance  as 
fcarce  plants;  fo  in  all  other  things  the  mod  common 
as  well  as  rare,  i.  e.  whatever  you  meet  with,  may 
prove  acceptable  prefents,  and  have  gain’d  preferment 
w  here  money  could  not  avail. 
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InftrudHons  for  young  Officers.

WHEN  a  young  gentleman  Retakes  him  Elf  to 
the  profeflion  of  arrns^fc**  (Eon Id  ferioufly 
reflect  upon  the  nature  and  duties  of  the  wav  of'  life 
he  has  entered  into,  and  cOnfidcr,  that  it  is  nor  as  the 
generality  of  people  vainly  imagine,  learnir  *  a  little 
of  the  ekercife,  fainting  gracefully,  firing  ii’.s  pla¬ 
toon  in  his  turn,  mounting  a  few  guards  'carelessly 
enough)  and  finally,  expoling  his  peri-  n  bravely 
in  the  day  of  battle;  which  v,  ill  JeErvedly,  and  :n 
the  opinion  of  judges,  acquire  him  the  -chanEler  of 
a  good  officer:  no,  he  mud  learn  cheat  fully  ro 
obey  his  fuperiors,  and  that  their  orders  ind  his 
own  be  punctually  executed. 

As  there  muft  of  nectflity  be  in  a  new  battalion 
many  young  and  uninformed  o fleers,  I  (hill,  as 
briefly  as  I  am  capable,  inform  them  what  f  think 
their  duty,  and  what  confequently  is  expected  from 
them. 

They  are,  without  lofs  of  time,  to  make  them- 
felves  perfect  mailers  of  the  extreife  of  the  firelock; 
that  they  may  be  able  to  affiR  in  training  the  young 
foldiers  in  arms. 

They  are  conflantly  to  be  prelent  at  roll-calling ; 
and  i  o  loon  as  they  can  make  them  felves  acquainted 
with  the  names  and  per  foils  of  the  men  of  the  com¬ 
panies  they  belong  to  ;  and  fo  foon  as  po/Iible  with 
their  characters,  that  they  may  know  the  proper 
lubjects  to  encourage,  a:?.d  point  out  as  examples, 
as  well  thofe  alio  whom  it  will  be  neceffary  to  keep 
a  fit  iff  hand  over.

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They  are  to  obferve  that  the  men  are  dreffed  in 
a  foldier-like  manner,  and  conformable  to  the  orders 
of  the  regiment. 

They  are  to  get  ex  aft  lids  of  the  mens  neceffaries, 
and  as  well  as  the  captains,  of  the  arms,  accoutre¬ 
ments,  and  dores. 

They  under  the  captains  are  to  be  anfwerable 
that  the  proportion  of  the  foldiers  pay,  ordered  by 
the  commanding  officer  (viz.)  two  (hillings  and 
four  pence  per  week,  be  laid  out  in  good  and  whol- 
fome  provisions. 

They  are  to  vifit  their  companies  quarters  at  lead 
thrice  a  week,  fee  that  they  are  kept  clean,  well 
aired,  and  beds  made;  and  that  if  the  landlords 
have  any  juft  caufe  of  complaint  againft  the  foldiers, 
or  the  foldiers  againft  the  landlords,  the  aggrieved 
may,  by  application  through  the  proper  channel, 
find  redrefs. 

They  fhould  frequently  chufe  the  hour  of  the 
foldiers  dining  for  their  vidtation,  that  they  may 
judge  whether  their  victuals  are  comfortably  cooked ; 
they  fhould  particularly  at  that  hour  infpedl  the 
quarters  of  thofe  men  who  are  billeted  upon  houfes 
of  the  lowed:  clafs,  as  they  are  mod  likely  to  be 
prevailed  upon,  by  the  difobedient  foldier,  to  give 
him  liquor  for  his  meat. 

They  mud  now-and-then  occafionally  go  round 
the  quarters  between  nine  and  eleven  at  night,  to 
lee  that  the  men  keep  regular  hours,  conformable 
to  orders,  not  always  trufting  to  the  reports  of 
ferjeants. 

A  young  officer  fhould  never  think  he  does  too 
much  ;  they  are  to  attend  the  looks  of  the  men,  and 
if  any  are  thinner  or  paler  than  ufual,  the  reafons  of 
their  falling  off  may  be  enquired  into,  and  proper 
means  ufed  to  redore  them  to  their  former  vigour.

SCOTLAND,  Dec.  22,  1748. 

UPON  your  arrival  at  the  quarters  allotted 
to  the  regiment  under  your  command,  you 
are,  upon  application  from  the  excife  or 
cuftom-houfe  officer,  to  be  affifhmt  to  them  with 
what  parties  they  may  want,  either  to  feize  run 
goods,  or  to  prevent  an  illicit  trade  being  carried  on, 
1°  prejudicial  to  his  majefly’s  revenue  and  the  fait 
trader. 

As  feveral  difafTe^led  and  fu  (peeled  perfons  are  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  your  quarters,  you  arc,  fo 
far  as  you  are  able,  to  enquire  them  out,  and  keep 
a  watchful  eye  over  all  their  motions,  and  if  you 
Should  have  reafon  to  fufpetd:  that  they  are  carrying 
on  any  defigns  again#  his  majefty’s  perfon  or  go¬ 
vernment,  you  are,  according  to  the  urgency  of  the 
affair,  to  acquaint  me  with  the  particulars  you  mav 
be  able  to  learn,  either  by  exprefs  or  the  pod.

As  there  are  ftill  feveral  attainted  and  excepted 
perfons  lurking  up  and  down  the  country,  yon  are, 
upon  the  notice  of  any  fitch  perfon  or  perfons  being 
in  your  neighbourhood,  to  apply  to  the  civil  magi- 
ffrate,  or  next  juflice  of  the  peace,  for  a  warrant  to 
apprehend  him  or  them,  and,  if  occafion  requires, 
to  oe  affiflant  to  them  in  the  execution  of  fuch  war¬ 


rant  ;  or  if  there  fhould  appear  to  you  a  likelihood  of 
their  making  their  efcape  by  prolonging  the  time  in 
applying  to  a  juffice  of  peace  to  apprehend  them, 
or  in  cafe  the  civil  magi  lira  te  fhould  refufe  to  grant 
fuch  a  warrant,  you  are  in  either  of  thefe  cafes  to 
feize  them  by  military  force,  and  fecure  them  till 
they  can  be  carried  before  the  next  juflice  of  peace, 
to  be  by  him  committed  to  the  neareft  fecure  prifon, 
in  order  to  their  being  punifhed  as  the  law  direfts. 


As  the  fpirit  of  jacobitifm  and  difafPeclion  is  kept 
alive  by  popiflt  priells  and  nonjuring  minifters,  and 
as  thefe  people  are  originally  and  principally  the 
caufcofail  the  evil  proceeding  therefrom,  you  are 
to  be  very  alert  on  enquiring  them  out,  and  when

I  muft  likewife  dcfire  you  will  let  me  know  from 
time  to  time  what  obedience  the  people  pay  to  this 
ad,  for  they  muff  and  (hall  obey  it,  with  the  names 
of  thofe  magiflrates  who  are  induffrious  in  putting 
the  laws  in  execution,  that  I  may  take  an  opportunity 
of  thanking  them  for  performing  their  duty,  and  ac¬ 
quainting  the  duke  of  Newcaflle  with  it. 

You  may  acquaint  the  magiffrates  and  juflices  of 
the  peace  in  your  neighbourhood  with  the  contents 
of  this  letter,  fmce  it  may  be  the  means  of  inciting 
them  the  more  readily  to  perform  their  duty.

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Major  Wolfe’s  Orders, 

At  STIRLING. 

Feb.  12,  1748-9. — The  major  recommends  very 
particularly  to  the  men  to  keep  their  quarters  clean, 
as  he  is  convinced  that  nothing  conduces  more  to 
their  health  ;  the  ferjeants  and  corporals  will  in  vi¬ 
siting  the  quarters  daily  give  the  nccelTary  attention 
to  this  article,  that  when  the  major,  or  any  of  the 
officers,  infpeft  thofe  quarters  they  may  be  found 
in  proper  order. 

17- — The  ferjeants  are  always  to  wear  their 
fwords;  they  are  not  to  put  on  great  coats  between 
troop-beating  and  tattoo,  unlefs  the  weather  fhould 
be  remarkably  bad  :  the  corporals  are  never  to  be 
Seen  without  their  fide- arms  on. 

19. — In  order  to  prevent  all  future  attempts  to¬ 
wards  pafTing  any  falfe  money,  the  fentence  of  the 
court-martial  to  be  put  in  execution  againft  Samuel 
Hodgkinfon,  and  Watkins  the  drummer.  The  ma¬ 
jor  hopes  it  will  effeftually  deter  all  men  from  fuch 
infamous  and  villainous  practices;  and  he  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  difeourage  as  much  as  polfible  every  aft 
of  knavery  that  may  tend  in  the  lead  to  the  difere- 
dit  of  the  corps. 

No  folditr  is  to  leave  his  guard  during  the  24 
hours  he  is  upon  duty,  without  his  officer's  confent, 
as  that  and  every  other  negligence,  where  the  fer- 
vice  is  concerned,  wiil  be  punifhed  with  rigour. 

Every  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  a  com¬ 
pany  is  to  appoint  a  place  of  parade  for  his  com¬ 
pany,  where  they  are  to  be  fecn  every  morning  at 
roll-calling  by  one  of  the  officers,  and  from  whence 
the  corporals  are  to  march  the  men  for  guard  to 
the  parade  of  the  regiment.  The  major  is  to  be 

acquainted 
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acquainted  in  writing  with  the  place  each  captain 
fixes  for  his  company. 

24.  — The  foidiers  are  to  avoid  all  kind  of  dif- 
putes  with  the  inhabitants ;  and  if  at  any  time  there 
fhould  happen  any  tumult  or  riot,  they  are  by  no 
means  to  mix  with  the  people  of  the  town,  or  to  be 
concerned  with  them.  The  officer  of  the  guard  is 
to  order  a  detachment  to  feize  any  men  who  difobey 
thefe  orders,  and  to  make  them  prifoners  ;  and  the 
ferjeants  and  corporals  are  required  to  prevent  fo 
much  as  depends  upon  them  all  quarrels  and  diffur- 
bances.  It  is  likewife  ordered  there  be  not  the  leaft 
fubjedl  of  complaint  in  any  of  the  quarters. 

25.  — No  foldier  to  go  from  his  billet  without 
leave,  or  by  an  order  from  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  company:  any  of  the  quarters  that  are  found 
upon  examination  not  fit  for  foidiers  to  continue  in, 
fhall  be  changed,  and  the  officer  who  vifited  is  to 
fend  in  the  names  of  fuch  places  to  the  quarter- 
mafler. 

March  2. — Every  fubaltern  officer  of  a  company 
is  to  go  round  the  quarters  of  his  company  at  leaf! 
once  "a  week,  and  to  fee  they  are  kept  clean  and  the 
order  obeyed. 

_ When  the  colleftor  of  the  cufioms,  or  any 

of  the  officers  of  the  revenue,  apply  to  the  officer 
upon  duty  to  affift  them,  he  is  immediately  to  fur- 
niffi  a  detachment,  not  exceeding  a  ferjeant  and  12 
men,  and  make  a  report  of  it  to  the  major,  or  who¬ 
ever  commands  the  regiment,  as  foon  as  poffible. 

j. _ No  men  are  allowed  to  work  without  the 

particular  leave  or  recommendation  of  their  captains 
or  commanding  officers,  and  their  names  to  be  given 
in  writing  to  the  major. 

No  working  man  is  exempt  from  the  reviews, 
nor  is  any  man  to  be  feen  in  the  ftreets  with  a  lea¬ 
ther  apron  on,  or  other  mark  of  his  profeffion,  and 

his 
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his  regimental  coat  on  ;  whatever  officer  meets  a 
man  fo  offending  is  defined  to  confine  him. 

No  ferjeant,  corporal,  drummer,  or  private  man, 
on  any  pretence  whatfoever,  ficknefs  excepted,  is  to' 
appear  in  the  flreets  with  a  handkerchief  about  his 
neck. 

9. — When  foldiers  walk  in  the  country,  they  are 
not  to  break  down  either  dykes  or  hedges,  nor  do 
any  mifehief  whatsoever. 

When  ever  any  thing  happens  extraordinary  in  a 
company  that  fliould  be  reported,  one  of  the  officers 
is  either  to  acquaint  the  major  or  commanding 
officer,  or  fend  his  report  of  it  in  writing. 

Every  centry  who  is  negligent  on  his  poff,  or 
difobeys  any  orders  he  fhall  have  received,  will  be 
Severely  whipped  ;  and  if  it  can  at  any  time- be  proved 
that  a  centry  upon  his  poll  receives  a  bribe  of  what¬ 
ever  kind,  whether  money  or  drink,  that  may  con¬ 
duce  him  to  do  any  thing  contrary  to  his  orders,  'or 
in  any  diape  betray  the  trufl  put  in  him,  (hall  be 
pun  idled  without  mercy. 

27. — When  the  fubaltern  officers  have  vifited  the 
companies  quarters,  they  are  to  report  to  the  cap¬ 
tains,  and  if  any  thing  is  wrong  the  captains  are.de- 
fired  to  make  it  known  to  the  major. 

The  captains  are  likewife  defired  to  enquire  into 
the  manner  of  the  foldiers  meffing,  and  give  orders 
that  a  fufficient  part  of  their  pay  be  laid  out  to  pro¬ 
vide  victuals,  and  to  appoint  ferjeants  and  corporals 
over  the  different  fquads  that  thefe  orders  be  obeyed. 

GLASGOW, 

April  3. — When  any  body  of  armed  men  are 
marched  through  the  town,  they  are  to  keep  filence 
and  obferve  order  in  their  march. 

8. — It  is  politively  ordered,  that  no  foldier  with¬ 
out  the  confcnt  of  his  officer  prefume  to  purchafe 

or 
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or  change  his  linen  or  neceffiiries  with  another  fol- 
dier  on  any  pretence  whatfoever. 

9~ Any  ferjeant  upon  guard  that  differs  a  prifo- 
ner  to  get  drunk  (hall  be  brought  to  a  court-martial ; 
and  if  ever,  prifoners  (hall  be  brought  in  that  condi¬ 
tion  to  their  trial,  the  court-martial  are  defired  to 
enquire  whether  the  ferjeant  or  centry  is  in  fault, 
and  puniffi  the  offender.  All  the  officers  are  to  ex¬ 
amine  every  return  brought  to  them  with  the 
greateft  care,  that  they  may  not  ilgn  an  improper 
one  by  midake. 

The  prifoners  that  are  fent  to  the  black  hole  are 
to  be  allowed  nothing  but  bread  and  water  during 
their  confinement,  and  any  ferjeant  or  centry  that 
fuffers  the  difobedience  of  thefe  orders,  (hall  be  con¬ 
fined  and  punifhed. - The  ferjeant  of  the  guard  to 

have  two  pence  per  day  to  provide  them  in  bread 
and  water,  and  the  red  of  their  pay  to  be  flopt  by 
the  companies  to  provide  neceifaries. 

When  the  officers  go  round  the  quarters  they  are 
to  obferve  the  condition  of  the  Tick  men,  and  if  any 
thing  is  wanting,  or  that  they  are  not  kept  clean, 
proper  directions  are  to  be  given. 

AH  difcharges,  furloughs,  or  paffies,  are  to  be 
made  out  by  ferjeants  of  companies,  and  no  money 
is  ever  to  be  demanded  on  that  account.  The  men 
in  each  company  that  have  liberty  to  work,  and  to 
be  abfent  from  roll-calling,  are  to  attend  the  orderly 
ferjeant  of  the  company  every  evening,  to  know  if 
there  is  any  orders  relating  to  them. 

May  25. —The  corporals  to  be  very  careful  to - 
warn  the  men  for  exercife  ;  and  all  other  duties  and 
the  firfb  man  that  abfents  himfelf,  either  from  exer- 
cife^  or  a  review,  (hall  immediately  be  tried  and 
whipt  at  the  head  of  the  company  he  belongs  to; 
and  any  corporal  who  negledfs  to  warn  the  men 
when  he  received  the  orders  for  that  purpofe  (hall 

be 
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be  broke :  no  excufe  will  be  allowed  for  any  who 
tranfgrefs  this  order. 

Two  captains,  6  fubalterns,  6  ferjeants,  6  cor- 
porals,  and  300  men  of  the  regiment  are  ordered  to 
work  upon  the  roads  from  the  pafs  of  Lancey  to  the 
head  of  Lockern,  and  to  march  from  Glafgow  the 
5* h  of  June,  by  his  royal  highnefs  the  Duke’s  orders, 
given  at  the  camp  at  Hellenrit,  the  :75th  of  April  - 
J748.  The  tour  of  all  duties,  whether  with  or 
without  aims,  (hall  be  taken  from  the  eldefl  down¬ 
wards.  All  paviours,  carpenters,  fmiths,  miners, 
and  bricklayers,  to  be  fent  upon  this  fervice. 

The  men  of  thefe  profeffions  that  have  leave  to 
work  are  therefore  to  be  called  off,  in  order  to  march 
with  the  detachment. 

No  recruits  to  be  fent,  and  the  atfkward  men  are  T 
not  to  go  unlefs  they  happen  to  be  of  the  trades 
above-mentioned. 

The  major  recommends  to  the  captains  and  com¬ 
manding  officers  to  provide  a  coarfe  ffiirt  for  the 
men  to  woik  in,  to  preferve  their  better  linen,  but 
no  check  ffiirts  to  be  bought. 

The  quarter-mailer  to  give  receipts  for  every 
thing  he  receives  :  12  men  of  the  detachment  are 
to  have  arms  and  ammunition ;  they  are  to  carry  their 
cartridge  boxes  only. 

All  the  ferjeants  are  to  have  their  halberds,  and 
the  corporals  their  firelocks,  and  ammunition  in  their 
cartridge-boxes  ;  all  the  reft  of  ammunition  to  be 
taken  in. 

No  man  that  is  come  lately  out  of  the  hofpital  to 
be  fent  on  the  roads,  nor  none  that  are  not  in  ner- 
fe<fl  health. 

June  1. — It  has  been  obferved,  that  foldiers  have 
been  feen  in  the  ftreets  in  the  night,  and  that  they 
have  behaved  in  a  very  irregular  manner  ;  the  major 
therefore  pofitirely  forbids  any  man  to  appear  out  of 
his  quarters,  without  a  written  leave  from  his  offi¬ 
cer, 
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cer,  from  half  an  hour  after  tattoo  is  beat  till  the 
reveille  :  any  man  who  /hall  prefume  to  difobey  this 
order,  and  /hall  be  diicovered,  to  be  put  the  next 
morning  into  the  dungeon,  and  confined  there  for 
four  days  upon  bread  and  water. 

The  officers  are  defired  to  feize  and  confine  any 
foldier  they  meet  in  the  ftreets  contrary  to  this  order, 
that  hereafter  there  may  be  no  complaints  of  difor- 
ders  committed  in  the  ninht.

The  officer  of  the  guard  ffiall  be  anfwerable  for 
the  men  on  duty  with  him.  The  major  defires 
none  of  the  officers  will  oblige  him  by  their  beha¬ 
viour  to  give  out  any  orders  that  may  relate  particu¬ 
larly  to  them  ;  and  hopes:they  will  avoid  all  quarrels 
and  difputes  with  the  inhabitants,  which  muff  ne- 
ce/farily  tend  to  their  difcredit  and  create  mifchief ; 
as  may  plainly  be  perceived  from  what’ has  already 
happened.  •  • 

Subffifence  to  be  fent  for  the  detachment  to  the 
24th  of  June.  - 

The  li/ls  of  each  company  to  be  given  in  both  to 
the  major  and  officer  commanding  the  party,  with 
each  man’s  particular  trade  mentioned.  — It  is  hoped 
that  the  order  in  relation  to  paviours,  carpenters, 
&c-.  .has  been  as  much  as  poffibie*  obeyed.  In  the 
choice  of  thefe  men  for  this  duty,  what  Camp  ne- 
ceffiaries  every  man  receives  to  be  carefully  marked 
down  by  the  ferjeant  or  corporal  of  his  company,  that 
the  fame  may  be  returned  to  Tie  /fores  when  they 
come  back,  or  others  paid  for,  if  any  ffiould  be 
loft. 

The  captain  who -commands  the. detachment  for 
the  roads,  and  the  other  officers,  will  take  care  that 
the  men  be  not  impo/ed  upon  by  the  fu tiers,  and 
puniffi  thofe  feverely  that  are  found  guilty  of  any 
frauds.

gimentals,  or  in  red  or  blue  ;  the  officers  that  go  to 
the  roads  are  to  march  in  red  clothes. 

June  5. — The  major  obferves  the  unfoldier-like 
practice  of  not  coming  to  the  places  of  parade  and 
exercife  ffill  continues,  notwithftanding  the  orders 
he  has  already  given  to  the  contrary  ;  he  therefore 
defires  the  officers  to  imprifon  the  firft  who  Hi  all 
dare  to  difobey,  that  a  neceffiary  example  may  be 
made. 

Some  foldiers  of  the  moll  infamous  characters 
have  lately  deferted  from  the  regiment,  and  proper 
meafures  are  taken  to  difeover  and  apprehend  them  ; 
the  major  gives  notice  that  the  fir  ft  deferter  that  is 
catched  will  be  tried  by  a  general  court-martial, 
and  may  expcCt  no  pardon. 

14. — The  foldiers  are  not  to  fiffi  in  gentlemens 

ponds  or  lochs  without  permiffion,  nor  are  they  to 

go  above  two  miles  into  the  country  without  leave 

in  writing  from  the  officer  commanding  the  com¬

pany.  Any  foldier  who  final  1  take  his  firelock  out 
to  flioot,  or  who  (hall  be  known  to  ufe  nets  or 
fnarcs  for  catching  game,  will  be  punilhed  very 
feverely.

It  is  recommended  to  fend  fober  men  on  this  com¬ 
mand,  all  diforderly  men  being  to  be  objected  a  pain  ft 
by  major  Caulfield,  who  is  to  have  the  entire  direc¬ 
tion  of  this  work. 
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Arms  and  accoutrements  to  be  carried  with  the 
ty,  foi  a  ferjeant,  a  corporal,  and  12  men  only. 
Tne  command  to  be  compofed  of  an  equal  num¬ 
ber  from  each  company  in  the  regiment ;  and  each 
man  to  teceive  fiom  major  Caulfield,  or  his  affiffant, 
one  peck  of  oatmeal  per  week,  which  is  to  be  ac¬ 
counted  for  to  him  out  of  the  money  arifino-  from 
the  work.

Lord  George  Sackville’s  Orders, 
GLASGOW. 

July  7,  1749. — The  foldiers  who  wait  upon  of¬ 
ficers  are  to  mount  guard  and  do  duty  when  ever 
their  matters  do  ;  any  corporal  who  negleCts  warn¬ 
ing  them  will  be  broke.  It  is  hoped  that  decency 
and  a  proper  fenfe  of  their  duty  will  for  the  future 
prevail  upon  the  officers  to  attend  divine  fervice, 
that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  may 
not  be  obliged  to  order  them  to  march  to  church 
with  their  refpedtive  companies. 


Major  Wolfe’s  Orders. 

Augutt  15. — The  men  are  not  to  mount  guard 
in  their  accoutrements  till  further  orders;  each 
man  is  to  keep  his  buff  clean  and  the  brafles  bright, 
that  at  all  reviews,  exercifes,  or  other  wife,  they 
may  appear  well  under  arms. 

17. — No  foldier  will  obtain  a  furlough  who  neg¬ 
lects  applying  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  com¬ 
pany  he  belongs  to;  nor  will  that  or  any  other  in¬ 
dulgence 
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diligence  be  granted  for  the  future  but  at  the  offi¬ 
cer’s  requefh 

A  ferjeant  or  corporal  commanding  a  detachment 
upon  any  kind  of  duty  is  to  be  anfwerable  for  the 
behaviour  of  his  men  ;  or  if  he  negledfs  to  confine 
or  puriifh  fuch  ns  are  guilty  of  crimes,  or  endea¬ 
vours  to  conceal  them,  he  himfelf  will  be  puniffied 
for  fuffering  fuch  irregularities. 

The  orderly  corporal  of  each  company  is  to  make 
a  report  in  writing  every  morning  before  the  guard 
mounts,  to  his  captain  or  commanding  officer,  of  the 
mens  names  that  are  to  mount  guard,  the  n  en  lick 
in  the  hofpital  or  in  their  quarters,  and  of  any  thing 
elfe  that  is  proper  to  be  reported  ;  this  is  to  be  the 
conftant  practice  of  the  regiment. 

When  a  man  returns  to  the  regiment  that  had 
leave  of  abfence  for  any  time,  one  of  the  officers  of 
that  company  is  to  acquaint  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  regiment  and  give  him  back  his  furlough. 

No  non-commiiTioncd  officer  is  ever  to  change  any 
duty  he  may  be  ordered  upon,  without  firft  ob¬ 
taining  the  confent  of  the  officer  commanding  the 
company  he  belongs  to,  and  aftei  wards  the  confent 
of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  ;  nor  is 
any  foldier  to  change  his  duty  but  with  his  officer’s 
approbation. 

1  he  foldiers  that  have  leave  to  reap  are  to  mike 
up  the  duty  they  have  miffed  to  their  companies. 

Any  foldier  that  prefumes  to  marry  clandeftinely, 
wanting  creditable  witneffies,  and  (hall  neglcdt  the 
publick  ceremonies  of  the  church,  or  that  Avail  not 
confult  his  officer  before  his  marriage,  that  the  wo*- 
man’s  character  may  be  enquired  into,  every  fuch 
offender  will  be  punifhed  with  rigour. 

Soldiers  that  control  debts  on  any  pretence  what- 
foever  will  be  punifhed. 

No  ferjeant,  corporal,  drummer,  or  private  man 
of  any  company,  is  to  wear  any  other  than  his  regi- 

C  x  mental 
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mental  coat,  waifteoat,  and  breeches,  without  the 
leave  of  his  commanding  officer. 

Oft o her  4. — It  is  ordered,  that  upon  no  account 
whatever  any  future  indulgence  be  given  to  fuch  of 
tne  working  men  as  have  misbehaved,  contrafled 
debts,  or  appeared  dirty  and  fiovenfy;  and  they  are 
itriOly  forbid  hereafter  to  work  under  fevere  pe¬ 
nalties. 

T  he  allowance  to  a  ferjeant  for  fmall  mounting 
is  13  s.  at  2  s.  a  yard  is  7  s.  and  the  flioes  3s  6d. 
the  bal lance  to  thole  that  received  fhoes  2  s.  6d* 
and  thofe  that  did  not  are  to  be  paid  6sr  The  al¬ 
lowance  for  fmall  mounting  to  a  corporal  or  drum¬ 
mer,  and  private  man,  is  8  s.  their  fhirts  at  1  s.  4d. 
per  yard  is  4  s.  8d.  flioes  3  s.  6d.  total  8  s.  2d. 
for  every  man  that  has  been  clothed  the  captain 
or  commanding  officer  is  to  pay  2d.  to  the  pay- 
m a  fl e r,  a  n d  c  h  a rge  i  t  to  t he  fold iers . 

The  camp  neceflaries  that  are  wanting  of  what 
was  delivered  to  each  company  when  they  marched 
to  the  roads  is  to  be  made  good,  except  fuch  as  the 
officers  can  certify  to  have  been  worn  out  in  the 
fervice,  the  ref!'  is  to  be  paid  for  by  the  men  that 
lofb  them. 

The  officer  upon  duty  is  to  be  very  exaCf  in  fend¬ 
ing  out  the  patroles  to  prevent  diflurbances,  and 
feize  fuch  fold  iers  as  dare  to  difobey  the  orders. 

The  major  expefls  to  fee  the  men  fober  ;  and  it 
is  his  orders,  that  they  parade  without  noife,  and  in 
a  fo ldier-like  m a  n n e r .

tne  regiment,  and  implies  a  remiffnefs  that  cannot 
oe  too  loon  eorre&ed. 

V/hen  a  prifoner  is  confined  for  theft  he  is  to  he 
put  in  irons. 

The  major  obferves,  that  the  worrt  and  idle# 
fokhers  arc  thofe  that  are  mcli  frequently  in  venereal 
difotders,  by  which  they  are  incapable  of  ferving 
and  ffieir  duty  is  done  by  better  men ;  he  therefore 
•  mints  they  ffiould  fuffer  for  their  intemperance;  and 
®rders  that  <5  s.  be  paid  for  the  cure  of  the  pox,  and 
1  s.,  for  the  clap;  which  futn  of  money  is  to  be  em- 

ployed 
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ployed  in  providing  neccflaries  and  conveniencies  For 
the  hofpital ;  and  when  the  furgeon  declares  the 
man  cured,  the  money  is  immediately  to  be  paid 
him  by  the  company  in  order  to  its  being  laid  out 
for  the  common  benefit  of  lick  foldiers. 

Jan.  i,  1750. — The  foldiers  may  underdand  from 
the  fe  verity  of  the  punishment  of  laif  monday  and 
today,  that  a  want  of  honedy  and  fidelity  will  be 
attended  with  the  word  confequences  to  themfelves, 
and  that  whoever  afts  the  part  of  a  -villain  muff 
expeft  all  the  rigour  of  the  drifted  judice. 

A  lid  to  be  given  to-morrow  at  orderly  time  of 
the  number  of  women  in  the  regiment  that  fell  li¬ 
quor  of  any  kind,  with  the  dreets  they  live  in,  and 
by  whofe  pei million  it  is  they  fell  fuch  liquors,  that 
proper  meafures  may  be  taken  to  prevent  their  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  uncommon  villainies  that  have  of 
late  brought  a  reproach  upon  the  regiment. 

No  foldier’s  wife  is  to  futtle  or  fell  liquor  without 
the  major’s  leave,  on  pain  of  imprifonment ;  and  leave 
will  only  be  obtained  for  fuch  as  are  particularly  re¬ 
commended  by  the  captain  or  commanding  officeis 
of  companies. 

A  ferjeant  or  corporal  who  brings  a  foldicr  drunk 
to  the  parade  for  duty,  knowing  him  to  be  fo,  is 
immediately  to  be  imprifoned  together  with  the 
drunken  foldier,  in  order  to  their  being  both  pu- 
n ifhed  as  fo  fcandalous  and  unfoldier-like  praftice 
defer  ves. 

The  recovering  men  of  each  company  to  be 
brought  every  monday  morning  to  the  doftor,  that 
he  may  judge  whether  they  are  fit  to  do  duty  or 
not. 

No  non-commiflioned  officer  is  to  prefume  to  ex- 
cufe  any  man  from  the  review,  exercife,  or  other 
duty,  with  or  without  arms,  or  take  upon  himfejf 
an  authority  that  docs  not  belong  to  him. 

Letters 
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Letters  have  been  fent  to  the  major  and  other  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  regiment  unfigned  ;  as  this  is  a  mean 
and  underhand  practice,  it  is  pofitively  forbid  ;  if 
any  man  is  difcovered  to  be  the  writer  of  one  of 
thefe  fort  of  letters  hereafter,  he  will  be  feverely 
punifhed  :  the  foldiers  are  to  underhand  at  the  fame 
time,  when  they  have  juft  and  fufficient  caufe  of 
complaint,  they  may  addrefs  themfelves  in  perfon 
to  their  officers,  who  will  be  ready  to  do  them  all 
manner  of  juft  ice. 

The  companies  are  always  to  keep  a  copy  of  their 
roufter-rolls,  that  they  may  at  any  time  be  referred 
to:  the  captain  or  commanding  officers  are  never  to 
cany  them  away  when  they  leave  their  companies 
for  any  confiderable  time  :  the  fame  to  be  done 
with  fuch  returns  as  are  neceffary  to  be  prefer ved. 

May  30.— No  inhabitant  of  a  town  or  other  per¬ 
fon,  not  ferving  in  the  army  or  navy,  is  ever  to  be 
received  as  a  prifoner  upon  any  guard,  except  when 
committed  by  the  civil  power,  or  confined  for  a  ca¬ 
pital  crime  as  a  prefent  fecurity  ;  the  officer  or  non- 
commiffioned  officer  commanding  a  guard  is  to  be 
anfwerable  for  any  difobedience  of  this  order. 

The  fhameful  drunkennefs  obferved  among  the 
men,  on  pay-days  in  particular,  is  thought  in  a  great 
meafure  to  proceed  from  their  not  putting  in  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  their  pay  regularly  into  their  meffes  :  the 
officers  are  to  remember  they  have  been  more  than 
once  required  to  be  very  exaft  in  this  part  of  their 
duty,  and  that  there  is  a  Handing  order  in  the  re¬ 
giment  for  frequently  vifiting  the  quarters  and 
meffes  ;  they  are  likewife  defired  to  confjder  that 
any  neglecf  on  their  part  brings  the  men  to  difor- 
ders  and  crimes,  and  confequently  to  puniffiment, 
which  would  be  avoided  by  a  proper  care  of  them, 
and  watch  upon  their  condufb 

Any  non-commiffioned  officer  who  neglefls  Iris 
fquad,  and  fuffers  the  men  to  have  their  arms,  ac¬ 
coutrements, 
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coutrements,  or  clothes  dirty,  and  does  not  do  nis 
utmoft  to  prevent  drunkennefs,  will  be  broke.  1  he 
recruits  are  to  be  taught  all  parts  of  theii  duty 
with  the  utmoft  care  :  they  are  to  be  quartered  with 
good  and  honed  foldiers,  and  by  no  means  fufieicd 
to  affociate  with  fuch  as  are  of  a  dilFerent  charadtei , 

and  known  to  be  infamous. 

If  any  man  of  the  party  for  the  roads  piefumes 
on  any  occafion,  or  for  any  caufe  whatever,  to  lne\v 
the  fame  fort  of  difpofition  to  mutiny  and  difobedi- 
ence,  as  was  obfcrved  in  fomc  loldiers  of  the  lalf 
year’s  detachment,  particularly  in  the  cable  ol  Stir¬ 
ling,  captain  Trapnud,  and  the  officers  ordeied  to 
command  them,  are  to  make  an  immediate  and  fc- 
vere  example  of  the  offenders:  and  when  any  man 
of  the  detachment  commits  crimes  of  a  high  nature, 
or  is  remarkably  idle,  he  is  to  be  fent  prifoner  to 
the  regiment,  with  his  profecution  in  waiting  hgned 
by  the  commanding  officer. — It  is  recommended  to 
the  officers  to  be  very  diftintft  in  all  their  repot  ts,  and 
to  keep  all  their  accounts  with  the  utmoft  regularity, 
that  the  difficulty  and  confufion  of  lift  year  may  be 
avoided. 

The  officers,  or  non-commiffioned  officers  com¬ 
manding  detachments  are  always  to  pay  the  ferries 
they  pafs  over,  and  give  in  their  demands  to  the 
paymafter  fo  foon  as  it  is  convenient. 

As  the  foldiers  when  accufed  of  theft  often  allege 
in  their  defence  that  they  find  the  things  by  acci¬ 
dent,  which  they  are  charged  of  having  ftolcn;  to 
prevent  for  the  future  all  excide  of  this  kind,  it  is 
pofitively  ordered,  that  a  foldier  who  finds  good.  , 
money,  or  any  thing  elfe  of  even  the  mofl  inconfi- 
fiderable  value,  do  immediately  fhew  the  fame  to 
one  of  the  ferjeants  of  the  company,  whole  duty  it 
is  to  acquaint  the  officer,  in  order  to  its  being  ic- 
pored  to  the  owner  ;  any  man  who  difobeys  this 
order  will  be  punifhed  as  a  thief. 
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No.  man  tinder  pretence  of  his  having  been  at 
voik  is  to  appear  dirty  in  the  ftreets ;  and  fuch  as 
1  otl  their  clothes  or  in  any  lhape  difobey  orders, 
0  e  1  chi  fed  the  liberty  of  working. 

■  f°y  ofllcer  of  A**  regiment  fees  a  non-com- 
i  >io, ied  officer,  drummer,  or  private  man  of  any 
>o,ps,  in  oi  near  the  quarters  of  the  regiment,  the 
officers  is  to  examine  the  paflport,  and  fend  that 
man  to  tne  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment;  and 
i  a„y  non-cornmifiioned  officer  or  private  man  of 
"IS  1  eg1  men  t  fees  any  man  of  another  corps  in  or 
near  the  quarters,  he  is  to  conduft  fuch  perfon  to. 
tl.e  then  commanding  officer. 

/Ill  ferjeatitS,  corporals,  drummers,  and  private 
men,  whether  upon  duty  or  furlough,  are  always  to 
,ef?  themfelves  to  the  commanding  officer,  ac¬ 
quainting  him  with  the  bufinefs  they  are  fent  upon, 
and  (hewing  him  their  paflport  or  furlough. 

/'O  leciuit  is  to  be  excufed  from  mounting  guard 
tlor  allowed  then  to  work  in  the  intervals  of  duty’ 
l  he  has  been  a  twelvemonth  in  the  regiment  and 
is  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  fervice. 

If  a  ferjeant  or  corporal  of  a  guard  allows  any 
thing  to  be  carried  into  the  black  hole,  befides  the 
head  and  water  as  the  order  direfb,  the  fffift  who 

wllfV°  Tnlr  ?'  “  Praaice  fo  Positively  forbid, 

be  inflan tly  broke;  and  any  feldier  who  at- 
tempts  .to  carry  in  provifions  to  the  prifoners  fliail 
be  put  into  the  dungeon  in  irons. 

No  man  that  has  ever  been  convifted  of  theft  Is 
to  be  fent  to  work  at  lord  Glenofchy’s,  nor  any  that 
hate  been  o.ten  tried  by  courts-martial,  unlefs  there 
Pe  a  vifible  reform,  left  their  behaviour  bring  a 
icproach  upon  the  regiment. 

ft  has  been  obferved  that  the  foldiers  have  oflate 
ten . employed  in  all  forts  of  dirty  work,  fuch  as 

carrying  coals,  filth,  &c.  in  theftreets,  and  have  been 
111  the  holds  of  feveral  fhips;  they  likewise  have 

condefcended 
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condefcended  to  clean  the  kennels  :  the  colonel 
is  afhamed  and  furprized  to  perceive  that  they  are 
not  below  the  meaneft  piece  of  drudgery  for  the 
meaned  confi deration  ;  and  fince  it  is  plain  they  have 
forgot  what  character  they  are  in,  the  colonel  for 
their  credit,  and  the  credit  of  the  regiment,  abfo- 
lutely  forbids  all  kind  of  dirty  work  whatfoever, 
and  he  will  puniffi  any  offender  with  feverity. 

The  colonel  is  very  well  pleafed  with  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  men  that  are  come  from  work,  and 
with  their  performance  this  fummer  at  the  roads, 
and  thanks  the  officers  for  the  care  they  have  taken 
of  them,  their  diligence  and  activity ;  the  fobricty 
and  induffry  of  the  foldiers  of  that  detachment  are 
very  much  for  the  credit  of  the  regiment,  and  muff 
meet  with  general  approbation.  The  colonel  re¬ 
commends  to  the  captains  and  commanding  officers 
of  companies,  to  furnifh  their  foldiers  with  every 
neceiTary  that  is  wanting,  and  to  advance  fuchfums 
of  money  for  them  or  their  families  as  they  judge 
proper. 


DUNDEE. 

Off.  4,  1750. — A  centry  having  been  knocked 
down  and  wounded,  the  officers  of  the  regiment  of¬ 
fer  a  reward  of  ten  guineas  to  difeover  the  perfon 
concerned.  The  cuflom  of  deeping  upon  their 
polls,  which  fome  of  the  men  have  lo  ffiamefully 
praffifed  of  late,  will  encourage  thefe  attempts. 
The  colonel  takes  this  opportunity  to  tell  the  fol¬ 
diers,  that  he  looks  upon  deeping,  or  any  want  of 
vigilance  in  the  centry,  to  be  the  highed  breach  of 
military  difeipline,  and  of  the  mod  fatal  and  dan¬ 
gerous  confcquence ;  he  therefore  warns  them  all, 
that  he  is  determined  to  make  a  dreadful  example 
■of  the  lird  offender.  A  centry  is  not  to  challenge 
c  before 
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before  twelve  at  night,  after  which  hour  till  the 
reveille  he  is  to  challenge  all  that  pafTes  ;  but  at  no 
time  of  night  is  a  eentry  to  fufFer  himfelf  to  be 
a  haul  ted  with  impunity,  or  furprized  upon  his  poll. 

The  recruits  and  every  young  foldier  are,  when 
eentry,  to  be  placed  neareft  the  protection  of  the 
main  guard. 

It  is  to  be  a  fixed  order  in  the  regiment,  that  no 
ferjeatit  of  a  company  is  to  take  upon  him  the  debts 
of  that  company,  nor  otherwife  to  pay  the  com¬ 
pany  than  by  i filling  the  money  as  he  receives  it 
from  the  captain  or  commanding  officer.  At  every 
payment  of  arrears  an  officer  of  a  company  to  be 
prefen t  to  fee  the  accounts  fettled,  and  the  ballance 
due  paid. 

In  cafe  of  tumult  or  difiurbance  the  officer  of 
the  day  is  immediately  to  take  upon  himfelf  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  guard. 

The  colonel  is  extremely  well  pleafed  with  the 
behaviour  of  the  five  companies  fmcc  they  came  to 
town,  and  hopes  they  will  continue  the  fame  regu¬ 
larity  and  fobriety,  which  they  muff  be  fure  is  of 
advantage  to  themfelves,  creditable  to  the  regiment, 
and  fo  ufeful  to  his  majeffy’s  fervice.  As  the  offi¬ 
cers  are  determined  to  difeourage  and  punjfh.  every 
thing  that  is  villainous  and  bad,  fo  they  are  likewife 
refolved  to  countenance  and  reward  fuch  as  did  in* 
guifh  themfelves  by  a  contrary  behaviour. 

The  colonel  being  informed  that  the  foldiers  have 
got  into  a  habit  of  gaming,  infills  on  the  ferjeants 
and  corporals  doing  that  effectual  part  of  their  duty, 
fo  as  to  find  them  out,  and  put  a  flop  to  that  very 
bad  prafifice;  the  fir  ft  that  they  difeover  they  arc  to 
confine,  and  they  (hall  be  brought  to  a  court  mar¬ 
tial,  and  very  feverely  punifhed. 

If  a  ferjeant  or  corporal,  detached  from  the  re¬ 
giment  on  any  duty  whatfoever,  fliall  return  before 
he  has  executed  it  to  the  utmoflofhis  ability,  fuch 

ferjeant 
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ferjeant  or  corporal  may  expeft  to  be  broke  the 
moment  he  joins  the  regiment. 

The  recruiting  officers  are  to  acquaint  the  lieute¬ 
nant  colonel  in  what  manner  the  parties  who  were 
fent  with  them  upon  that  fervice  behaved. 

When  the  orderly  corporal  of  any  company 
knows  that  any  foldier  of  that  company  is  taken 
ill,  he  is  to  report  him  to  the  furgeon  immediately, 
and  not  wait  till  fuch  lick  foldier  chufes  to  be  re¬ 
ported,  which  is  fometimes  the  cafe  ;  thefe  delays 
give  time  for  the  diflemper  to  encreafe  before  a  re¬ 
medy  can  be  applied,  and  endangers  the  man’s  life  : 
2  corporal  who  difobeys  this  order  will  be  broke. 

By  lord  Bury’s  regulation,  a  foldier  that  works 
in  his  quarters,  with  his  officer’s  leave,  pays  li» 
pence  per  week  ;  but  as  thofe  who  work  at  ge  ntle¬ 
mens  houfes  and  upon  roads,  at  the  requeft  of  par¬ 
ticular  people,  have  more  labour,  and  wear  out  more 
neceffaries  than  the  others,  they  are  only  to  pay 
three  pence  per  week. 

The  money  arifing  from  this  ffoppage,  after  ray¬ 
ing  the  ferjeant-major  and  quarter-mailer  fertanr, 
is  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  tiie  fick,  in  ncrcdlary 
ex pences  for  the  hofpital,  &c. 

Whatever  duty  the  foldiers  are  ordered  upon,  it 
is  to  be  done  with  alacrity  and  diligence. — The  of¬ 
ficers  are  not  to  fuff'er  any  ncgleft  or  difobcdltnce 
either  in  the  non-commiflioned  officers  or  private 
men  to  go  Unpunilhed. — The  mngiftrates  nf  Aber¬ 
deen  made  a  complaint  of  a  robbery,  that  is  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  committed  by  two  foldiers  of 
this  regiment  ;  the  colonel  was  in  hopes  that  thefe 
practices  were  at  an  end,  and  that  the  number  of 
villains  he  has  been  forced  to  whip  out  of  the  regi¬ 
ment,  had  given  fufficient  warning,  and  removed 
the  evil  ;  but  fince  there  are  fome  frill  left,  he  de- 
fires  they  may  be  allured,  that  he  will  contribute 
■all  in  his  power  to  hang  the  fir  ft  rafcul  that  fhall 
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found  guilty  of  a  crime  .of  this  fort ;  and  fuch  as 
are  not  delivered  over  to  the  civil  power  may  expecf 
the  feverefl:  and  moil  exemplary  punifhment  that  the 
martial  law  can  polfibly  inffud. 

B  A  M  F  F. 

1 7  50. — The  colonel  thinks  the  foldiers  cannot  bet¬ 
ter  employ  themfelves  in  the  intervals  of  duty  than  in 
fome  fort  of  work,  and  would  by  all  means  encou¬ 
rage  labour  and  induflry,  as  the  beft  way  to  pre- 
ferve  their  healths,  and  enable  them  to  undergo 
fatigue  whenever  they  fhall  be  called  upon  ;  but  he 
will  not  allow  the  men  to  be  engaged  in  any  kind 
of  dirty  work,  that  may  fpoil  or  dirty  their  cloaths; 
nor  will  he,  upon  any  account  wfiatfoever,  fuffer  a 
foldier  to  undertake  work  of  any  fort,  without  the 
leave  and  approbation  of  the  officer  commanding 
the  company. — The  officers  are  very  ready  to  grant 
any  thing  that  is  reafonable,  and  confident  with  the 
difcipline  of  the  regiment,  and  therefore  are  to  be 
eonfulted  as  the  proper  judges  in  this  cafe. — If  it 
appears  at  any  time  that  a  foldier  neglefts  his  duty 
under  arms,  or  otherwife,  or  feems  to  have  forgot 
any  part  of  his  military  duty  from  condant  attention 
to  his  trade  or  work,  fuch  foldier  is  to  be  kept  clofe 
to  his  duty  till  he  is  again  perfectly  acquainted  with 
what  he  ought  never  to  be  ignorant  of. 

No  recruit  at  exercife  to  be  dopped  more  than 
fix-pence  per  week  :  this  to  be  a  {landing  order. 

The  non-commidioned  officers  upon  duty  are  to 
give  the  recruits  that  mount  guard  with  them  all 
the  indruftions  that  are  neceflary ;  and  the  lance- 
corporals  are  not  to  fuffer  the  lead  delay  or  back- 
wardnefs  when  they  are  called  out  to  go  centry, 
or  to  patrole ;  and  in  general  it  is  to  be  a  coudant 
rule,  and  the  prattife  of  the  regiment,  to  turn  out 
'  •  "■  '  ‘  -  readily 
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readily  and  expedition  fly,  whatever  the  duty  he 
that  the  men  are  to  he  fent  upon,  without  the  lead 
hefitation  or  excufe  ;  and  the  ferjeants  and  cor¬ 
porals  upon  guard  are  to  fee  the  exadl  execution  of 
this  order. 

When  court  martials  aflemble  all  fort  of  order 
and  decency  is  to  be  obfervcd.  No  officer  to  ap¬ 
pear  as  a  member  in  a  regimental  court  of  judicature, 
but  in  red  cloaths  and  his  fafh  on  ;  and  the  presi¬ 
dent  and  gentlemen  who  compofe  fuch  cot:rts  can¬ 
not  be  too  exaft  and  circumdantial  in  their  enqui¬ 
ries,  that  the  fentence  may  be  given  upon  fore¬ 
ground,  and  with  the  ftri<fbeft  regard  to  judice. 

The  centries  are  forbid  to  frng  or  whittle  or  make 
any  fort  of  noife  upon  their  pofls,  by  talking  loud 
to  one  another,  or  otherwife,  and  particularly  in 
the  night  ;  whoever  difobeys  this  order  will  be  im¬ 
mediately  relieved  and  imprifoned  ;  and  it  is  di'uftly 
ordered  and  required  that  the  patroles  and  reliefs 
march  filently  through  the  dreets  :  a  ferjeant  or 
corporal  who  fuffers  his  men  to  difobey  this  order 
will  be  broke. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  defres  that  thecaptainsand 
officers  commanding  companies,  will  always  endea¬ 
vour  to  find  out  and  difbnguifh  the  men  who  have  the 
bed  capacities,  and  are  mod  diligent  and  obedient, 
that  the  regiment  may  be  fupplied  with  able  ferjeants 
and  corporals. — And  every  officer  who  is  detached 
from  the  regiment  is  to  take  particular  notice  of  the 
men  that  are  mod  vigilant  and  a&ive  in  the  dif- 
charge  of  their  duty,  and  bed  acquainted  with  all 
the  branches  of  it,  that  they  may  be  promoted. — 
The  officers,  at  their  return,  are  to  report  the  names 
of  thofe  that  they  think  fuperior  to  the  red,  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  regiment.  By  this  means 
the  corps  will  be  condantly  furnifhed  with  good 
non-commiffioned  officers,  upon  which  the  difeipline 
ef  it  does  in  a  great  meafure  depend. 

D  2  The 
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The  officers  are  defired  to  difcour-age  matrimony 
among  the  men  as  much  as  poffible  :  the  fervice  ful¬ 
lers  by  the  multitude  of  women  already  in  the  re* 
giment. 

No  twith  (landing  the  orders  that  have  been  given, 
that  the  foldiers  ffiould  not  concern  themfelves  with 
the  mobs  of  the  place  they  happen  to  be  quartered 
in,  the  colonel  is  furprized  to  hear  that  feveral  of 
the  men  had  the  impudence  to  inful t  fome  of  the 
officers  of  juliice,  and  to  beat  the  executioner.  This 
is  therefore  ordering  all  the  officers,  ferjeants,  and 
corporals  of  the  regiment,  to  apprehend  every  man 
who  (hall  hereafter  prefume  to  mix  in  riots  of  this 
hind,  otherwife  than  as  a  fpe&ator*  that  fuch  of¬ 
fender  may  be  brought  to  trial  and  feverely  pu- 
niffied.  The  colonel  is  likewife  informed  that  fome 
foldiers  followed  the  women,  after  they  were  re* 
leafed,  into  the  country,  and  joined  with  the  boys 
and  idle  vagabonds  of  this  place  to  treat  the  wo¬ 
men  with  the  utmofl  inhumanity,  to  the  great  fcan- 
dal  and  diffionour  of  the  corps :  he  looks  upon  the 
behaviour  of  thofe  foldiers  to  be  infamous  in  all  re- 
fpedls ;  and  commands  that  for  the  future,  in  a  like 
cafe,  the  non-commiffioned  officers  take  the  ffiorteff 
method  they  can  defire,  and  the  mold  effectual,  to 
put  an  immediate  flop  to  fuch  proceedings. 

1752. — The  court-martial  has  judged  the  crime, 
of  Rigby  the  grenadier  to  be  of  fo  pernicious  a  nature 
that  they  have  fentenced  him  to  receive  600  laffies. 
His  youth  and  former  good  behaviour  are  the  only 
confederations  that  could  induce  the  lieu  tenant- colo¬ 
nel  to  pardon  him  :  but  if  hereafter  any  ferjeant  or 
corporal  is  known  to  receive  a  bribe  from  a  high¬ 
lander,  or  from  any  perfon  whatever,  found  or 
known  to  tranfgrefs  the  laws,  and  does  not  feize 
the  perfon,  or  report  fuch  tranfgreffion,  he  the  nou- 
commiffioned  officer,  guilty  of  fo  heinous  a  crime, 
will  be  inhanrly  broke,  and  fqverely  puniffied  :  and 


if  any  private  foldier  ever  takes  money,  or  a  reward 
of  any  kind,  that  may  lead  him  to  betray  his  trull, 
fuch  foldier  will  be  whipped  without  mercy. — And 
if  any  ferjeant  or  corporal,  upon  a  patroling  duty 
in  the  Highlands,  or  commanding  a  detachment  at  a 
fixed  poll,  (hall  make  a  falfe  report  of  any  fort,  ei¬ 
ther  to  the  officer  from  whom  he  is  detached,  or  to 
the  commander  of  the  regiment,  a  non-com  mi ffion" 
ed  officer  fo  offending  will  certainly  be  broke. 

It  is  with  great  fatisfadlion  that  the  lieutenant- 
colonel  has  received  reports  from  the  captains  and- 
officers  commanding  in  the  different  cantonments  of 
the  general  good  behaviour  of  the  companies  under 
their  orders,  of  which  he  will  not  fail  to  acquaint 
lord  Bury  when  his  lordfhip  joins  the  regiment ; 
nor  will  he  forget  to  mention  how  much  reafon  he 
lias  to  be  plealed  with  the  companies  at  Invernels. 
The  foldiers  muff  obferve,  that  this  fort  of  conduct 
is  for  their  credit  and  advantage,  and  they  may  be 
a  fibred  it  is  highly  agreeable  to  bis  majefly,  and 
quite  confident  with  the  nature  of  his  government ; 
whereas  violence,  robberies,  thefts,  and  illegal  ac¬ 
tions  in  the  troops  of  the  army,  are  directly  contrary 
to  the  king’s  juft  intentions,  and  are  a  difhonour  to 
his  reign. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  and  officers  do  plainly 
perceive  that  gaming  is  thc-fource  of  a  great  deal  of 
mifehief;  and  therefore  they  are  defirous  to  put  an 
effectual  flop  to  it  :  the  centries  are  once  more  or¬ 
dered  not  to  1  offer  it  near  their  polls,  and  the  icr- 
jeants  and  corporals  are  required  to  vifit  and  examine 
fuch  houfes  and  places  of  refort  as  are  mod  to  ice 
fufpe&ed,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  that  they 
judge  convenient,  and  to  look  through  the  quar¬ 
ters  of  the  foldiers-  that  they  believe  to  be  addicted 

ta  piay- 

The  lieutenant-colonel  is  informed  that  fevet ali 

foldiers  have  been  married  in  this  town  in  a  clan-

deffine  and  illegal  manner  :  this  practice  is  contrary 
to  all  order  and  difcipline,  and  deferves  an  exem¬ 
plary  punifhment,  as  well  from  the  civil  magiflrates 
as  from  the  military;  the  firft  foldier  who  fhall  dif- 
obey  the  repeated  orders- that  have  been  given  upon 
this  fubjeff,  and  fhall  prefume  to  marry  in  this  in¬ 
famous  manner,  and  without  his  officer’s  knowledge, 
muff  expeff  to  be  proceeded  again  ft  with  the  utmoff 
rigour. — The  lieutenant-colonel  further  recommends 
to  the  foldiers  not  to  marry  at  all;  the  long  march,, 
and  embarkation  that  will  foon  follow,  muff  con- 
vince  them  that  many  women  in  the  regiment  are 
very  inconvenient,  efpecially  as  fome  of  them  are 
not  fo  induftrious,  nor  fo  ufeful-  to  their  hufbands, 
as  a  foldier ’s  wife  ought  to  be. 

DOVER  CASTLE. 

Dec,  23.  1  753. — The  lieutenant-colonel  has  had 
complaints  from  the  people  in  the  neighbourhood, 
of  this  caffle  againff  fome  women  of  loofe  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct,  fuppofed  to  belong  to  the  garri¬ 
son  ;  which  however  is  not  true. — The  colonel  is- 
Jikcwife  informed  that  the  foldiers  have  in  an  open, 
indecent,  and  fcandalous  manner  frequented  thefe 
fame  women,  to  the  great  difhonour  not  only  of 
the  corps  they  belong  to,  but  to  mankind  in  gene¬ 
ral  :  he  therefore  defires  they  may  be  informed,  that 
he  confiders  this  fort  of  commerce  with  the  fex  as 
the  lajft  and  mo(f  dangerous  degree  of  brutality, 
ignominy,  and  vice;  and  that  he  cannot  but  enter¬ 
tain  an  exceeding  contemptible  opinion  of  thofe  who 
have  been  concerned  in  it.  Thefe  women,  encou¬ 
raged  by  the  foldiers,  have  done  mifehief  here¬ 
abouts  to  the  farmers:  the  foldiers  will  therefore 
for  the  future  be  looked  upon  as  the  abettors  of 
thefe  abandoned,  infamous  perfons,  and  will  be  ac- 
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countable  in  Tome  mea  fa  re  for  their  ill  deeds,  and 
punifhed  accordingly. 

Hazle,  of  capt. Maxwell’s  company,  is  not  hereafter 
to  be  differed  to  go  without  the  cadle  gates ;  the  lieut. 
colonel  does  not  mean  by  this  to  prevent  his  de¬ 
ferring,  but  to  punifh  him  for  his  infolence  :  but  he 
defires  that  Hazle,  and  Findafs  the  grenadier,  who 
has  already  been  condemned  for  trealon,  may  know, 
as  well  as  all  thofe  who  have  been  in  the  fervice  of 
France,  or  defire  to  be  there,  that  he  fets  no  fort 
of  value  or  edimation  upon  them,  and  that  he  had 
much  rather  they  were  in  the  Irifh  brigades  than  in 
the  army  of  Great  Britain  ;  but  if  ever  he  hears 
that  any  deferter  {hall  dare  hereafter  to  threaten  to 
defert,  he’ll  be  immediately  whipped  out  of  the  regi¬ 
ment,  with  every  mark  of  infamy,  contempt,  and 
difgrace,  as  unworthy  to  continue  in  it,  and  as  a 
fit  recruit  for  the  rebel  battalions,  hired  by  the 
French  to  ferve  againd  their  country. 

As  there  is  reafon  to  believe  that  recruits  are  em¬ 
barked  at  Dover  Caffe  for  the  French  army,  and 
that  deferters  from  our  troops  efcape  in  the  fame 
veffels,  any  foldier  of  the  regiment  who  can  make 
difeovery  of  fuch  recruits,  or  apprehend  any  of 
thefe  deferters,  fhall  be  rewarded  over  and  above  the 
allowance  granteci  by  a<ft  of  parliament :  the  lol- 
diers  that  lie  in  town  have  the  fined  opportunity  for 
thefe  fort  of  difeoveries  ;  and  the  lieu  tenant- colonel 
defires  they  may  be  informed,  that  diligence  and 
prudence  in  this  matter  will  be  very  agrceble  to  him, 

and  advantageous  to  thcmfclves. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  when  he  reviewed 
the  regiment  at  Reading  was  plcafed  to  exptefs  his 
approbation  of  feveral  parts  of  the  difcipline  of 
it  •  fuch  as  the  manner  of  carrying  the  aims,  of 
levelling,  of  marching,  and  of  wheeling,  and’  in 
particular  of  the  filence  and  obedience  that  he  ob- 
fsrvcd,  and  ready  compliance  with  oiders,  without 
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the  confufion  fometimes  perceived  in  the  execution 
of  things  that  feem  new;  but  his  Royal  Highnefs 
thought  that  general  Pulteney’s  Regiment  fired  their 
platoons  and  fubdivifions  quicker  than  we  didy 
wherefore  lord  Bury  has  commanded  that  we  prac¬ 
tise  the  fame  platoon  exercife  that  they  do  ;  for  to 
the  difference  between  their  platoon  exercife  and 
ouis,  his  lord  (hip  afcribes  their  fuperiority  in  this 
point  ;  and  as  nis  lordfhip  is  very  defirous  that  no  re¬ 
giment  fhould  exceed  his  own  in  the  performance  of 
every  part  of  their  duty,  and  in  matters  of  difci- 
pline,  he  defires  we  may  begin  to  praclife  this  platoon 
exercife  as  early  as  poilible. 

I754‘ — It  *s  obferved  that  fome  of  the  men  make 
it  a  con  flan  t  pradlice  to  get  drunk  every  day,  pay¬ 
day,  or  whenever  they  have  any  money,  and  that 
quarrels  and  riots  are  the  ordinary  confequences  of 
this  fhameful  and  brutal  excels ;  thefe  men  are 
therefore  to  be  informed,  that  fome  moderation  in 
their  drink  would  be  more  becoming,  and  that 
they  may  entertain  themfelves  without  proceeding  to 
fuch  extravagant  lengths,  by  which  the  number  of 
prifoners  are  every  day  augmented,  their  healths 
impaired,  and  their  clothes  fpoiled,  befides  violence 
and  infolence,  the  infeparable  companions  of  drunk- 
enncfs  :  they  may  be  further  told,  that  no  trufl  or 
confidence  can  be  put  in  men  that  have  fo  little 
command  of  themfelves ;  becaufe  it  is  believed  if 
duty  and  brandy  were  put  into  compofftion,  the  li¬ 
quor  would  be  likely  to  prevail  :  feveral  examples 
of  men  that  have  left  their  guards  and  polls  to* 
drink,  but  too  plainly  confirms  this  opinion  :  here¬ 
after  thofe  profefl  drunkards  are  to  expedl  no  man¬ 
ner  of  favour  or  indulgence,  nor  will  they  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  perfons  to  be  depended  upon  in  times  of 
danger  and  fervice  ;  and  of  courfe  recommendations 
and  other  marks  of  their  officers  efleem  and  pro- 
tcftkm  will  be  refufcd  them.  The  officers  will  take 
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tare  that  the  men  be  acquainted  with  all  orders 
that  concern  them,  without  which  it  is  to  no  pur- 
pofe  to  give  them. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  hopes  that  what  the  men 
have  heard  and  feen  upon  the  occafion  (of  the  exe¬ 
cution  oh  a  deferter)  will  make  Inch  impreffions  upon 
them  as  it  ought  to  do  ;  and  that  they  will  be  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  by  the  melancholy  example  before  them, 
and  by  the  excellent  difeourfe  and  exhoitation  ot 
the  minifter,  both  yefterday  and  this  day,  to  fet 
fume  bounds  to  their  excefies  and  debauchery,  and 
thereby  avoid  the  caufe  of  every  crime,  and  the  pu- 
nifhment  that  muff  netefTarily  follow. 

It  has  been  obferved,  that  home  foldiers  go  out  of 
thefe  barracks  with  a  full  refolution  to  get  drunk, 
and  have  even  the  impudence  to  declare  their  in-- 
temions,  and  that  fuch  foldiers  u(e  inlolent  and 
difrcfpeCfful  language  to  the  ferjemts  and  corporals, 
pleading  drunkennefs  and  fiupidity  in  excute;  thefe 
men  may  therefore  be  informed,  that  the  fir  ft  of 
them  who  fhall  take  upon  him,  whether  drunk  or 
fober,  to  infult  a  non-commifiioned  officer,  either  in 
the  barracks  or  upon  duty,  fhall  be  put  into  the 
dungeon  in  irons  till  he  be  fufficicntly  convinced  that 
modefiy,  fobriety,  and  obedience  become  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  a  foldier. 

Jan.  31,  1755. — As  it  is  highly  probable,  by  the 
preparations  actually  making  in  France  and  in  Eng¬ 
land,  that  a  war  is  at  hand,  and  as  it  is  likely  that 
the  earl  of  Albemarle’s  regiment  may  be  employed 
this  hummer  on  board  the  fleet,  the  lieutenant-colo¬ 
nel  therefore  defires  that  the  foldiers  (particularly 
the  young  ones)  may  be  acquainted,  that  whoever 
fhall  defert  for  the  time  to  come,  will  be  confidered 
by  him,  and  by  all  the  officers  of  the  regiment,  as, 
a  coward  and  a  traitor,  and  will,  if  taken,  be  pro¬ 
ceeded  againft  as  fuch,  and  condemned  without 
qacrcy  ;  biit  the  lieutenant-colonel  rather  hopes,  that 
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tnc  foldiers  will  be  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  fig1- 
nalize  themfelves  in  his  Majehy’s  fervice,  and  to 
S*1 1  e  proof  of  their  courage  and  fidelity  ;  not  doubt¬ 
ing  but  the  battalion  (whatever  duty  it  may  be  or¬ 
dered  upon)  will  fully  anfwer  his  Royal  Highnef* 
the  Duke’s  expeditions,  and  confirm  the  good  opi¬ 
nion  he  has  been  pleafed  to  entertain  of  the  regi¬ 
ment.  T  he  utmofl  care  to  be  taken  in  difciplin- 
ing  the  young  men;  and  the  officers  of  companies 
are  to  ufe  their  beh  diligence  in  preparing  them  for 
fervice,  as  far  as  depends  upon  them  :  they  are  to 
pe  taught  to  fire  at  marks  at  different  defiances,  and 
in  diffieien-t  fituations  ;  to  be  fully  inflrudfed  in  tire 
ufe  of  their  bayonet  ;  and  not  to  be  put  into  the 
ranks  till  they  are  compleat  in  the  material  exer- 
cife  of  a  foldier.  The  officers  will  likewife  take  par¬ 
ticular  care  that  the  recruits  be  regularly  fed,  and 
properly  provided  with  neceffiries,°  briefly  obferv- 
ing  former  orders  relating  to  the  ffoppages ;  and 
they  are  to  look  to  their  behaviour  and  manner  of 
living,  and  to  the  company  they  keep,  that  a  pro¬ 
per  remedy  may  be  applied  in  time  when  any  thing 
is  found  amifs. 

One  of  the  fubaltern  officers  to  be  conffantly  with 
the  teci  nits  when  they  exerciie,  to  fee  they  are  pro¬ 
pel  ly  inhruffed ;  and  he  is  to  make  his  report  to 
the  commanding  officer  in  town  every  day  after  it 
is  over. 

Whatever  the  fize  of  the  recruit  may  be,  he  is  to 
fire,  kneeling  and  handing,  to  the  front,  to  the  rear, 
and  obliquely,  and  from  one  rank  to  fix  deep  ;  but 
this  is  not  to  be  done  till  they  are  acquainted  with 
the  ordinary  parts  of  their  exercife,  and  either  by 
an  officer,  the  adjutant,  or  ferjeant- major. 

When  the  weather  is  mild,  the  companies  are  to 
be  often  under  arms  (either  all  together,  or  by  de¬ 
tachments,  as  the  commanding  officer  ffiall  order) 
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ft©  praftife  the  platoon  exercife  in  different  ffiapes; 
£to  be  taught  to  march,  with  a  quick  Hep,  for  par¬ 
ticular  occafions ;  and  to  atack  or  defend  themfeives 
with  their  bayonets  in  different  orders,  and  as  va¬ 
riety  of  circumffances  may  require. 

When  the  companies  come  under  arms  to  prac¬ 
tice  the  platoon  exercife,  they  are  always  to  have 
pieces  of  wood  inhead  of  flints,  that  their  practice 
may  come  the  nearer  to  their  bufinefs,  and  be  more 
familiar  to  them. — As  the  alternate  fire  by  platoons 
or  divifions,  or  by  companies,  is  the  molt  fi tuple, 
plain,  and  eafy,  and  ufed  by  the  bed  difciplined 
troops  in  Europe,  we  are  at  all  times  to  imitate 
them  in  that  refpecft,  making  every  platoon  receive 
the  word  of  command,  to  make  ready  and  fire  from 
the  officer  who  commands  it;  becaufe  in  battle  the 
fire  of  the  artillery  and  infantry  may  render  it  diffi¬ 
cult  to  ufe  any  general  iignals  by  beat  of  drum : 
but  however,  we  are  in  other  refpedfs  to  conform  to 
the  efiablifhed  difcipline,  and  to  praHife  all  thofe 
things  that  are  required  at  the  reviews,  to  which 
the  knowledge  of  other  matters  will  be  no  hin¬ 
drance. 

The  commanding  officer  obferves  with  concern, 
that  feveral  foldiers  have  lately  been  confined  for 
quitting  their  guard  without  leave  ;  and  from  his 
having  accidentally  made  fome  difcoveries  himfelf, 
he  concludes  it  is  a  crime  that  is  often  committed, 
to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  good  order  and  difci¬ 
pline  for  which  the  regiment  is  remarkable. — He 
therefore  orders  that  the  prifoner  Rouhlon  be  put 
in  irons  and  confined  in  the  dungeon  ;  and  the  fer- 
jeant  of  the  guard  is  defired  to  call  the  roll  more 
frequently,  and  not  at  fet  times,  as  is  commonly 
praHifed  ;  and  every  man  that  (hall  be  abfent  with¬ 
out  leave  ffiall  immediately  be  confined  in  the  black 
hole,  and  a  report  made  to  the  commanding  officer. 
•«* — It  is  the  bufinefs  of  every  officer  who  meets  a 
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foldier  of  the  guard  in  the  ffreets  to  inform  himfelf 
certainly  whether  or  not  he  has  leave  of  abfence. 

WINCHESTER. 

The  duke  of  Richmond’s  company  marches  to 
Tiverton  to-morrow  morning;  the  lieutenant-colo¬ 
nel  defires  the  foldiers  of  that  company  may  know, 
that  he  is  highly  pleafed  with  the  report  made  him 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  their  behaviour  at 
Tiverton,  and  he  has  particular  reafon  to  be  fatif- 
fied  with  their  appearance  and  performance  under 
arms*  and  the  reft  of  their  conducf  fmce  they  came 
to  Exeter  ;  all  which  he  fhall  take  pleafure  to  make 
known  to  the  duke  of  Richmond  their  captain,  and 
to  lord  Bury  ;  and  he  recommends  to  them  to  go 
on  (fill  in  the  right  way,  and  they  may  be  fare  of 
the  friend  (hip  and  protection  of  their  officers  :  and 
the  lieutenant-colonel  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank 
The  officers  and  foldiers  of  the  companies  here  for 
their  extreme  handfome  behaviour  under  arms,  the 
knowledge  and  diligence  of  the  officers,  and  the 
obedience  and  attention  of  the  foldiers  was  very 
confpicuous;  and  Sir  John  Mordaunt,  who  reviewed 
the  regiment,  exprelfed  his  fatisfaCtion  in  the  ftrong- 
elt  terms,  and  will  make  a  proper  report  to  his  Ma- 
jefly  and  the  Duke  of  what  he  faw. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  hopes  that  every  part  of 
the  conduCf  of  the  foldiers  wilf  correfpond  with  their 
appearance  under  arms,  and  that  they  will  behave 
themfelves  in  fuch  a  manner  during  their  fay  here, 
that  thofe  who  would  be  glad  to  complain  again R 
them  may  be  difappointed,  and  the  quiet  honed 
fubjeft  freed  from  the  danger  of  inful t  or  abufe  ; 
for  there  is  nothing  that  the  king  is  fo  particularly 
difpleafed  with,  as  the  irregularity  of  foldiers  in  their 
•quarters.— The  colonel  will  indulge  the  deferving 
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induifrious  men  to  their  utmoff  defire,  and  they 
/hall  be  always  fare  of  his  aid  and  protection  ;  but 
on  the  other  hand  he  will  not  buffer  any  bad  ac¬ 
tions  to  go  unpunifhed,  nor  allow  a  few  vicious  and 
diforderly  men  to  fix  their  crimes  and  didionour 
upon  the  whole  corps. 

It  muft  neceffarily  happen  that  difputes  will  fotnc- 
times  arife  between  the  foldiers  that  are  quartered  in 
town  and  the  inhabitants  of  a  place,  and  between  fol¬ 
diers  of  the  fame  and  of  different  regiments ;  it  is  there¬ 
fore  the  immediate  duty  of  the  fubaltern  officers  of  the 
companies  to  which  fuch  foldiers  belong,  who  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  thefe  difputes,  to  go  to  the  place  and  people 
where,  and  with  whom  fuch  quarrels  have  happened, 
to  enquire  direftly  into  the  caufes,  and  report  it  to 
their  captain  and  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  re¬ 
giment;  and  when  the  matter  appears  to  be  of  im¬ 
portance,  or  may  be  likely  to  be  attended  with  ill  con- 
fequences,  the  officers  are  then  defired  to  take  down 
in  writing  all  thecircumffancesof  thedifpute,  together 
with  the  evidences  of  perfons  prefent  not  engaged  with 
the  difputing  parties  ;  the  court-martials  may  have 
light  by  means  of  thefe  informations  taken  upon  the 
fpot,  and  the  witneffes  may  be  procured  to  clear 
the  matter  up;  and  in  cafes  where  foldiers  are  ac- 
cufed  of  robbery  or  theft,  or  other  ill  actions,  the 
officers  of  the  company  are  to  do  their  utmoll  en¬ 
deavours  to  be  well  informed  in  all  pai titulars,  with 
the  names  of  the  parties  injured,  and  the  nature  of 
the  offence,  that  they  may  make  clear  and  proper 
reports  to  their  commanding  officer,  that  juflioe  may 
be  done  upon  the  offender,  as  well  as  to  thofe  who 
have  been  injured.  The  officers,  and  particularly 
the  young  ones,  are  defired  to  read  the  orders  with 
care,  that  they  may  not  forget  any  point  of  duty 
contained  in  them. 

His  Majeffy  has  been  pleafed  to  order  that  too 
men  fhould  be  draughted  from  lord  Bury’s  regin  e  it 
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to  augment  colonel  Dunbar’s,  which  Is  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  American  fervice;  and  it  is  lord  Bury’s 
orders  that  the  companies  of  his  regiment  ffiould  be 
levelled  forthwith. 

By  the  major’s  report,  and  by  the  accounts  of 
the  captains  and  officers  who  were  prefent  at  the 
draught  that  was  made  from  the  five  companies  at 
Briffol,  it  appears  that  the  foldiers  did  behave  them- 
felves  upon  that  occafion  with  all  the  fteadinefs,  chear- 
fuinefs,  and  obedience  that  may  be  expefled  from 
brave  men  and  good  fubjedts ;  not  a  man  declined 
the  fervice,  and  all  marched  off  with  a  refolution 
never  to  diffionour  the  corps  they  ferved  in,  and  to 
do  their  utmoft  for  his  Majefty’s  fervice  and  the 
good  of  their  country ;  fuch  troops  as  thefe,  men 
that  may  be  depended  upon  in  all  changes  and  cir- 
cumftances,  deferve  to  be  confidered  as  real  foldiers, 
and  to  be  valued  and  effeemed  accordingly. 

Several  indecencies  have  been  committed  by  the 
foldiers,  and  the  rudeft  and  1110ft  provoking  affronts 
have  been  offered  to  women,  even  in  the  publick 
ftreets;  the  men  are  to  be  told  that  the  pradlice  of 
affronting  and  infulting  the  fex  is  unmanly  and  bru¬ 
tal  to  the  higheft  degree,  and  leaves  an  impreffion 
very  hurtful  to  the  reputation  of  the  regiment.  The 
officers  are  to  have  exaft  accounts  of  the  private  ha¬ 
bitation  of  every  foldier  who  does  not  lie  at  his  bil¬ 
let,  that  they  may  give  directions  to  the  non-com - 
miffioned  officers  to  look  to  them  as  often  as  they 
think  it  neceffary. 

A  detachment  of  three  fubaltern  officers,  three 
ferjeants,  three  corporals,  one  drummer,  and  9 6 
men  to  march  to-morrow  morning  towards  Plymouth ; 
they  are  to  have  12  rounds  ol  ammunition,  their 
duty  is  to  prevent  any  mutiny  on  boird  or  defertion 
from  the  guard  ffiips,  which  they  are  to  execute  with 
diligence  and  fpirit. 
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As  the  ufe  of  foldiers  on  board  a  fleet  In  an  en¬ 
gagement  depends  almoft  entirely  upon  a  well  di¬ 
rected  fire,  and  as  the  objects  to  aim  at,  vary  every 
indant,  the  foldiers  are  to  practife  to  direCt  their 
mufkets  either  to  the  right  or  left,  and  to  take  fome 
particular  mark  in  view  before  they  fire,  fometimes 
upon  a  level,  fometimes  above,  and  fometimes  be¬ 
low;  they  are  to  fire  Handing  in  two  ranks,  with  the 
lowed:  men  in  front. 

Upon  a  Hidden  order  to  get  under  arms  to  march, 
or  otherwife,  all  the  officers  of  a  company  are  to  be 
w  ith  their  men  as  quick  as  poffible  ;  and  when  they 
are  afiembled  with  their  arms,  ammunition  and  ne- 
ceflaries,  the  officers  are  to  march  them  to  the  ge¬ 
neral  alarm  pod  of  the  regiment;  this  order  is  al¬ 
ways  to  be  obferved.  When  the  companies  of  a 
regiment  are  cantoned  or  quartered  at  any  didance 
from  each  other  (and  it  may  not  be  improper  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  fay,  that  if  it  fhould  happen  in 
the  courfe  of  a  war,  if  there  ftiould  be  a  war)  that 
one  or  more  companies  be  cut  oft  or  divided  by  an 
enemy  from  the  bulk  or  body  of  the  regiment,  fuch 
company  or  companies  are  to  charge  that  enemy 
without  lofs  of  time,  and  try  to  force  their  way 
through  to  the  colours.  As  beating  to  arms  in  the 
night  or  upon  an  alarm  is  apt  to  create  confufion 
and  diforder,  it  ftiould  be  praftifed  as  feldom  as  pof- 
fible ;  but  when  there  is  a  necelfity  for  calling  the 
troops  fuddenly  under  arms,  either  to  refill  an  ene¬ 
my  or  to  march  and  furprize  them,  or  for  any  pur- 
pofe  of  war,  the  officers  and  non-commidioned  of¬ 
ficers  of  companies  ftiould  call  their  own  men  out 
of  their  refpe&ive  quarters,  and  affemble  them  fi- 
lently  and  quietly  at  their  place  of  parade,  to  march 
from  thence  in  good  order  to  the  general  alarm  pod 
of  the  regiment. 

The  lieutenant  colonel  hopes  that  the  captains  will 
give  directions  for  a  neceffary  number  of  gun  fertws,

pickers,  and  worms,  to  be  conffiantly  provided  in 
tiieir  refpeclive  companies,  and  properly  diflribu ted. 
And  he  recommends  to  all  the  officers  of  the  regi- 
ment  to  confider  of  what  importance  it  is  to  have 
the  arms  and  ammunition  of  the  regiment  at  all 
times  in  the  moft  exatffi  order. 

If  any  foldier  of  the  regiment  is  feen  to  make  life 
or  his  bayonet  to  turn  the  cock  fcrew  of  his  fire¬ 
lock,  or  otherwife  abufing  that  weapon,  fuch  foj- 
oier  will  be  infhmtly  imprifoned.  It  is  nece/Tary 
that  every  foldier  in  the  regiment  fhould  be  taught 
to  put  a  flint  into  his  piece,  fo  as  to  procure  the  moil 
certain  fire,  and  not  to  cut  the  barrel  ;  and  it  is  like- 
vn'e  of  great  importance  that  every  foldier  fhould  be 
taught  to  make  up  his  own  ammunition.  Thefe  are 
tilings  that  are  not  to  be  neglected  without  detri¬ 
ment  to  the  fervice,  and  therefore  the  lieutenant- 
colonel  recommends  them  to  the  captains  and  offi¬ 
cers  as  objefls  worthy  their  attention. 
i  fiheie  are  particulars  in  relation  to  fire  arms 
tiiat  the  foldiers  Inouid  know  ;  one  rs,  the  quantity 
cf  powder  that  throws  a  ball  out  of  a  mu  fleet  in  the 
truefl  direction  to  the  mark,  and  to  the  grcatefi  dif- 
trin  t ;  a  matter  that  experience  and  praflicewill  bell 
o.icocer;  folders  are  apt  to  imagine  that  a  great 
quantity  cf  powder  has  the  befl  effied,  which  is  a 
capital  error.  T  he  fize  of  the  cartiidge  with  ball  is 
aanther  material  confideration,  becaufe  when  the 
nut  fleet  grows  foul  with  repeated  firing,  a  ball  too 
near  the  caliber  of  the  mu  fleet  will  not  go  down  with¬ 
out  great  force,  and  the  danger  of  firing  the  piece 
w  hen  the  ball  is  not  rammed  well  home  is  well 
known  :  the  foldiers  fhould  be  informed  that  no 
other  force  in  ramming  down  a  charge  is  neceffiiry 
than  to  colled  the  powder  and  place  the  ball  dole 
upon  it.  If  the  ball  is  rammed  too  hard  upon  the 
po  wder,  a  great  part  of  it  will  not  take  fire,  and  con- 
fequently  the  ffiot  will  be  of  fo  much  the  lefs  force. 
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As  the  war  feems  to  be  inevitable,  the  officers  are  de¬ 
fir  ed  to  turn  their  thoughts  to  what  may  be  moll  ufe- 
ful  and  ferviceable  to  his  majefty’s  affairs  and  the 
good  of  the  country,  as  far  as  we  can  contribute  to 
it ;  and  if  any  officer  has  any  thing  at  any  time  to 
propofe  that  he  thinks  can  be  of  ufe,  the  lieutenant- 
colonel  will  be  particularly  obliged  to  fuch  officer 
for  the  difcovery,  and  will  give  him  all  the  thanks 
that  are  due.  The  lieutenant  colonel  begs  that  the 
young  officers  will  not  look  lightly  over  the  orders 
and  directions  that  are  given,  but  that  they  will  con- 
fider  them  as  they  are  really  intended,  meant  for 
their  inf  rudtions,  and  his  majeily’s  fervice. 

If  the  foldiers  of  a  company  difeover  a  maligner 
at  any  time,  or  one  of  thofe  rafeals  that  ffiun  duty 
and  danger,  from  cowardice  or  effeminacy,  they 
are  to  inform  the  non-commiffioned  officers  of  the 
company,  who  is  to  acquaint  the  captain  of  it,  that 
fuch  female  characters  may  be  properly  difin- 
guiffied. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  has  been  told  that  fomc 
have  pretended  illnefs  to  avoid  field-days  and  ordi¬ 
nary  exercife  ;  how  unfit  fuch  men  as  thefe  are  for 
war  may  be  eafily  imagined,  and  how  well  they 
merit  contempt  and  punifhment:  foldiers  are  to 
under ftand  that  confant  and  regular  exercife  is  ns 
neceffary  for  their  health  as  it  is  for  their  inf  ruc¬ 
tion  ;  and  that  an  army  of  men,  nndifciplined,  un¬ 
taught,  and  unufed  to  any  fatigue,  is  an  eafy  prey 
to  people  trained  in  arms,  and  brought  up  in  all 
the  exercifes  of  war.  If  ever  the  lieutenant- colonel 
hears,  or  is  informed,  that  a  foldier  expreffies  him- 
felf  to  be  diflatisfied  with  exercife,  or  work,  or 
marching,  or  any  other  duty  that  falls  to  his  ffiare, 
or  that  he  drops  words  tending  to  difeourage  the 
young  men,  or  finds  fault  with  whatfoever  is  or¬ 
dered  or  appointed,  he  will  particularly  take  notice 
of  fuch  foldier,  and  will  treat  him  as  fo  pernicious 
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i.tii.1  villainous  a  conduct  defervesj  and  if  any  1 1  j * n rr 
°‘  that  kind  is  ever  discovered  in  a  non -com midi oned 
officei ,  he  muff  expert  no  mercy  or  forgivenefs.  It 
is  the  diftinguifhed  character  of  a  good  foldier  to 
go  through  every  part  of  his  duty  with  chearfulnefs, 
rcfolution,  and  obedience. 

^  I  he  commanders,  in  their  refpeffive  quarters, 
wih  lee  that  the  foldiers  are  regular  in  their  attend¬ 
ance  on  divine  fervice ;  and  it  is  hoped  they  do  all 
in  their  power  to  abolifh  drunkennefs  and  fwearing 
( \  ices  peculiar  to  the  Britifh  troops)  from  amongil 
them  ;  at  lead,  that  they  will  reprefent  the  infamy 
and  brutality  of  fuch  vices,  and  punifh  the  offend¬ 
er.  Several  foldiers  have  taken  upon  them  to 
marry  without  the  confent  or  approbation  of  their 
captains  :  the  lieutenant-colonel  will  have  a  lid  feot 
ol  thefe  mens  names  with  the  fird  orderly  man. 

lie  has  been  informed  that  fome  mean  rafcals 
have  agreed  with  the  magidrates,  or  civil  officers, 
in  their  quarters  to  marry  proditutes  and  common 
whores  for  pecuniary  condderations,  to  the  great 
di {honour  and  difcredit  of  the  troops. — If  ever  any 
thing  of  this  fort  comes  to  his  knowledge,  he  will 
never  forgive  tne  offender,  nor  confider  him  in  any 
onei  1 1  ^  i  i  t  than  as  the  lad  and  mod  contemptible  of 
feoundrels,  and  will  order  him  to  be  treated  as  fuch 
upon  all  occadons. 

W  hen  the  companies  are  reviewed  in  fa:r  weather, 
the  men  are  to  do  the  platoon  exercife  with  their 
knapfacks  on,  to  accudom  them  to  ufe  their  arms 
under  this  clifad vantage ;  becaufe  it  often  happens 
t’  at  they  are  obliged  to  fight  in  that  manner  ;  and 
therefore  great  care  fhould  be  taken  to  place  them  in 
fuch  a  manner  upon  the  foldiers  backs  as  to  be  the 
lead  inconvenient. 

22.  Oft. — The  battalion  is  to  march  forthwith 
to  the  coad  of  Kent,  to  affid  in  the  defence  of  the 
country.  Thirty-fix.  rounds  of  ammunition  to  be 
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delivered  to  every  man  that  marches,  and  as  many 
rounds  to  be  carried  by  the  companies  they  belong 
to  for  the  corporals  and  men  as  are  gone  on  the  re¬ 
cruiting  fervice,  but  will  probably  join  the  diviiion 
on  the  march.  Arms  and  accoutrements  are  to  be 
carried  for  feventy  rank  and  file.  All  the  flints  are 
to  be  delivered  to  the  men. 

Every  foldier  of  the  regiment  to  be  provided  with 
a  hopper  of  wood  or  cork  for  the  muzzle  of  his 
mufket,  and  fomething  to  hop  the  touch-hole,  to 
keep  out  the  wet  in  rainy  weather. 

It  is  his  majehy’s  pleafure  that  bat  and  baggage 
horfesbe  forthwith  provided  for  the  twentieth  re¬ 
giment  of  foot  :  and  the  captains  and  officers  are 
to  provide  themfelves  as  expeditioufly  as  poffible, 
either  before  they  march,  or  upon  the  march,  in 
confequence  of  the  king’s  commands. 

If,  in  this  fituation  of  things,  a  foldier  ffiould 
be  wanting  in  his  duty,  maligner,  or  quit  hisdivifion, 
or  milbehaving  upon  the  march,  or  in  his  quarters, 
he  (hall  be  puniffied  with  double  feverity ;  and  the 
officers  who  lead  the  divifions  are  commanded  to 
preferve  the  flriftefl  order,  difeipline,  and  obe¬ 
dience.  When  the  men  are  crouded  in  their  quar¬ 
ters  they  muff  content  themfelves  with  ffraw,  with¬ 
out  murmur  or  complaint. 

If  the  enemy  lands  (as  they  feem  to  intend)  the 
lieu  tenant- colonel  does  not  doubt  but  that  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  foldiers  will  aft  againff  them  with  the  re- 
folution  and  courage  of  men  who  mean  to  cliff in- 
guifh  themfelves  in  the  defence  of  their  king  and 
country,  and  with  the  fpirit  of  a  free  people. 

GRAVESEND. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  has  been  told,  that  fome  of 

the  men,  rather  than  difagree  with  general  Stewart's 
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people,  or  complain,  were  contented  with  flraw  and 
Inch  covering  as  the  houfes  in  Dartford  could  af¬ 
ford.  The  lieutenant-colonel  is  extremely  well 
Pleafed  with  this  fort  of  behaviour,  and  thinks  it 
manly  and  foldier-like  ;  but  at  the  fame  time  he  de- 
iires  the  foldiers  may  be  allured,  that  they  ffiall  al¬ 
ways  be  protected  in  their  juft  rights  when  they 
make  their  demands  through  the  officers,  and  with 
modefty  and  decency. 


CANTERBURY. 

The  lieutenant-colonel,  is  perfuaded  that  the  of¬ 
fice!  s  will  in  all  iefpects  maintain  and  keep  up  the 
discipline  of  the  regiment  in  its  full  force,  and  he 
hopes  the  foldiers  will  behave  themfelves  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  not  to  oolige  their  officers  to  ufe  feverity 
and  correction. 

A  corps  of  well  trained  foldiers,  ought  at  all  times 
to  value  themfelves  upoa  an  exaCt  and  regular  per- 
foi mance  of  eveiy  part  of  their  duty,  but  particu¬ 
larly  at  this  time,  when  they  may  be  moll  ufeful  and 
ferviceable. 

If  the  battalion  changes  their  quarters,  they  will 
carry  every  thing  with  them  ;  but  if  the  French  at¬ 
tempt  to  invade  the  country,  and  we  march  in  or- 
dei  to  oppom  them,  ine  foldiers  are  not  to  be  bur- 
thened  with  too  many  neceffaries  in  their  knapfacks. 
Three  ffiirts,  two  pair  of  good  ffioes,  three  pair  of 
flrong  worfled  {lockings,  and  one  pair  of  foals,  is 
all  that  will  be  wanted  ;  the  reft  muff  bedeft  behind, 
and  directions  will  be  given  for  the  fecurity  of  all 
the  fupei  iluous  baggage  of  the  regiment. 

All  the  cen tries  are  to  wear  watch- coats  from  re- 
tieat-beaong  till  day-light,  and  they  may  wear  them 
in  the  cay-time  when  it  fnows  or  rains,  or  when 
tne  weather  is  very  cold  j  ccntries  in  ffiarp  weather 
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iliould  keep  moving  near  their  pods,  efpecially  when 
they  have  no  box  nor  cover  to  (belter  them  from  the 
inclemency  of  the  air. 

The  next  time  the  regiment  is  under  arms  it  is  to 
be  formed  in  the  following  order  of  battle  by  com¬ 
panies.  Captain  Beckwith’s  company  upon  the 
right  of  the  battalion,  with  the  colonel’s  company 
upon  its  left,  makes  the  right  grand  divifion  under 
captain  Beckwith’s  command  ;  captain  Wilkinfon’s 
company  upon  the  left  of  the  battalion,  with  the 
lieutenant-colonel’s  upon  its  right,  makes  the  left 
grand  divifion  of  the  regiment  under  captain  Wil¬ 
kinfon’s  command  ;  captain  Maxwell’s  company 
upon  the  left  of  the  colonel's,  with  the  major’s  upon 
its  left,  makes  the  fecond  grand  divifion  of  the  right 
wing  of  the  battalion  under  captain  Maxwell’s  com¬ 
mand  ;  the  duke  of  Richmond’s  company  upon  the 
right  of  the  lieutenant-colonel’s,  with  captain  Mc 
Do  wall’s  upon  its  right,  makes  the  fecond  grand 
divifion  of  the  left  wing  of  the  battalion  under  the 
duke  of  Richmond’s  command,  or  in  his  abfence 
under  captain  M‘Dowall’s  command. —  1  hefe^ght 
companies  are  each  to  be  told  oft  into  two  platoons 
for  the  prefent ;  but  they  upon  other  occafions  may 
only  be  confidered  as  one  platoon,  if  their  numbers 
or  other  circumflances  require  it. 

The  company  of  grenadiers  is  to  be  drawn  up 
together  upon  the  right  of  the  battalion,  and  cap¬ 
tain  Grey’s  company  as  a  piquet  upon  the  left,  each 
at  a  little  diftance  from  the  battalion,  and  told  off 
into  two  platoons. 

The  officers  are  to  be  with  their  own  companies, 
Where  there  are  two  captains  in  a  grand  divilion, 
one  of  them  is  to  be  in  the  rear,  and  one  lieutenant 
is  to  be  placed  in  the  rear  of  each  of  the  other  grand 
divifions. 

One  old  foldier  of  every  company  (except  the  gre¬ 
nadiers)  is  to  be  chofcn  for  the  guard  of  the  colours, 
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or  a  younger  man  of  unexceptionable  charadfer,  for 
whole  behaviour  the  captain  will  be  anfwerable ; 
thefe  men  are  to  be  fuch  as  have  never  been  punifh- 
cd  for  any  crime,  or  even  under  fentence. 

This  little  platoon,  with  two  ferjeants,  two  cor¬ 
porals,  fupported  by  the  hatchet-men,  are  to  guard 
and  defend  the  colours,  and  a  proper  officer  will  be 
appointed  to  command  them. 

Ir  the  battalion  fhould  be  ordered  to  attack  the 
enemy  in  this  or  any  ether  order  of  battle,  a  captain 
or  officer  commanding  a  company  or  platoon  (hall 
be  at  liberty  to  except  againft  any  particular  man, 
recruit,  or  young  foldier,  who  appears  timid,  and 
turn  fuch  foldier  out  of  the  ranks,  that  his  fears  may 
have  no  influence  upon  the  red. 

The  regiment  is  not  to  be  formed  in  this  manner 
but  when  it  is  particularly  ordered. 


Inftrudlions  for  the  20th  Regiment  (in  cafe 
the  French  land)  given  by  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Wolfe  at  Canterbury. 

Dec.  15,  1755. — Whoever  fhall  throw  away  his 
arms  in  an  action,  whether  officer,  non-commiffioned 
officer,  or  foldier  (unlefs  it  appears  that  they  are 
damaged  fo  as  to  be  ufelefs)  either  under  pretence 
of  taking  up  others  that  are  of  a  better  fort,  or  for 
any  other  caufe  whatfoever,  mu  ft  expedt  to  be  tried 
by  a  general  court-martial  for  the  crime. 

II  a  ferjeant  leaves  the  platoon  he  is  appointed 
to,  or  does  not  take  upon  him  the  immediate  com¬ 
mand  of  it  in  cafe  the  officer  falls,  fuch  ferjeant  will 
be  tried  for  his  life  as  foon  as  a  court-martial  can  be 
conveniently  aflembled. — Neither  officer,  non-com¬ 
miffioned  officer,  or  foldier,  is  to  leave  his  platoon 
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or  abandon  the  colours  for  a  flight  wound  ;  while 
a  man  is  able  to  do  his  duty,  and  can  Hand  and  hold 
his  arms,  it  is  infamous  to  retire. 

The  battalion  is  not  to  halloo  or  cry  out  upon 
any  account  whatfoever,  although  the  reft  of  the 
troops  fhould  do  it,  until  they  are  ordered  to  charge 
with  their  bayonets ;  in  that  cafe,  and  when  they 
are  upon  a  point  of  rufhing  upon  the  enemy,  the 
battalion  may  give  a  war-like  fhout  and  run  in. 

Before  a  battle  begins,  and  while  a  battalion  is 
marching  towards  the  enemy,  the  officer  command¬ 
ing  a  platoon  is  to  be  at  the  head  of  his  men,  look¬ 
ing  frequently  back  upon  them  to  fee  that  they  are 
in  order,  the  ferjeant  in  the  mean  while  taking  his 
place  in  the  interval,  and  the  officers  are  not  to  go 
to  the  flanks  of  the  platoons  till  tkey  have  orders, 
or  a  fignal  fo  to  do  from  the  officer  commanding  the 
battalion,  and  this  will  only  be  given  a  little  before 
the  affion  begins. 

If  the  battalion  fhould  be  crowded  at  anytime,  or 
confined  in  their  ground,  the  captain  or  officer  com¬ 
manding  a  grand  divifion  may  order  his  center  pla¬ 
toon  to  fall  back  till  the  battalion  can  extend  itfelf 
again,  fo  as  to  take  up  its  ufual  ground. 

All  the  officers  upon  the  left  of  the  colours  are 
to  be  upon  the  left  of  their  platoons;  the  captain  of 
the  piquet  is  to  be  on  the  left  of  his  piquet,  and 
the  enfign  in  the  center. 

Every  grand  divifion  confiding  of  two  companies, 
as  they  now  are,  is  to  be  told  off  in  three  platoons, 
to  be  commanded  by  a  captain,  a  lieutenant,  and  an 
,  enfign,  with  a  ferjeant  to  each;  the  red  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  and  non-com miflioned  officers  are  to  be  didri- 
buted  in  the  rear  to  compleat  the  files,  to  keep  the 
men  in  their  duty,  and  to  fupply  the  places  of  the 
officers  or  the  ferjeants  that  may  be  killed  or  dan- 
geroudy  wounded. 
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Every  mufketeer  is  to  have  a  couple  of  fpare  ball?, 
an  excellent  flint  in  his  piece,  another  or  two  in  h:s 
pouch,  and  as  much  ammunition  as  he  can  carry. 

A  foldier  that  takes  his  mufket  off  his  fhoulder, 
and  pretends  to  begin  the  battle  without  order,  will 
foe  put  to  death  that  inflant :  the  cowardice  or  ir¬ 
regular  proceedings  of  one  man  is  not  to  put  the  whole 
in  danger. 

A  foldier  that  quits  his  rank,  or  offers  to  fly,  is 
to  be  inflantly  put  to  death  by  the  officer  that  com¬ 
mands  that  platoon,  or  by  the  officer  or  ferjeant  in 
the  rear  of  that  platoon  ;  a  foldier  does  not  deferve 
to  live  who  won’t  fight  for  his  king  and  country. 

If  a  non-commiflioned  officer  or  private  man  is 
miffing  after  an  aflion,  and  joins  his  company  af¬ 
terwards  unhurt,  he  will  be  reputed  a  coward  and 
a  fugitive,  and  will  be  tried  for  his  life. 

The  drummers  are  to  flay  with  their  refpeclive 
companies  to  aiTift  the  wounded  men. 

Every  officer,  and  every  non-commiflioned  officer, 
is  to  keep  flridlly  to  his  poft  and  platoon,  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  an  action,  and  to  preferve 
all  poflible  order  and  obedience  ;  the  confulion  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  lofs  of  men,  and  the  noife  of  artil¬ 
lery  and  mufketry,  will  require  every  officer’s  flricdeff 
attention  to  his  duty. 

When  the  files  of  a  platoon  are  difordered  by  the 
lofs  of  men,  they  are  to  be  completed  afrefh  with  the 
utmofl:  expedition,  in  which  the  officers  and  non- 
commiflioned  officers  in  the  rear  are  to  be  aiding 
and  aflifiing. 

Officers  are  never  to  go  from  one  part  of  the 
battalion  to  another,  without  order,  upoivany  pre¬ 
tence  whatfoever. 

The  eight  companies  of  the  battalion  are  never 
to  purfue  the  enemy,  without  particular  orders  fo 
to  do;  the  piquet  and  grenadiers  will  be  detached 

for 
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for  that  purpofe,  and  the  battalion  is  to  march  on  in 
good  order  to  fupport  them. 

If  the  firing  is  ordered  to  begin  by  platoons,  ei¬ 
ther  from  the  wings  or  from  the  center,  it  is  to 
proceed  in  a  regular  manner,  till  the  enemy  is  de¬ 
feated,  or  till  the  fignal  is  given  for  attacking  them 
with  the  bayonets. 

If  we  attack  a  body  lefs  in  extent  than  the  bat¬ 
talion,  the  platoons  upon  the  wings  muff  be  care¬ 
ful  to  direct  their  fire  obliquely  fo  as  to  ftrike  upon 
the  enemy.  The  officers  to  inform  the  foldiers  of 
his  platoon,  before  the  affion  begins,  where  they 
are  to  direct  their  fire  ;  and  they  are  to  take  good 
aim  to  defiroy  their  adverfaries. 

There  is  no  neceffity  for  firing  very  faff  ;  a  cool 
well  levelled  fire,  with  the  pieces  carefully  loaded, 
is  much  more  defiru&ive  and  formidable  than  the 
quickeft  fire  in  confufion. 

The  foldiers  arc  to  take  their  orders  intirely  from 
the  officer  of  the  platoon,  and  he  is  to  give  them 
with  all  poffible  coolnefs  and  refolution. 

If  a  battalion  in  the  front  line  fhould  give  way, 
and  retire  in  difordcr  towards  the  fecond  line,  and 
towards  that  part  of  it  where  we  are  polled  (accord¬ 
ing  to  the  prefen t  order  of  battle)  every  other  pla¬ 
toon,  or  every  other  company,  is  to  march  forward 
a  little,  leaving  intervals  open  for  the  difordcred 
troops  to  pafs  through,  and  after  they  arc  gone  by, 
the  battalion  forms  into  one  front,  and  moves  for¬ 
ward  to  take  poll:  in  the  firft  line  from  whence  the 
broken  battalion  retired. 

If  a  battalion  upon  either  flank  gives  way,  and  is 
defeated,  the  piequet  or  grenadier  company,  where- 
ever  it  happens  to  be,  is  to  fall  back  immediately, 
without  any  confufion,  and  protect  that  flank  of  tlie 
regiment 

The  mi  (behaviour  of  any  other  corps  will  not  af¬ 
fect  this,  battalion,  becaufe  the  officers  are  detcr- 
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mined  to  give  the  flrongefl  proofs  of  their  fidelity, 
zeal,  and  courage,  in  which  the  foldiers  will  fecond 
them  with  their  ufual  fpirit. 

If  the  order  of  battle  be  fuch  (and  the  country 
admit  of  it)  that  it  is  necefTary  to  make  breaches  in 
the  enemy’s  line  for  the  cavalry  to  fall  in  upon  them, 
the  grand  divifiohs  of  the  regiment  are  each  to  form 
a  firing  column  of  three  platoons  in  depth,  which 
are  to  march  forward  and  pierce  the  enemy’s  bat¬ 
talion  in  four  places,  that  the  cavalry  behind  us 
may  get  in  amongfl  them  and  de/lroy  them.  In 
fuch  an  attack,  only  the  firft  of  the  three  platoons 
fliouid  fire,  immediately  prefent  their  bayonets,  and 
charge. — Thefe  four  bodies  are  to  be  careful  not  to 
run  into  one  another  in  their  attack,  but  to  preferve 
the  intervals  at  a  proper  diftance. 

All  attacks  in  the  night  are  to  be  made  with  the 
bayonets,  unlefs  when  troops  are  polled  with  no 
other  defign  than  to  alarm,  harrafs,  or  fatigue  the 
enemy,  by  firing  into  their  out-polls,  or  into  their 
camp. 

If  in  trench-men  ts  or  redoubts  are  to  be  defended 
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obflinatdy,  the  fire  is  to  begin  in  a  regular  man¬ 
ner,  w  hen  the  enemy  is  within  (hot,  at  about  200 
yards,  and  to  continue  till  they  approach  very  near  ; 
and  when  the  troops  perceive  that  they  endeavour 
to  get  over  the  parapet,  they  are  to  fix  their  bayo¬ 
nets  and  make  a  bloody  refinance. 

All  fmall  parties  that  are  intended  to  fire  upon 
the  enemy’s  columns  or  marches,  upon  their  ad¬ 
vanced  guard,  or  their  rear,  are  to  pofl  themfelves 
fo  as  to  be  able  to  annoy  the  enemy  without  dan¬ 
ger,  and  to  cover  themfelves  with  flight  breaft- 
works  of  fod,  behind  the  hedges,  or  with  trees,  or 
walls,  or  ditches,  or  any  other  protection,  that  if 
the  enemy  returns  the  fire  it  may  do  no  mifehief : 
thefe  parties  are  to  keep  their  poffs  till  the  enemy 
prepares  to  attack  them  with  a  fuperiority;  upon 
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'which  they  are  to  retire  to  fome  other  place  of  the 
fame  kind,  and  fire  in  the  fame  manner,  confhuitly 
retiring  when  they  are  pufhed. 

But  when  a  confiderable  detachment  of  foot  is 
polled  to  annoy  the  enemy  upon  their  march,  with 
orders  to  retire  when  attacked  by  a  lupeiior  force, 
the  country  behind  is  to  be  carefully  examined,  and 
fome  parties  to  be  font  off'  early  to  poll  thcmfclves 
in  the  moft  advantageous  manner  to  cover  the  re- 
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treat  of  the  reft ;  this  is  always  to  be  done  in  all 
fituations  when  a  confiderable  body  is  commanded 
to  retire. 

If  an  intrenchment  is  to  be  attacked,  the  troops 
fhould  move  as  quick  as  poflible  towards  the  piace, 
not  in  a  line,  but  in  fmall  firing  columns  three  or 
four  platoons  in  depth,  with  fmall  parties  between 
each  column,  who  are  to  fite  at  the  top  of  the  pa¬ 
rapet  when  the  columns  approach  to  divert  the  ene¬ 
my’s  fire,  and  facilitate  their  pafling  the  ditch,  and 
getting  over  the  parapet,  which  they  muff  endea¬ 
vour  to  do  without  lofs  of  time. 

It  is  of  little  purpofe  to  fire  at  men  who  are 
covered  with  an  intrenchment  ;  but  by  attacking  in 
the  manner  above-mentioned  one  may  fucceed. 

If  the  feat  of  war  fhould  be  in  this  flrong  inclofed 
country,  it  will  be  managed  chiefly  by  fire,  and 
every  inch  of  ground  that  is  proper  for  defence  dif- 
puted  with  the  enemy  ;  in  which  cafe  the  foldiers 
will  foon  perceive  the  advantage  of  levelling  their 
pieces  properly;  and  they  will  likewife  difeover  the 
life  of  feveral  evolutions  that  they  may  now  be  at  a 
Jofs  to  comprehend. — The  greater  facility  thoy  have 
in  moving  from  place  to  place,  and  from  one  in- 
clofure  to  another  (either  together  or  in  fe  pa  rate  bo¬ 
dies)  without  confuflon  or  diforder,  the  eafier  they 
will  fall  upon  the  enemy  with  advantage,  or  retire 
when  it  is  proper  fo  to  do,  fometimes  to  draw  the 
enemy  into  a  dangerous  pofition,  at  other  times  to 
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+'^e  pofleffion  of  new  places  of  defence  that  will  be 
con  flan  tly  prepared  behind  them. 

If  the  battalion  attacks  another  of  nearly  equal  ex¬ 
tent,  whofe  flanks  are  not  covered,  the  grenadiers 
and  picquet  may  be  ordered  to  detach  themfelves, 
and  fin  round  the  enemy  by  attacking  their  flank  and 
.rear,  while  the  eight  companies  charge  them  in 
front.  The  grenadiers  and  picquet  fhould  therefore 
be  accuApmed  to  thefe  fort  of  movements,  that  they 
may  execute  their  orders  with  a  great  deal  of  ex¬ 
pedition. 

If  the  battalion  is  to  attack  another  battalion  of 
equal  force,  and  of  like  number  of  ranks,  and  the 
country  quite  open,  it  is  highly  probable,  that, 
after  firing  a  few  rounds,  they  will  be  commanded 
to  charge  them  with  their  bayonets,  for  which  the 
officers  and  men  fhould  be  prepared. 

If  the  center  of  the  battalion  is  attacked  by  a  co¬ 
lumn,  the  wings  muff  be  extremely  careful  to  fire 
obliquely.  That  part  of  the  battalion  againfl  which 
the  column  marches,  muff  referve  their  fire,  and  if 
they  have  time  to  put  two  or  three  bullets  in  their 
pieces,  it  muff  be  done.  When  the  column  is  with¬ 
in  about  twenty  yards  they  muff  fire  with  a  good 
aim,  which  will  necefiaiily  flop  them  a  little. 
This  body  may  then  open  from  the  center,  and  re¬ 
tire  by  files  towards  the  wings  of  the  regiment, 
while  the  neighbouring  platoons  wheel  to  the  right 
and  left,  and  either  fire,  if  they  are  loaded,  or  ciofe 
up  and  charge  with  their  bayonets. 

If  a  body  of  foot  is  poffed  behind  a  hedge, 
ditch,  or  wall,  and  being  attacked  by  a  fuperior 
force  is  ordered  to  retire,  the  body  fhould  move  oft 
by  files,  in  one  or  more  lines,  as  perpendicular  as 
poffible,  to  the  pofl  they  leave,  that  when  the  ene¬ 
my  extend  themfelves  to  fire  through  the  hedges, 
the  objedt  to  Are  at  may  be  as  fmall  as  poiTible,  and 
the  inarch  of  the  retiring  body  as  quick  aspofiible. 
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The  death  of  an  officer  commanding  a  company 
or  platoon  fhall  he  no  excufe  for  the  confufion  or 
mifbehaviour  of  that  platoon ;  for  while  there  is  an 
officer  or  non-commiffironed  officer  left  alive  to  com¬ 
mand,  no  man  is  to  abandon  his  colours  and  betray 
his  country. 

The  lofs  of  the  field  officers  will  be  fupplied  (if 
it  ffiould  fo  happen)  by  the  captains,  who  will  exe¬ 
cute  the  plan  of  the  regiment  with  honour. 

If  the  battalion  ffiould  have  the  misfortune  to  be 
invefled  in  their  quarters  (or  in  a  poll  which  they 
are  not  commanded  to  defend)  by  a  great  fuperio- 
rity,  they -have  but  one  remedy,  which  is,  to  pierce 
the  enemy’s  line  or  lines  in  the  night  and  get  offi. 
In  this  cafe  the  battalion  attacks  with  their  ranks 
and  files  clofed,  with  their  bayonets  fixed,  and 
without  firing  a  ffiot.  They  will  be  formed  in  an 
order  of  attack  fa ; ted  to  the  place  they  are  in.  All 
poffiible  means  will  be  ufed,  no  doubt,  to  furprize 
them  ;  but  if  they  are  found  in  arms  they  are  to  be 
vigoroufly  attacked  \0ith  the  bayonets. — It  is  nced- 
lefs  to  think  of  firing  in  the  night,  bee  a  life  of  the 
confufion  it  creates,  and  the  uncertainty  of  hitting 
any  objeft  in  the  yiark. — A  column  that  receives  the 
enemy’s  fire,  and  fulls  imrnediatly  in  amongfl:  them, 
muff  neceffiirily  defeat  them,  and  create  a  very  great 
diforder  in  their  army. 

All  the  young  officers  of  the  regiment  are  to  be 
conflant  in  their  attendance  upon  the  parade,  and 
at  the  exercife  of  any  detachment  or  companies,  un- 
lefs  when  other  duties  interfere;  if  any  report  is 
made  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  negleft  or 
failure  of  attendance  of  any  young  officers  hereafter, 
whom  the  major  has  directed  to  attend,  fuch  of¬ 
ficers  mull:  expett  to  be  feverely  reprimanded,  and 
diffinguiffied  in  public  orders. 

The  regiment  may  take  the  field  early  in  the  fpring,, 
and  therefore  it  is.  abfolutcly  neceffiary  that  the  of- 
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<>lcis  iiiouiu  acquire  iome  knowledge  of  their  duty 
as  quick  as  polfible. 

When  the  guard  does  the  platoon  exercife,  the 
adjutant  is  to  appoint  a  young  officer  to  the  right, 
and  another  to  the  left  of  the  guard,  and  they  are 
to  give  the  words  of  command  loud  and  diftindf, 
with  proper  intervals  between  them  ;  platoon,  inflead 
of  take  care,  make  ready,  prefent,  fire. 

Lieutenant  — — -  is  publickly  reprimanded  for 

negledt  of  duty  upon  guard;  if  the  officers  give  ill 

examples  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  the  foldiers 
are  remifs. 

When,  any  officer  omits  to  vifit  his  guard  fre¬ 
quently,  to  lend  out  his  patroles  conflantly,  and  to 
receive  their  reports,  and  when  fuch  officers  go  to 
bed  at  eleven  at  night,  robberies  and  other  lawlefs 
fcandalous  actions  may  be  committed  with  impu¬ 
nity. 

The  young  officers  are  to  be  informed  that  vigi¬ 
lance  and  an  exadl  attention  to  their  duty  upon 
guard  is  expecled  from  them  in  the  flri&eft  man¬ 
ner,  and  that  nothing  like  what  has  already  hap¬ 
pened  will  be  overlooked  for  the  future. 

The  lieutenant-colonel  is  extremely  well  pleafed 
to  find  that  the  foldiers  of  colonel  Honywood’s  re¬ 
giment  were  not  concerned  in  the  robberies  that 
have  been  of  late  committed,  and  he  is  willing  to 
hope  that  the  far  greater  part  of  them  have  a  juft 
abhorrence  of  fuch  monftrous  crimes. 

The  men  fhould  confiuer  that  they  are  upon  the 
point  of  entering  into  a  war  for  the  defence  of  their 
country  againff  an  enemy  who  has  long  meditated 
the  deffruclion  of  it:  that  a  drunken,  vicious,  ir¬ 
regular  army  is  but  a  poor  defence  to  a  jfiate;  but 
that  virtue,  courage,  and  obedience  in  the  troops 
are  a  fine  guard  againff  all  a  [faults  :  that  the  troops 
that  are  polled  in  this  country  are  defigned  to  repel 
the  enemy’s  faff  attempt;  and  that  they  fhould  be 
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in  readinefs  to  execute  their  part  with  honour  and 
fpirit,  and  not  give  themfelves  up  to  every  excefs, 
and  to  every  irregularity  in  times  like  thefe  :  both 
officers  and  foldiers  ffiould  exert  themfelves  in  every 
part  of  duty,  and  (hew  their  countrymen  that  they 
deferve  their  efleem  and  confideration ;  and  they 
Ihould  endeavour  in  a  particular  manner  to  recom¬ 
mend  themfelves  to  his  majefty,  and  to  the  captain- 
general,  by  their  zeal,  fidelity,  and  valour. 

Order  of  Exercife  for  the  Regiment  of  Dra¬ 
goons  and  the  two  Regiments  of  Foot 
quartered  at  Canterbury. 

The  enemy  is  fuppofed  to  have  four  battalions 
in  one  line,  whofe  flanks  cannot  be  turned:  this 
fuppofed  line  fhall  be  marked  out  by  flakes  of  five 
feet  feven  inches  above  the  ground,  to  regulate  the 
movement  of  the  troops,  and  to  guide  their  levelling 
well  ;  the  two  regiments  fhall  conform  to  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  army  in  their  firings,  and  in  their  telling 
off  the  battalion. 

At  a  proper  diflance  from  the  enemy  the  three 
regiments  fhall  form  in  order  of  battle  ;  the  infan¬ 
try  in  the  center  in  one  line,  one- third  of  the  ca¬ 
valry  on  each  wing,  and  the  remaining  third  as  a 
referve  behind  the  center  of  the  line.  The  cannon 
fhall  begin  firing  flow,  and  allowing  time  to  take 
good  aim  as  with  round  (hot,  the  enemy  being  at 
a  confiderable  diflance  ;  but  when  they  approach 
within  reach  of  grape  fhot,  their  firings  fhall  quicken. 

The  firing  of  the  infantry  fhall  begin  by  platoons 
followed  by  that  of  fub-divifions,  then  by  grand- 
divifions,  as  they  approach  nearer  and  nearer  the 
enemy,  fo  that  this  lafl  firing  may  ceafe  when  they 
come  within  a  few  paces  of  his  line,  who  being 
broke  in  his  center,  and  attempting  to  form  two 
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feparate  bodies  of  his  right  and  left  in  order  to  take 
our  infantry  in  flank  ;  the  king’s  regiment  fhall  wheel 
to  the  right  on  the  center  of  each  grand-diviflon, 
and  the  twentieth  regiment  in  like  manner  to  the 
left ;  during  the  wheel  the  grenadiers  on  the  flanks 
of  the  infantry  charge  with  their  bayonets  any  final! 
parties  of  the  enemy  that  may  be  nigh,  but  muft  be 
returned  to  their  pofts  when  the  wheel  is  ended, 
that  the  grand  divifions  now  fronting  the  enemy 
may  without  delay  begin  firing  by  platoons  as  a  fe¬ 
parate  body,  and  fhall  march  a  flow  oblique  ffep ; 
the  king’s  regiment  to  their  right,  and  the  twentieth 
regiment  to  their  left,  while  the  three  grand  divi¬ 
fions  and  grenadiers  in  rear  fliall  form  the  battalion 
alfo  by  an  oblique  Asp,  thofe  of  the  king’s  to  the 
left,  and  thofe  of  the  twentieth  to  the  right ;  but  as 
brifkly  as  good  order  can  admit  of,  and  firing  by 
platoons  as  foon  as  doubled  up,  that  each  body  of 
the  enemy  may  receive  the  firing  of  the  troops,  as 
they  form  a  four,  eight,  twelve,  and  flxteen  pla¬ 
toons  fucceflively  ;  and  our  battalions  then  formed 
fhall  be  back  to  back,  covering  each  other,  and  the 
enemy’s  firA  fituation  eroding  by  our  colours  :  the 
cavalry  on  the  wings  fhall  be  on  ground  to  the  flanks 
of  the  line,  while  the  infantry  wheel  and  move  from 
the  center,  and  till  the  enemy’s  confufion  fliall  give 
them  an  opportunity  to  charge ;  this  movement  of 
the  cavalry  to  be  obferved  as  much  as  the  ground 
will  admit. 

The  referve  without  lofs  of  time  fliall  march 
through  the  interval  made  by  the  wheeling  of  the 
battalion,  to  prevent  the  enemy’s  center  from  rally¬ 
ing,  or  to  take  his  wings  in  flank  or  rear,  fliould  his 
confufion  or  movement  offer  an  opportunity. 

The' officers  who  command  platoons  fhall  flop 
the  firing  when  the  cavalry  charge,  and  drefs  their 
ranks  and  files,  that  the  line  may  be  formed  by  go¬ 
ing  to  the  right  about  and  wheeling  by  battalion  ; 
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the  king’s  to  the  left  as  now  faced,  the  twentieth  re¬ 
giment  to  the  right,  while  the  cavalry  purfue. 

The  cavalry  lhall  be  drawn  up  in  two  ranks,  the 
referve  at  300  yards  diflan ce  from  the  infantry  till 
they  begin  to  wheel,  at  which  time  they  fhall  trot 
brifkly,  and  in  geod  order,  through  the  intervals  as 
above  directed.  The  cavalry  on  the  wings  fhall 
not  approach  nearer  the  enemy  than  200  yards  till 
they  begin  their  charge,  which  fhall  be  when  the 
battalions  are  foimed  in  their  fecond  pofition;  they 
fhall  then  charge  on  a  brifk  trot  and  in  good  order. 

The  lieutenant  colonel  defires  that  the  captains 
will  acquaint  their  men  that  H.  R.  11.  the  duke  has 
expreffed  his  approbation  of  their  appearance  and 
behaviour  under  arms  in  very  flrong  terms;  and  he 
has  been  pleafed  to  fay,  he  has  conceived  a  good 
opinion  of  the  corps,  and  does  not  doubt  but  they 
will  take  the  firft  opportunity  to  diflinguifh  thcm- 
felves. 

As  the  regiment  has  been  particularly  diflingui filed 
in  the  late  promotions,  and  a  number  of  officers  of 
great  merit  taken  out  of  the  corps,  it  is  hoped  it 
will  be  thc-eonflant  endeavours  of  their  fucceflors 
to  promote  the  difcipline  and  confequently  the  ho¬ 
nour  of  the  regiment.  The  captains  are  defired  to 
omit  nothing  that  will  tend  to  the  inltrultion  and 
improvement  of  the  young  fubaltern  officers  who 
are  lately  come  amongft  us,  each  in  his  own  com¬ 
pany,  and  to  that  end  they  may  have  a  platoon  or 
the  whole  company  under  arms  as  often  as  they 
pleafe,  giving  notice  to  the  commanding  officer  ot 
the  regiment. 

Several  captains  having  represented  to  the  com¬ 
manding  officer  of  the  regiment  the  remilliiefs,  neg¬ 
lect,  and  ignorance  of  fome  non-commiflioned  offi¬ 
cers,  particularly  thofe  of  the  laft  promotion,  which 
negledfs,  &c.  tend  to  weaken  and  deflroy  the  regi¬ 
ment;  that  thefe  non-commiflioned  officers,  fo  far 
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from  doing  their  duty  in  the  abfence  of  their  officers, 
by  maintaining  a  neceftary  degree  of  fubordination 
and  obedience,  do  fufFer  and  connive  at  many  ill 
actions  and  irregularities  and  that  when  the  com¬ 
panies  are  under  arms  they  are  incapable  of  giving 
any  affifiance  to  the  officers,  or  even  of  completing 
and  telling  off  the  companies  for  the  ordinary  part 
of  exercife;  that  they  overlook  and  permit  many  un¬ 
fold  ier-like  practices  upon  guard  and  other  duties: 
thofe  non  commiflioned  officers  are  therefore  to  be 
informed,  that  the  lieutenant-colonel  is  determined 
to  reduce  to  the  ranks  all  fuch  as  are  wilfully  neg¬ 
ligent,  or  too  ignorant  for  their  Nations  ;  and  It 
fhall  be  his  utmoft  endeavours  (in  which  he  defires 
the  captains  and  officers  to  affiff)  to  find  out  perfons 
fit  for  thefe  employments,  and  who  will  acquit 
themfelves  with  fipirit  and  diligence,  being  con¬ 
cerned  to  perceive  that  by  the  want  of  proper  at¬ 
tention  and  proper  behaviour  in  fome  of  theferjeants 
and  corporals,  there  is  a  vifible  decline  in  the  dlfici- 
pline  of  the  regiment.

HALIFAX. 

Halifax,  April  30,  1759. — The  grenadier  com¬ 
panies  of  AmherfVs  and  Anflruther’s  regiments,  with 
a  lieutenant  and  twenty-five  men  of  the  light  infan¬ 
try  of  each  of  the  four  battalions  in  town,  to  imbark 
to-morrow  morning  at  day-break,  at  the  Slip,  where 
boats  will  be  ready  to  carry  them  on  board  the 
tranfports.  They  are  to  carry  with  them  their  old 
tents  and  camp  equipage  :  200  rounds  of  powder 
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and  ball  per  man  will  be  delivered  to  them  on  the 
wharf. 

An  officer  of  artillery,  with  a  proportion  of  men 
for  two  fix* pounders,  with  the  guns  and  ammuni¬ 
tion,  to  embark  on  board  IVPRee’s  brig  this  evening. 

His  majefty  has  been  pleated  to  appoint  the  fol¬ 
lowing  generals  and  officers  to  ffirve  in  the  army  com¬ 
manded  by  major  general  Wolfe.

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Order  of  Incampment  of  the  Army  in  one  Line. 
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The  detachments  of  the  army  will  be  generally 
made  by  battalions,  companies  of  grenadiers,  pic- 
quets,  or  companies  of  light  infantry. 

The  picquet  of  every  regiment  fhall  be  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  ftrength  of  the  corps,  but  always  com¬ 
manded  by  a  captain. 

If  the  general  thinks  proper  to  order  intrench- 
ments  in  the  front  or  rear  of  the  army,  the  corps 
are  to  fortify  their  own  polls.

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Major  general  Wolfe  uid  fill  np  ad  tire  vacancies 
in  the  army  as  foon  as  he  receives  general  Amhcul  s 
commands. 

A  proportion  of  tools  will  be  delivered  to  every 
regiment. 

The  corps  are  to  receive  thirty-fix  rounds  of  am¬ 
munition,  feme  loofe  ball,  and  three  flints  per  man. 
Cafks  of  ammunition  will  be  put  on  board  {mall  vef- 
fcls  ready  to  be  diftribute3  when  wanted. 

As  the  navigation  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence  may, 
in  fome  places,  be  difficult,  the  troops  are  to  be  as 
ufeful  as  poflible  in  working  their  ftiips,  obedient 
to  the  admiral’s  commands,  and  attentive  to  all  the 
fignals. 
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Ko  boars  to  be  hoifted  out  at  Tea  but  upon  the 
moll  urgent  neceffity. 

After  the  troops  are  imbarked  the  commanding 
officers  will  give  all  neceiTary  directions  for  the  pre- 
fervation  ot  their  mens  health.  Guards  mult  mount 
every  day  in  every  {hip  to  keep  ftriCl  order,  and  to 
prevent  fire  :  when  the  weather  permits,  the  men  are 
to  eat  upon  deck,  and  be  as  much  in  the  open  air 
as  poflible  ;  cleanlinefs  in  the  births  and  bedding, 
and  as  much  exercife  as  the  fituation  permits,  are 
the  belt  prefervatives  of  health. 

When  the  troops  affemble  at  Louifbourg  or  the 
hay  of  Gafpie  the  commanders  of  regiments  are  to 
make  reports  to  their  refpedive  brigadiers  of  the 
Strength  and  condition  of  their  corps  ;  and  if  any 
arms,  ammunition,  tools,  or  camp  equipage,  &c. 
are  wanting,  it  is  likewife  to  be  reported,  that  or¬ 
ders  may  be  given  for  a  proper  fupply, 

A  report  is  to  be  made  at  the  fame  time,  by  every 
regiment  and  corps  in  the  army,  of  the  number  of 
men  their  boats  will  conveniently  hold. 

Gorham’s  and  Dank’s  rangers  will  be  fent  to  join 
Mr.  Durell’s  as  foon  as  any  ill i to  of  war  fails  for  the 
river.  Thefc  two  companies  are  to  be  embarked 
in  fchooners,  or  Hoops,  of  the  firfl  that  arrive,  re¬ 
moving  the  fold iers  into  larger  tranfports. 

If  any  fhip  by  accident  fhould  run  on  Hi  ore  in 
the  river,  fmall  vedels  and  boats  will  be  fent  to 
their  affiftance.  They  have  nothing  to  apprehend 
from  the  inhabitants  on  the  north  fide,  and  as  little 
from  the  Canadians  on  the  fouth.  Fifty  men  with 
arms  may  eaiily  defend  themfclves  until  fuccour  ar¬ 


rive?. 


If  a  fhip  fhould  happen  to  be  loll,  the  men  on 
fhore  are  to  make  three  diftinCl  fires  in  the  night, 
and  three  diftinft  ftnoaks  in  the  day,  to  mark  their 
fituation.

The  troops  are  to  embark  as  Toon  after  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  tranfports  as  they  conveniently  can,  and 
as  there  are  many  more  fhips  taken  than  there  will 
be  wanting  (if  they  all  arrive)  they  are  to  have  a 
good  allowance  of  tonnage.

As  the  regiments  arrive  they  are  to  haver  fr efli 
beef  delivered  to  them;  and  in  general,  whilft  the 
troops  remain  in  this  harbour  they  aie  to  be  fur- 
nifhed  with  as  much  frefh  provilions  as  can  be 
procured.  Bragg’s  regiment,  the  grenadiers,  and 
Rangers,  to  hold  themfelvcs  in  readineis  to  imbark  at 
a  day’s  notice. 

Befides  the  thirty  fix  rounds  of  ammunition,  with 
which  every  foldier  is  to  be  provided,  a  quantity  of 
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cartridges  in  calks  is  to  be  put  on  board  the  trans¬ 
ports. 

U  the  captains  of  major  Dalling’s  corps  of  light 
infantry  object  to  any  of  their  men,  as  unfit  for  that 
particular  kind  of  Service,  the  regiment  are  to  change 
them,  and  fend  unexceptionable  men  in  their  room. 

The  regiment  will  be  careful  to  try  the  ammu¬ 
nition  as  is  delivered  to  them,  that  they  maybe  Sure 
it  fits  their  arms. 

The  mailers  of  the  transports  are  not  to  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  ufe  the  flat-bottom  boats,  or  cutters,  for 
watering  their  fhips,  or  other  purpofes ;  they  are 
Solely  intended  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops. 

The  tools  that  are  to  be  delivered  out  of  the  ar- 
Senal  of  Louifbourg  for  the  ufe  of  this  army,  are  to 
be  distributed  to  the  troops  after  the  arrival  of  the 
laft  regiment. 

Eveiy  regiment  and  corps  of  light  infantry  are  to 
give  in  a  return  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  am¬ 
munition  and  flints  wanted  to  compleat  them  to 
thirty-fix  rounds  and  three  flints  per  man. 

The  commanders  of  regiments  are  to  make  a  re¬ 
port  to-morrow  morning  to  the  admiral  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  tranfports:  If  any  are  judged  unfit  t6 
proceed,  or  if  the  men  are  too  much  crowded,  pro¬ 
per  directions  will  be  given  thereupon. 

It  is  particularly  neceffary  for  the  Service  of  this 
campaign,  that  the  regiment  be  provided  with  a 
very  large  flock  of  fhoes  before  they  fall,  as  any  Sup¬ 
plies  hereafter  will  be  very  uncertain. 

The  three  Louifbourg  companies  of  grenadiers, 
and  the  grenadier  company  of  the  regiments  arrived, 
with  the  light  infantry,  companies  of  the  whole,  are 
to  parade  to-morrow  morning  at  nine  on  the  hill 
behind  the  grand  battery. 

When  the  troops  are  fitted  in  their  tranfports 
for  the  voyage,  every  regiment  and  corps  mufl  give 
in  a  return  of  their  flat-bottom  boats,  whale-boats, 

and 
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and  cutters,  all  which  are  provided  by  the  govern* 
ment  independent  of  the  tranfports  boats. 

The  regiments  and  corps  may  be  provided  with 
fiffiing  lines  and  hooks  by  applying  to  captain  Lellie, 
affidant  Deputy  Qu_arter-Mader  General. 

A  fubaltern  officer  and  ferjeant  fhall  be  left  with 
the  Tick  that  are  to  be  taken  out  of  the  hofpital  fhip 
and  brought  into  town. 

Amherlf’s  for  this  duty. 

To  prevent  the  fpreading  of  diflempers  in  the 
tranfports,  the  hofpital  (flips  will  receive  every  man 
that  may  fall  ill  in  the  voyage. 

When  the  troops  receive  frefli  meat  they  are  not 
at  the  fame  time  to  demand  fait  provifions. 

As  the  cutters  and  whale-boats  are  meant  for  the 
fervice  of  the  army,  they  are  not  to  be  given  to  any 
of  the  men  of  war,  without  an  order  in  writing  from 
the  admiral. 

Complaint  having  been  made  that  the  tranfports 
boats  are  often  detained  by  the  officers  who  come 
afhore,  fo  that  the  maffers  of  thofe  (hips  cannot 
pofhbly  get  them  properly  watered,  the  general  in¬ 
fills  upon  the  officers  paying  the  drifted  obedience 
to  the  orders  given  by  the  admiral  on  that  head. 

The  regiments  are  to  fend  in  a  return  of  all  their 
fpare  camp,  equipage  to  the  brigade  major  of  the  day 
to-morrow  at  orderly  time. 

The  troops  land  no  more;  and  the  flat-bottom 
boats  to  be  hoifled  in,  that  the  (hips  may  fail  at  the 
firfl  fignal. 

When  three  guns  are  fired  from  the  fainting  bat¬ 
tery  all  officers  are  to  repair  to  their  (hips. 

The  regiments  and  corps  are  to  fend  to-morrow, 
at  eight,  to  the  artillery  dore  for  tools,  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  proportion,  giving  proper  receipts.

The  regiments  that  want  camp  neceflaries  will  be 
furn ifhed  by  the  corps  that  have  it  to  fpare. 

The  regiments  to  clear  their  fea  pay  and  arrears  as 
far  as  they  have  money. 

The  admiral  propofes  failing  the  fir  ft  fair  wind. 

The  commanding  officers  of  tranfports  are  to' 
oblige  the  mailers  (as  far  as  they  are  able)  to  keep 
in  their  refpeftive  divifions,  and  carry  fall  when  the 
men  of  war  do,  that  no  time  may  be  loll  by  negli¬ 
gence  or  delays  ;  they  are  alfo  to  report  to  the  ad¬ 
miral  all  deficiencies  in  the  (hips,  left  the  mailers- 
fhould  neglefl  doing  it ;  and  direcl  that  the  flat-bot¬ 
tomed  boats  be  walked  every  day  to  prevent  their 
leaking. 

The  regiments  are  to  receive  provifions  for  no> 
more  than  three  women  fter  company  of  70,  and 
four  per  company  of  100  men.

Such  of  the  tranfports  as  have  lick  on  board  which 
the  commanding  officers  would  chufe  to  fend  in  the 
hofpital  (hips,  they  are  to  fignify  it  by  hoifling  a 
flag  at  the  rnizen  peak. 

N.  B.  The  hofpital  flips  are  diflinguifhed  by  a  red 
vane  at  the  foretop-mad-head ;  if  they  are  to  the 
windward  of  the  hofpital  fliip  they  are  to  bear  down, 
to  her  ;  if  (lie  is  to  the  windward  of  them  ihe  will 
bear  down. 

The  general  has  directed  (though  not  in  publick 
orders)  that  no  woman  be  permitted  to  land  with  the 
troops,  and  that  no  infult  of  any  kind  be  offered  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  ifland. 

Each  regiment  is  to  have  a  floop  or  fmall  veflel  to 
carry  clofe  in  fhore  their  fpare  ammunition,  bedding, 
and  what  light  articles  the  officers  may  want  imme¬ 
diately ;  their  heavy  baggage  may  be  left  in  the  tranf¬ 
port  Ihips.

Captain  Dean  will  range  the  tranfports  in  proper 
order  along  the  fliore  of  the  Ifle  of  Orleans  this  after¬ 
noon,  and  to-morrow  about  fix  the  fignal  will  be 
made  lor  landing. 

The  Hoops  and  fchooners  that  have  rangers  on 
board  are  to  draw  clofe  in  fliore ;  the  lix  companies 
of  rangers  and  captain  Cardin’s  light  infantry  are  to 
be  landed  Arid,  to  reconnoitre  the  country. 

The  flat-bottomed  boats  only  will  be  employed 
in  landing  the  men,  they  are  to  uffiemble  at  the  Leo- 
iloffi  at  four  in  the  morning,  and  from  thence  will 
be  fent  firfl  to  the  Rangers,  &c.  then  to  Amherfl’s 
regiment,  then  to  the  other  corps  according  to  their 
rank,  or  the  conveniency  of  their  fituation. 

The  men  are  to  take  their  knapfacks,  tools,  camp 
neceffaries,  and  one  blanket  of  their  fea  bedding,  be- 
fides  their  own  blankets,  36  rounds  of  ammunition, 
and  four  days  provilion.  The  Rangers  and  light  in¬ 
fantry  are  not  to  take  their  baggage  on  fhore  in  the 
morning  ;  two  days  provifions,  and  a  blanket  only. 

As  the  weather  in  the  months  of  July  and  Auguft 
is  generally  very  warm  in  Canada,  there  are  to  be 
no  more  than  five  men  to  a  tent;  or  if  the  command¬ 
ing  officer  likes  it  better,  and  has  camp  equipage 
enough,  he  may  order  only  four. 

Otway’s,  Webb’s,  and  the  highland  regiment,  who 
are  each  in  numbers  equal  to  two  battalions,  are  to 
encamp  their  company  in  double  rows  of  tents,  that 
they  may  have  more  room  and  more  air  in  their  en¬ 
campment,  and  confequently  be  healthy. 

The  two  pieces  of  artillery  in  the  Ruffiel  arc  to  be 
landed  after  the  troops  are  on  fliore,  or  fooner  if 
there  be  occafion.  The  officers  muff  be  contented 

with 
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with  a  very  little  baggage  for  a  day  or  two,  until  it 
can  be  conveniently  carried  to  camp. 

In  each  flat-bottomed  boat  there  will  be  an  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  men  of  war  and  1 2  men  :  and  no  more 
han  70  foldicrs  are  to  be  landed  at  a  time;  thofe 
will  help  to  row  the  boats. 

The  provifions  for  the  troops  are  for  the  future 
to  be  at  full  allowance. 

All  reports  to  be  made  to  the  brigadier  of  the  day. 

All  detachments  of  light  infantry  or  companies  of 
Rangers,  when  pofled  in  the  front,  rear,  or  flank  of 
the  army,  if  out  of  light,  are  to  acquaint  the  officer 
commanding  the  brigade  or  corps  ncareff  to  them 
of  their  fit  nation. 

The  detachment  which  was  under  colonel  Carle- 
ton’s  command  is  to  return  their  tools  and  fpare  am¬ 
munition  immediately  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  artillery. 

Whenever  the  regiments  fend  for  ffraw  or  any  thing 
elfe  they  may  want,  proper  officers  muff  go  with  the 
men  to  prevent  fuch  irregularities  as  the  general 
faw  yefferday,  and  will  be  obliged  to  punilh  very 
feverely. 

No  detachments,  either  with  or  without  arms,  are 
to  be  fent  to  any  diffance  from  the  camp  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  brigadier-general  of  the  day. 

Regiments  or  detachments,  when  cantooned, 
muff  always  have  an  alarm-poff  or  place  of  aflembly. 

It  is  ordered  once  for  all,  that  all  are  to  keep  clofe 
to  the  encampment,  and  are  not  to  pafs  without  the 
out-guard,  or  wander  through  the  country  in  the 
diforderly  manner  that  has  been  obferved  here. 

The  army  muff  hold  itfelf  in  conffant  readinefs  to 
get  under  arms,  either  to  march  or  to  fight,  at  the 
fliorteff  warning. 

When  the  ten  companies  of  grenadiers  of  the  line 
are  collected  as  one  corps  they  are  to  be  commanded 
by  colonel  Burton,  with  major  Morris  to  affiff  him.

The  grenadiers  of  Louifbourg  and  major  Dalling’s 
light  infantry  are  to  receive  their  orders  from  colo¬ 
nel  Carleton;  this  laft  corps,  two  companies  of  Ran¬ 
gers,  the  Qnarter-mader’s  and  camp  colour-men  of 
the  army,  and  a  hatchet-man,  with  a  felling  ax,  of 
each  regiment  are  to  affemble  at  major  Dalling’s  can¬ 
tonment  at  12  to-morrow,  in  readinefs  to  march  un¬ 
der  colonel  Carleton’s  command  ;  captain  Debbeig, 
Engineer,  is  to  go  with  this  detachment. 

Major  Scott  is  immediately  to  order  a  company  of 
Rangers  to  take  charge  of  the  cattle  for  the  ufe  of 
the  army. 

All  feamen  found  ftraggling  from  the  beach  up  the 
country  are  to  be  taken  up  and  fent  prifoners  to  the 
cantonment  guard  at  head  quarters. 

Four  days  provifions  will  be  landed  this  day  for 
the  troops  ;  the  Rangers  will  receive  for  fix. 

All  detachments  and  out-guards  that  are  placed 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  camp  are  to  fortify  themfelves 
in  the  bed:  manner  they  can,  either  by  intrenching, 
planting  palifadoes,  or  by  cutting  down  trees,  and 
making  a  breaff-wonk  of  the  trunks,  with  the 
branches  thrown  forwards  ;  in  this  fituation  a  fmall 
party  will  be  able  to  defend  itfelf  till  fuccour  arrives, 
or  at  lead  will  give  time  for  the  troops  to  get  un¬ 
der  arms. 

No  centries  are  ever  to  be  placed  within  point 
blank  muflcet  fhot  of  a  wood,  unlefs  behind  Rones 
or  trees  fo  as  not  to  be  feen. 

In  a  woody  country  detachments  mud  never  halt 
or  encamp  in  the  little  openings  in  the  woods,  nor 
ever  pafs  through  them  without  examining  the  lkirts 
with  all  imaginable  care  and  precaution.  Next  to  va¬ 
lour  the  bed:  qualities  ill  a  military  man  are  vigilance 
and  caution. 

If  the  provifions  can  be  landed  and  the  cai  ts 

brought  up,  the  army  will  march  tomorrow  by  the 
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left  by  files  in  one  column,  and  in  the  order  in 
which  they  fliould  have  encamped. 

The  general  beats  at  four,  the  aflembly  at  five, 
and  the  army  marches  at  fix. 

Colonel  Howe’s  corps  of  infantry  with  the  quarter  - 
mailers  and  camp  colour-men  is  to  precede  the  march 
of  the  army  two  hours,  and  poll  detachments  in  all 
the  fufpefled  places  of  the  road  to  prevent  the  co¬ 
lumn’s  being  fired  at  from  behind  the  trees  by  raf- 
cals  who  dare  not  fhew  themfelves. 

When  captain  Herring’s  company  of  rangers, 
which  is  appointed  to  guard  the  cattle  and  dole  the 
march  of  the  army,  have  palled  the  neareft  of  co¬ 
lonel  Howe’s  detachment,  that  detachment  and  the 
refl  as  they  go  along  fall  in  behind  the  rangers  and 
become  a  rear-guard,  the  carts  of  every  regiment 
are  to  follow  their  refpeflive  corps, 

There  mull  be  no  filing  of  mu  fleets,  but  in  a  fol- 
dicr-like  manner,  by  order  of  the  commander  of  the 
corps,  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 

Major  Scott  will  give  directions  to  the  body  of 
rangers  upon  this  head  ;  bccaufe  this  practice  is 
more  common  among  them  :  as  the  mu  fleets  are  fo 
foon  loaded  on  any  alarm,  the  regiments  are  to  avoid 
the  walleof  ammunition,  and  frequent  mifehief  that 
happens  by  their  being  loaded  in  the  bell-tents  ; 
cafes  for  the  hammers  of  the  mufleets  muff  be  pro¬ 
vided,  that  the  arms  may  not  go  off  and  do  harm. 

The  tirfl  foldier  that  is  taken  beyond  the  out- 
guards,  either  in  the  front,  flank,  or  rear  of  the 
army,  contrary  to  the  moft  pofitive  orders,  fliall  be 
tried  by  a  general  court-martial. 

Any  foldier  who  is  found  with  plunder  in  his 
tent,  or  returning  to  the  army  with  plunder  of  any 
kind,  not  taken  by  order,  Ihall  be  fent  to  the  pro¬ 
ved  in  irons,  in  order  to  be  tried  for  his  life.

Thofe  regiments  who  have  not  been  able  to  find 
the  (loops  or  lmall  veflels  allotted  to  them  for  their 
light  baggage,  are  to  take  the  final! eft  of  their  own 
tranfports  for  that  purpofe ;  orders  to  that  effect 
have  been  given  by  the  admiral. 

The  officer  who  commanded  the  detachment  of 
Kennedy’s  regiment  upon  the  water- fide,  and  left 
his  pod  without  orders,  in  circa  mdances  where  the 
prefence  of  fuch  a  detachment  might  have  been  par¬ 
ticularly  ufe ful,* and  by  falling  with  the  out-pofls, 
before  the  leaf!  previous  notice,  occafioned  a  falfe 
alarm  in  the  camp,  is  put  under  an  arreft,  and  will 
be  tried  by  a  court-martial  as  foon  as  it  can  be  con¬ 
veniently  affembled. 

Brigadier  Townffiend’s  brigade,  and  Anftruther’s 
regiment,  to  march  to-morrow  ;  colonel  Howe,  with 
the  light  infantry  of  the  whole  line,  as  now  en¬ 
camped,  is  to  precede  the  march  of  the  brigade  as 
diredled  yederday,  and  at  the  fame  hour. 

Colonel  Howe,  in  polling  the  neceffary  detach¬ 
ments  on  his  march,  will  place  the  light  infantry  of 
Otway’s  and  Lawrence’s  ncarefl  to  their  own  camp, 
drawing  off  their  feveral  detachments  as  they  pafs. 

Otway’s  and  Lawrence’s  regiments  are  to  hold 
themfelves  in  readinefs  to  embark  when  ordered. 

Bragg’s,  Lafcelles’s,  and  Lawrence’s  regiments 
are  to  receive  provifions  this  afternoon  to  the  4th 
cf  July. 

The  regiments  are  not  to  fend  for  draw  but  with 

a  proper  party  with  arms. 

A  party  of  thirty  men  and  a  fub-officer  from  the 
line  to  parade  in  the  front  of  colonel  Murray’s  gre¬ 
nadiers  to  efcort  the  men  the  regiment  fend  for  draw ; 
captain  Chaldwell  will  fend  a  guide  to  diew  them 
the  proper  place.

The  fuller  who  was  drummed  along  the  line  this 
day  for  keeping  a  dilorderly  tent,  and  infulting  an 
officer  in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  is  not  to  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  return,  but  if  found  in  camp  is  to  be  fent 
to  the  provoft,  and  there  kept  in  irons. 

Monthly  returns  to  the  24th  of  June  to  be  fent  in 
to  the  adjutant  general  as  foon  as  poffible. 


ORDERS  and  REGULATIONS. 

The  object  of  the  campaign  is  to  com  pleat  the 
conaned  of  Canada,  and  to  finifh  the  war  in  Arne- 
J'ica  ;  the  army  under  the  commander  in  chief  will 
enter  into  the  colony  on  the  fide  of  Montreal,  while 
the  fleet  and  army  attack  the  governor  general  and 
his  forces. 

Great  fufficiency  of  provifi'ons,  and  a  numerous- 
artillery  is  provided,  and  from  the  known  valour  of 
the  troops  the  nation  expeffs  fuccefs.  Thefe  bat¬ 
talions  have  acquired  reputation  the  laft  campaign, 
and  it  is  not  doubted  but  they  will  be  careful  to 
preferve  it  ;  from  this  confidence,  the  general  has 
allured  the  fecretary  of  (late  in  his  letters,  that 
whatever  may  be  the  event  of  this  campaign,  his* 
majeffy  and  the  country  will  have  reafon  to  be  fa- 
tisfied  with  the  army  under  his  command. 

The  general  means  to  carry  the  bufinefs  through 
with  as  little  lofs  as  poffible,  and  with  the  higheft 
regard  to  the  fafety  and  prefervatien  of  the  troops  : 
to  that  end  he  experts  that  the  men  work  chtar- 
fuily  and  diligently,  without  the  leaft  unfoldiei -iike 
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murmur  or  complaint,  and  that  his  few  but  neccf- 
lary  orders  ffiould  be  flrictly  obeyed. 

The  general  propofes  tortifying  his  camp  in  fucll 
a  manner  as  to  put  it  intirely  out  of  the  enemy’s 
power  to  attempt  any  thing  by  furprize,  and  that 
the  troops  may  reft  in  feenrity  after  their  fatigues. 

As  the  fafety  of  an  army  depends  in  a  great  mea* 
fure  upon  the  vigilance  of  the  out- polls,  any  officer 
or  non-commiffioned  officer  who  ffiall  fuffer  himfelf 
to  be  furprized,  muft  not  expeft  to  be  forgiven. 

When  any  alarm  is  given,  or  when  the  enemy  is 
perceived  to  be  in  motion,  and  that  it  be  neceffiary 
to  put  the  troops  under  arms,  it  is  to  be  done  with¬ 
out  noife  or  confufion. 

The  brigades  are  to  be  ranged  in  order  of  battle 
by  the  brigadier  generals  at  the  head  of  the  camp, 
in  readinefs  to  obey  the  orders  they  ffiall  receive. 

Falfe  alarms  are  hurtful  to  an  army,  and  dif- 
honourable  to  thofe  that  occafion  them  ;  the  out- 
polls  are  to  be  fure  the  enemy  is  in  motion,  before 
they  fend  their  intelligence.  Soldiers  are  not  to  go 
beyond  the  out-guards,  the  advanced  centinels  will 
fire  upon  thofe  who  attempt  to  pafs  beyond  the  pro¬ 
per  bounds. 

It  may  be  proper  to  apprize  the  corps,  that  the 
general  may  perhaps  think  it  neceffiary  to  order  fome 
of  the  light  troops  to  retire  before  the  enemy  at 
times,  fo  as  to  draw  them  nearer  the  army,  with  a 
view  either  to  engage  them  to  fight  at  a  difadvan- 
tage,  or  to  cut  offi  their  retreat. 

The  light  infantry  of  this  army  are  to  have  their 
bayonets,  as  the  want  of  ammunition  may  at  fomc 
times  be  fupplied  by  that  weapon,  and  becaufe  no 
man  ffiouid  leave  his  poll,  under  pretence  that  all 
his  cartridges  were  fired. 

In  molt  attacks  of  the  night  it  mull  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  bayonets  are  preferable  to  fire. 
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That  the  fervice  of  the  campaign  may  be  full  ns 
equal  as  poflible  upon  the  whole,  the  coi  ps  (hail  do 
duty  for  their  feveral  ftrengths  ;  no  changes  (hall  be 
made  in  the  firft  regulations,  unlefs  any  particular 

lofs  ffiould  make  it  neceffiaiy. 

All  cattle  or  provifions  taken  by  any  detachment 
of  the  army  is  to  be  delivered  into  the  public  maga¬ 
zines  of  the  army,  for  the  ufc  and  benefit  ot  the 
whole.  M‘Weir  the  commifTary  will  give  receipts 

for  it. 

No  churches,  houfes,  or  buildings  of  any,  kind 
are  to  be  burnt  or  deftroyed  without  oiders.. 

The  peafants  that  remain  in  their  habitations, 
their  women  and  children,  are  to  be  tieated  with 
humanity;  if  any  violence  is  offered  to  a  woman, 
the  offender  (hall  be  puniffied  with  death. 

If  per  Tons  are  detected  in  robbing  the  tents  of  the 
officers  or  fullers,  they  will  be  (if  condemned)  cei- 
tainly  executed. 

The  commanders  of  regiments  are  an. w  ci  able  that 
no  rum  or  fpirits  of  any  kind  be  fold  in  or  near  the 
camp,  when  the  foldiers  are  fatigued  with  work  or 
wet  upon  duty. 

The  general  will  order  fuch  refreffiments  as  lie 
knows  will  be  of  fervice  to  them,  but  is  detei  mined, 
to  allow  no  drunkennefs  or  licentioufnefs  in  the  ai  m} . 

If  any  fuller  has  the  preemption  to  bring  rum  on 
fhore,  in  contempt  of  the  general’s  regulations,  fuch 
fuller  (hall  be  fent  to  the  provoft's  in  irons,  and  his 
goods  confiscated. 

The  general  will  make  it  his  bufinefs,  as  far  as 
he  is  able,  to  reward  fuch  as  fhall  particularly  di- 
IVinguiffi  themfelves  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  he  will 
punifn  any  mifbehaviour  in  an  exemplary  manner. 

The  brigadier  generals  are  defiled  to  inform 
themfelves,1  if  the  orders  and  regulations  arc  pro¬ 
perly  made  Known  to  their  refpettive  brigades. 
r  J  r  :  Three 
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Three  captains,  three  fnbal  terns,  and  350  men 
are  to  parade  to-morrow  morning  at  four,  in  the  rear 
of  Bragg’s  for  the  engineers  ;  they  are  to  be  relieved 
as  iifual. 

Serjeant  Prentice  of  Kennedy’s  regiment  is  ap¬ 
pointed  provoft-  marfhal,  and  is  to  "be  obeyed  as 
luch. 

Whenever  any  body  of  troops  marches  from  this 
camp  no  women  are  to  go  with  them,  or  follow, 

.  till  further  orders  ;  they  will  be  fubfilled  here. 

No  woman  to  be  pet ty-fu tier  in  the  camp  with¬ 
out  proper  authority,  ou  pain  of  being  ftruck  off 
the  provifion  rolls. 

One  ferjeant  and  twelve  men  to  parade  this  even¬ 
ing  at  feven,  in  the  rear  of  Lafcelles’s,  for  a  provofb 
guard  ;  Bragg’s  for  this  duty,  and  to  be  relieved  to¬ 
morrow  at  eight  by  Otway’s.

Julv  9. — A  fubaltern  and  twenty  men  of  the  pic- 
quet  of  each  regiment  are  to  lie  in  the  front  of  the 
camp,  and  the  whole  to  be  ready  to  turn  out  if  it 

fhouid  be  found  neceffary. 

A  third  of  each  regiment  and  corps  (except  the 
Louilbourg  grenadiers)  are  to  parade  for  work  at 
day-break,  and  to  be  relieved  as  ufual. 

A  ferjeant  and  twelve  men  of  the  grenadiers  of 
the  hrff  brigade  to  mount  the  general’s  guard  im¬ 
mediately,  and  to  be  relieved  to-morrow  morning  at 
eight  by  the  fame  number  of  that  corps. 

The  Louilbourg  grenadiers  to  work  as  ufual. 
When  the  regiment  and  corps  receive  provifions, 
the  quarter-mailers  are  not  to  give  the  whole  to  the 
men  at  a  time,  but  only  as  it  becomes  due. 

When  any  man  is  killed  or  wounded,  the  ofhcci 
commanding  the  corps  is  to  report  it  to  the  adju¬ 
tant  general. 

Whenever  a  detachment  has  finlfhed  the  work 
they  are  fent  upon,  fuch  as  landing  and  carrying  of 
cannon,  Pores,  &c.  the  officer  commanding  is  10 
report  it  to  the  head-quarters,  that  his  men  may  be 
properly  employed  the  remainder  of  their  time,  or 
that  the  relieving  detachment  maybe  directed  where 
to  work. 


In 
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In  order  to  preferve  the  health  of  the  troops,  each 
regiment  and  corps  are  to  make  new  neceflary- 
houies,  at  leaft  every  third  day,  and  throw  forne 
eaitn  in  them -daily.  They  are  to  be  made  by  the 
iont  line  as  far  advanced  as  they  convenienly  can, 
and  thofe  of  the  fecond  line  as  far  in  the  rear  of  the 
whole  encampment. 

The  quarter- guards  of  the  front  line  are  to  ad¬ 
vance  at  lead  100  yards,  and  if  neceflary  are  to  throw 
up  fome  little  work  to  defend  them.  Bragg’s  gre¬ 
nadiers  to  mount  as  a  guard  in  the  new  redoubt  to 
mght,  and  to  remain  there  till  break  of  day. 

As  the  enemy  has  been  obferved  to  work  on  a 
battery  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water,  to  cannonade  the 
camp,  it  is  neceftary  to  extend  to  the  right  to  avoid 
their  fire ;  the  light  infantry  is  therefore  to  take 
poft  in  the  wood,  Bragg’s  and  Monckton’s  are  to 
decamp,  and  go  to  the  ground  afligned  them  by 
the  quarter-mailer  general ;  Otway’s  are  to  occupy 
the  houfes  where  the  light  infantry  now  are;  a 
company  of  grenadiers  to  encamp  in  the  redoubt  * 
the  artillery  to  be  brought  clofc  under  the  hill ;  two 
polls  to  be  fortified,  one  before  Monckton’s  and  one 
before  Bragg’s.  A  battery  of  fix  pieces  of  cannon  to 
be  marked  out  immediately  to  oppofe  the  enemy’s 
hie;  and,  as  foon  as  it  can  conveniently  be  done 
another  battery  of  four  guns  fhall  be  eretfed  upon 
the  lummit  of  the  hill  overlooking  the  Fall,  and  com¬ 
manding  the  ground  on  the  other  fide. 

.  In  cf*es  when  tJle  fecurity  of  the  camp  mu  ft  be 
immediately  attended  to,  the  troops  muft  expert  to 
meet  with  extraordinary  fatigues  ;  and  as  they  go 
t  iiough  them  with  alacrity  and  fpirit,  the  general 
will  not  be  (paring  of  iuch  refrefhment  as  he  thinks 
Will  conduce  to  keep  them  in  health. 

When  any  con  try  of  an  out-pofl:  challenges,  and  is 
anfwered,  “  friend,”  he  is  to  fay,  with  a  clear  voice, 
advance  with  the  counterfign when  the  perfon 

advances 
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advances  he  is  to  receive  him  in  a  proper  poffure  of 
defence.  Surprize  may  be  prevented  without  rifle- 
ing  the  lives  of  our  own  fol diet's. 

The  troops  having  loft  provifions  when  they 
landed  here,  and  having  gone  through  fome  fatigue, 
the  general  has  ordered  them  one  day  s  frefh  pro¬ 
vifions  extraordinary ;  great  care  is  recommended 
for  the  future;  as  fuch  indulgencics  will  not  be  granted 
but  on  very  uncommon  exigencies. 

The  regiments  and  corps  may  fend  for  one  wo¬ 
man  per  company  from  the  Point  of  Orleans. 

The  piquet  of  Bragg’s,  on  the  left,  to  be  relieved 
at  fix  by  a  piquet  of  Monckton’s,  that  of  Otway  s, 
on  the  right,  by  a  piquet  of  Lafcclles’s. 

The  piquet  on  the  left  to  be  very  attentive  to  the 
oppofite  fhore,  and  the  grenadier  company  in  the 
redoubt  is  to  detach  a  fubaltern  and  twenty  men  to 
be  pofted  among  the  ftones  to  the  right  of  this  pic- 
quet. 

Centinels  at  the  out-pofts  to  take  notice  of  gene¬ 
ral  officers. 

It  is  recommended  in  the  ftrongeft  manner  to  the 
commanding  officers  of  corps  to  take  very  particular 
care  of  the  ammunition  :  when  any  part  of  it  is  ren¬ 
dered  unfit  for  immediate  fervice,  it  is  to  be  delivered 
in  to  the  artillery. 

The  fir  ft  brigade  of  the  grenadiers  to  be  at  the 
water-fide  this  night  at  nine,  with  all  their  bag¬ 
gage;  when  they  arrive  at  the  oppofite  fide,  captain 
Leilie  will  provide  them  with  carts  for  their  baggage. 

The  provifion  guard  to  be  immediately  augment¬ 
ed  to  thirty  men  with  an  officer;  the. officer  com¬ 
manding  is  to  fortify  his  poft  with  expedition,  in 
the  belt  manner  he  can. 

Four  days  provifions  to  be  delivered  to  the  troops ; 
the  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  are  not  to  receive 
any  of  the  fmall  fpecies ;  pork  aud  bread  will  be  de¬ 
livered  as  an  equivalent.

The  party  at  the  landing-place  to  be  relieved  this 
night  by  a  fubaltern  and  thirty  men  of  Anftruther’s. 

The  provifions  muft  be  removed  from  their  pre- 
fcnt  inconvenient  didance,  to  a  fpot  under  the  little 
redoubt,  which  the  aflidant  quarter*  mader  general 
will  pitch  upon. 

The  fix  companies  of  grenadiers  of  the  line  m u ft 
be  at  the  water- fide  this  night  at  nine,  with  all  their 
baggage  :  captain  Leflie  will  attend  on  the  oppofite 
fhore  and  provide  them  with  carts. 

The  detachments  ordered  to  cut  fafcines  are  to 
have  efcorts  of  the  light  infantry;  notice  mull:  be 
fent  to  colonel  Howe  in  time,  that  a  body  of  men 
are  to  be  employed  in  that  fervice  at  a  particular 
hour,  and  the  working  party  is  not  to  go  into  the 
wood  till  the  light  infantry  is  polled.

drawn  too  far  into  the  woods,  and  fall  into  an  am- 
bufcade. 

Any  regiment  or  corps  that  has  left  fpare  ammu¬ 
nition  on  board  their  fhips,  are  to  report  it  to  the 
brigade  major  of  the  day,  naming  the  fhips,  and 
fpecifying  the  quantities. 

The  provifion  guard  of  Monckton’s  at  the  water- 
fide  is  to  be  drawn  off,  except  a  ferjeant  and  eight 
men,  who  are  to  go  immediatly  to  the  place  where 
the  provilions  now  are  ;  this  guard  to  be  relieved 
this  evening  by  a  ferjeant  and  eight  men  of  Bragg’s.

each  guard  are  to  march  to  the  pod  affigned  them, 
leaving  the  remainder  of  his  guard  in  its  prefent  pod, 
who  will  be  reinforced  if  necedary. 

One  captain,  two  fubalterns,  and  fifty  men  of  ma¬

One  captain,  two  fubalterns,  and  feventy  of  the 
light  infantry  to  be  ready  to  march  diiecily;  they 
Will  receive  their  orders  from  colonel  Howe, 

ORDERS,  Six. 

Lafcelles’s  regiment  to  encamp  this  evening  on  the 
ground  of  Anfiruther’s,  and  half  of  Otway's  on 
Lafcelles’s  ground  :  they  are  to  fhift  their  tents  at 
dufk.  For  the  future  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  fafcine-making  parties  are,  when  relieved,  to 
fend  a  report  to  major  M‘Keller  of  the  number  of 
their  party,  and  the  number  of  fafcines  and  picquets 
they  have  made,  and  to  pile  them  near  the  great 
redoubt. 

Lafcelles’s  to  take  the  pod:  lately  occupied  by  An- 
Fruther’s. 

The  regiments  to  take  care  that  the  butchers  and 
others  who  kill  meat  always  bury  the  offals. 

Anffnither’s  is  always  to  furnifh  any  working 
party,  upon  application  made,  with  fuch  a  number 
of  men  as  may  be  neceffary  to  cover  them. 
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Picquet  for  the  left,  Otway’s ;  for  the  right, 
Bragg’s  ;  for  the  redoubt,  Monckton’s  ;  general  and 
provision  guard,  Otway’s. 

The  troops  to  receive  provisions  to-morrow  to- 
28th  inclufive;  Otway’s  at  five,  Lafcelles’s  atfeven, 
Bragg’s  at  half  pad  eight,  Monckton’s  ten,  Andru- 
ther’s  and  Rangers  half  pad  eleven,  and  artillery 
at  one. 

As  fredi  draw  cannot  conveniently  be  got  for  the 
troops,  it  is  recommended  to  the  commanding  of¬ 
ficers  to  direct  the  cutting  of  Spruce  boughs  for  that 
purpofe. 

The  provision  guard  is  to  be  augmented  to  Six¬ 
teen  at  night,  and  remain  So  till  morning,  at  which 
time  the  number  added  may  return  to  camp;  the  Ser¬ 
jeant  of  this  guard  is  to  pod  four  centinels  upon  the 
beach,  and  all  pretty  near  each  other. 

The  general  dridlly  forbids  the  inhuman  practice 
of  Scalping,  except  when  the  enemy  are  Indians. 

The  troops  to  be  ready  to  turn  out  at  five  tins 
evening,  and  take  their  pods  as  (ha  1  be  direfT  :. 
When  recoverd  men  join  their  regiments,  they  vt: 
to  be  kept  off  duty  a  week  or  ten  days,  as  the  lur- 
geon  flan.il  think  bed. 

The  troops  to  receive  provisions  to-morrow  to  the 
idoS  Augud  inclufive. 

The  regiments  to  be  under  arms  at  five  tins 
afternoon  at  the  head  of  their  encamp!  .cuts,  an  !  t  > 
wait  there  till  Sent  for  to  their  refpeffive  .  1  mm  pods. 
The  red  of  the  light  infantry  returns  this  night  from 
the  Ifie  of  Orleans  to  the  camp  at  Montmoreuci  ; 
Colonel  Howe  will  take  his  former  pod  ;  Andru- 
ther’s,  Otway’s,  and  Lafcelles’s  will  encamp  up.  11 
their  proper  ground. 

Great  care  to  be  taken  by  the  regim-nts  within 
their  refpeOive  encampments,  and  in  their  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  that  all  offal  and  filth  of  every  kind,  v  hic  h 
might  taint  the  air,  be  buried  deep  under  ground  ; 
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and  the  Sene™I  recommends,  in  the  Itrongeft  man¬ 
ner,  (o  the  commanders  of  corps  to  have  their  camps, 
hept  fwee i,  and  clean  :  fb*i£t  inquiry  to  be  made  in 
tliis  camp,  at  the  Point  of  Orleans,  and  the  Point 
of  Levi,  concerning  the  Conduct  of  the  futlers,  and 
folio \vei  a  oi  the  army  ;  any  who  are  known  to  felf 
i.quois  that  intoxicate  the  men,  are  to  be  forthwith 
difmifled,  and  fent  aboard  a  fhip. 

Ike  regiments  are  not  to  call  in  their  working 
patties  this  evening,  but  are  to  exert  themfelves  in 
fini fining  the  bufinefs  of  this  poll,  that  further  ope¬ 
rations  may  may  take  place. 

T  he  ma tines  to  work  as  ufual  till  they  receive  or¬ 
ders  to  the  contrary. 


AFTER  ORDERS. 

*  « 

I  wo  hundred  men  of  the  Royal  American  batta¬ 
lion,  \,  itn  tneir  blankets,  and  two  days  proviiion 
ready  cnciied,  to  be  in  readinefs  below  the  Cove  at 
mgnt  in  tne  morning,  to  embark  in  four  flat-bottom 
boats;  this  detachment  is  intended  to  reinforce  the 
company  of  grenadiers,  if  there  fliould  be  occafion  : 
tne  boa  1  s  are  to  row  up  with  the  flood,  but  out  of 
cannon  (hot,  till  they  areoppofite  the  upper  redoubt, 
when  they  muff  re  if  upon  their  arms,  and  wait  for 
further  orders. 

Aiihnnher’s  regiment,  the  light  infantry,  and 
rangers,  are  to  march  at  nine,  under  colonel  Howe’s 
command,  aoout  a  mile  into  the  woods,  towards  the 
v,  mac  the  Canadians  and  Indians  are  encamped  ; 
this  body  muff  fkirt  about  within  the  wood  from 
the  camp  of  the  light  infantry  to  the  road,  but  fo  as 
mil  to  be  feen  from  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river  by 
the  enemy.  As  major  Huffey’s  corps  will  have  been 
up  moft  part  of  the  night,  they  are  to  be  left  to 
guard  the  camp  of  the  light  infantry  :  colonel  Howe 

will 
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will  lengthen  his  line  of  march,  fo  as  to  appear  nu¬ 
merous  ;  the  remaining  battalion  will  get  under 
arms  when  the  water  begins  to  ebb,  in  readinfs  to 
crofs  the  ford,  if  there  fhould  be  abfolute  neceflity 
for  fo  doing  ;  in  the  mean  time  they  will  continue 
their  work  with  all  portable  diligence  and  alliduity. 
— If  fhips  can  be  brought  near  enough  to  operate, 
and  the  wind  is  fair,  an  attack  will  be  made  upon 
one  of  the  enemy’s  moil  detached *wcrks,  in  aid  of 
which  attack  the  artillery  from  hence  mull:  be  em¬ 
ployed.  Brigadier  general  Townfhend  will  be  pleaf- 
ed  to  give  fuch  directions  as  he  thinks  moft  for  fer- 
vice  upon  this  head. 

In  general  the  cannon  can’t  be  fired,  nor  even 
be  brought  up  to  fire,  till  it  is  vifible  that  the  attack 
will  be  made. 

If  the  day  is  over  hot,  and  no  wind,  this  opera¬ 
tion  can’t  take  place. 

If  the  battalions  fhould  march,  colonel  Howe 
muff  return  to  his  camp  in  the  moft  fecrct  manner. 
The  marines  muft  be  brought  into  the  two  redoubts 
where  Lafcelles’s  regiment  takes  poft ;  the  remaining 
part  of  the  Americans  into  the  great  redoubt,  Hef* 
fen’s  company  into  the  fortified  houfc  ;  Anfiruther’s 
and  the  light  infantry  will  be  ready  to  join  the 
army. 

When  captain  Cowart’s  detachment  is  not  wanted 
by  the  artillery,  forty  of  his  men  arc  to  be  put  into 
the  little  redoubt  near  his  camp,  the  reft  into  the 
great  redoubt  on  the  hill. 

Major  Guilliam  is  appointed  to  ad  as  aid-de- 
camp  to  the  commander  in  chief  till  further  orders. 

The  check  which  the  grenadiers  met  with  yefler- 
dny  will,  ic  is  hoped,  be  a  leflbn  to  them  for  the 
f  uture.  They  ought  to  know  that  fuch  impetuous, 
irregular,  and  unfoldier* like  proceeding  deflroys  all 
order,  and  makes  it  impoffible  for  the  commander 
to  form  any  difpofition  for  an  attack,  and  puts  ic 
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out  of  the  general’s  power  to  execute  his  plan. 
The  grenadiers  could  not  fuppofe  that  they  alone 
could  beat  the  French  army,  and  therefore  it  was 
neceffary  that  the  corps  under  brigadiers  Monckton 
and  Townfhend  fhould  have  time  to  join,  that  the 
attack  might  be  general.  The  very  firfl  fire  of  the 
enemy  was  fufficient  to  repulfe  men  who  had  loft  all 
fenfe  of  order  and  military  difcipline.  AmherfFs 
and  the  Highland  regiment  alone,  by  the  foldier- 
like  and  cool  manner  in  which  they  formed,  would 
undoubtedly  have  beat  back  the  whole  Canadian 
army,  if  they  had  ventured  to  attack  them  :  the 
lofs  however  is  inconfiderable ;  and  may,  if  the  men 
fhew  a  proper  attention  to  their  officers,  be  eafily 
repaired  when  a  favourable  opportunity  offers. 

The  grenadiers  of  Louifbourg  are  to  remain  in 
the  Ifle  of  Orleans  till  further  orders  ;  lieutenant- 
colonel  Murray  is  to  command  in  that  ifland. 

The  companies  of  grenadiers,  of  the  battalion  in 
camp  at  Montmorenci,  are  to  join  their  refpeTive 
regiments  ;  and  thofe  belonging  to  general  Monck- 
ton’s  corps  are  likewife  to  join  their  regiments;  the 
Highlanders  are  to  go  over  to  their  camp  at  Mont¬ 
morenci. 


MONTMORENC  f. 

Aug.  2. — Every  regiment  and  corps  is  to  fend  a 
return  to  the  adjutant  general  the  day  after  to-mor¬ 
row  of  their  officers,  non-com miffioned  officers,  and 
private  men  killed  or  wounded  this  campaign,  fpe- 
cifying,  as  they  can  bed,  the  day  or  night  and  place 
where  it  happened,  and  upon  what  occafion.  For 
the  future  reports  of  any  lofs  are  to  be  made  as  foon 
as  poffible,  and  the  occafion  fpecified. 

Aug.  3. — As  the  general  has  provided  good  flore 
of  rum  for  the  men,  half  a  gill  may  be  delivered 
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out  regularly  every  day  ;  and  when  the  weather  is 
wet  and  cold,  or  when  the  men  are  much  fatigued 
with  work  or  duty,  a  gill  maybe  delivered. 

The  ground  within  the  three  redoubts,  in  the 
front  of  the  line  of  battle,  is  to  be  kept  as  clear  as 
poflible  from  huts  and  other  obftacles  that  might 
hinder  the  movement  of  the  troops. 

All  the  horfes  already  collected,  or  that  may  here¬ 
after  be  driven  in  by  our  parties,  are  to  be  taken  to 
the  Ifle  of  Orleans,  and  turned  out  to  graze  in  the 
meadows. 

Aug.  4. — The  fix  companies  of  grenadiers  to  be 
under  arms  at  fix  this  afternoon  in  the  front  of  the 
camp  ;  the  two  companies  of  marines  to  be  out  at 
exercife  as  often  as  they  conveniently  can,  and  near 
their  refpecTive  pods. 

When  a  deferter  comes  in  from  the  enemy,  the 
officer  commanding  the  guard  or  pod  who  takes 
him  up,  is  immediatly  to  fend  him  to  head  quarters, 
and  not  permit  him  to  be  examined,  or  any  quef- 
tions  afkcd  him,  by  any  perfon  whatfoever,  till  he  is 
prefented  to  the  commander  in  chief. 

A  fubaltern  and  twenty  men  of  the  company  of 
marines  on  the  right,  is  to  relieve  the  pod  of  ma¬ 
rines  at  the  lower  battery  this  evening ;  the  two 
companies  are  to  take  this  duty  alternately  ;  the  com¬ 
pany  on  the  left  is  always  to  give  the  ferjeant  and 
nine  for  the  Point.  In  cafe  of  an  alarm  the  officers 
commanding  the  party  of  twenty,  is  to  retire  to  the 
redoubt  above  the  battery,  leaving  fuch  a  number 
with  the  artillery  officer  as  he  (hall  want.  The  pro- 
vifion  guard,  in  that  cafe,  is  alfo  to  retire  to  the  re¬ 
doubt  jud  above  the  provifions. 

Augud  6. — Lnfcclles’s  reg’ment  marches  this  night 
towards  the  village  of  - — . 

The  light  infantry  not  upon  duty,  and  that  part  of 
Andruther’s  off  duty  formed  in  the  order  they  were 
when  lad  under  arms,  are  to  march  tomorrow  at 

fix 
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iix  two  or  three  miles  to  the  right  into  the  woocfs 
that  are  about  the - where  (mail  parties  of  ran¬ 

gers  are  to  lead  the  files. 

The  battalions  of  Americans  give  no  men  for  work 
this  afternoon,  that  they  may  be  under  arms  at  fix 
to  exercife  ;  Otway’s  gives  none  to-morrow  that  they 
may  have  leifure  to  exercife. 

Augufl  7. — The  commanding  officers  of  regi¬ 
ments  and  corps  are  to  order  the  tools  that  are  in 
or  about  their  encampments  to  be  carefully  collected 
together,  fo  that  whatever  number  they  have  over 
and  above  what  they  were  at  firft  ordered  to  receive 
for  each  regiment,  may  be  immediately  fent  to  the 
artillery. 


Augufl  8. — The  picquet  on  the  left  is  by  no 
means  to  cut  any  of  the  brufh-wood  round  their  pofl, 
as  has  hitherto  been  praclifed. 

Thole  regiments  and  corps  that  have  got  hand- 
barrows  from  the  artillery  are  forthwith  to  return 
them,  as  they  are  much  wanted. 

9. — The  two  companies  of  grenadiers  of  the  Royal 
Americans  are  to  embark  in  four  flat-bottom  boats 
at  fix  to-morrow  morning,  to  fall  down  with  the  tide 
and  efcort  the  generals  as  low  as  - - . 

The  grenadiers  to  take  a  day’s  provifion  with 
them  ;  this  detachment  to  return  with  the  flood. 


A  detachment  of  light  infantry  and  Bragg’s  regi¬ 
ment  to  march  early  to-morrow  morning  three  or  four 
miles  into  the  woods  in  the  fame  order  that  Anftru- 
ther’s  marched  ;  this  corps  is  to  keep  fome thing 
more  to  the  left,  and  then  fall  down  into  the  open 
country,  fupply  themfelves  with  peafe  and  other 
greens,  and  then  return  to  camp. 

io.- — When  any  detachment  fees  or  hears  of  the 
enemy,  the  commander  muff  lend  immediate  notice 
to  the  general. 

When  the  efcort  that  covers  the  working  parties 
arc  polled,  they  are  to  receive  the  enemy  in  that 

frtuatiou 
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fituation  till  the  commander  thinks  proper  to  reinforce 
them,  or  call  them  off ;  in  the  mean  time  the  work  - 
ing  men  are  to  get  under  arms,  and  wait  for  fuch 
orders  as  the  commanding  officer  thinks  proper  to 
give. 

#  The  general  was  extremely  furprized  to  fee  the 
diforders  that  feemed  to  run  through  the  working 
parties  this  morning,  and  forefees,  that  if  a  flop  h 
not  immediately  put  to  fuch  unfoldier-like  proceed¬ 
ings,  the  confequences  muff  be  very  dangerous.  The 
men  fiied  this  day  upon  one  another,  fired  upon 
the  light  infantry,  and  were  feat tered  in  fuch  a  man¬ 
ner,  that  a  few  refolute  people  would  have  cafily 
defeated  them  ;  it  is  theforc  ordered  and  command¬ 
ed,  that  when  there  is  an  alarm  of  this  kind,  every 
foldier  remains  at  his  poff  till  ordered  to  march  by 
his  proper  officer. 

_  If  any  man  prefumes  to  detach  himfelf,  and  leave 
his  platoon,  the  officer  will  make  an  immediate  ex¬ 
ample  of  him. 

The  general  has  ordered  five  guineas  to  be  given 
to  the  centinels  of  Otway’s,  for  taking  an  Indian 
alive,  whofe  bufinefs  it  was  to  fur  prize  fome  negli¬ 
gent  centinels,  and  affaffinate  them. 

When  a  fmall  party  of  volunteers  propofes  them- 
felves  to  lie  in  wait  during  the  night,  for  the  re¬ 
connoitring  parties  which  the  enemies  may  puffi 
towards  the  camp,  the  general  will  give  them  leave 
to  try  it ;  and  if  any  foldier  kills  an  Indian,  or  takes 
him  alive  (which  is  ftill  more  difficult)  he  fhall  be 
handfomely  rewarded. 

The  parties  fhall  not  confiff  of  more  than  fourteen 
or  fix  teen  men,  unlefs  when  a  fubaltern  commands, 
and  in  that  cafe  they  may  be  of  twenty  or  twenty-five 
men. 

When  the  foldiers  are  not  employed  in  work 
they  are  to  drefs  and  clean  themfelves,  fo  as  to  ap¬ 
pear 
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pear  under  arms  and  upon  all  occafions  in  the  molt 
foldier-like  manner. 

Each  regiment  and  corps  are  to  parade  a  man  01 
a  tent  to-morrow  morning  at  fix,  in  the  rear  of 
Monckton’s,  with  their  arms,  and  officers  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  their  number.  They  are  to  go  out  for 
garden  fluff,  and  are  to  be  covered  by  that  part  of 
the  five  piquets  of  the  line  which  is  not  upon  im¬ 
mediate  duty ;  the  whole  to  be  commanded  by  major 
Morris. 

A  fixth  of  the  men  of  each  corps  to  parade  at  fix 
to-morrow,  and  work  till  ten. 

Captain  Porter’s  company  of  grenadiers,  and  cap¬ 
tain  Ifleback’s  company  of  marines,  are  to  hold  them- 
felves  in  readinefs  to  pafs  over  to  the  Ifle  of  Orleans, 
and  relieve  the  grenadiers  of  Louifbourg  in  their 
duty  there. 

As  the  enemy’s  light  troops  are  continually  hover¬ 
ing  about  the  camp,  in  hopes  of  furprizing  fome  fmall 
guard,  or  fome  of  the  centinels,  it  is  neceffary  to  be 
very  vigilant  on  duty;  the  out-pofls  and  guards  in 
the  redoubts  are  not  to  have  lefs  than  a  third  of 
their  men  under  arms ;  and  for  an  hour  before  day, 
and  for  at  leall  half  an  hour  after  broad  day-light, 
the  whole  are  to  be  under  arms. 

!  7. — Mr.  Cameron,  a  volunteer  in  the  light  infan¬ 
try  of  Lafcelles’s  regiment, having  diftinguifhed  himfelf 
in  an  extraordinary  manner  in  the  defence  o>  a  hou:e, 
with  only  a  ferjeant  and  fixteen  men  of  Lafcelles’s 
light  infantry,  againft  a  body  of  Canadians  and  Sa¬ 
vages,  greatly  fuperior  in  number,  the  general  has 
ordered,  that  the  fir  ft  vacant  commiffion  in  the  army 
be  given  to  Mr.  Cameron,  as  an  ackowledgement  of 
his  "good  conduct  and  very  gallant  behaviour.  A 
fealping  party  of  general  Bragg’s  regiment,  com¬ 
manded  by  a  ferjeant,  diftinguifhed  themfehes  upon 
the  fame  occafion,  and  haftened  to  the  afiiftancc  ot 
their  friends  with  very  great  fpirit.

Some  detachments  are  to  take  poll;  along  thecoad 
to  prevent  the  enemy  from  getting  in  their  hai  ved. 

1 8. — If  a  foldier  pretends  to  aifpute  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  an  officer  of  another  corps,  under  whole 
command  foever  he  is,  and  if  any  foldier  prefumes 
to  ufe  any  indecent  language  to  the  non  commif- 
fioned  officers  of  his  own,  or  any  other  corps,  fuch 
foldier  ffiall  be  puniffied  in  an  exemplary  manner. 

The  regiments  and  corps  (the  light  infantry  ex¬ 
cepted)  are  to  be  at  the  alarm  pod  at  five  this  even- 
ing. 

20. — If  any  woman  refufes  to  ferve  as  nurfc  in 
the  hofpitil,  or  leaves  it  without  being  regularly  dif- 
miffied  by  order  of  the  dire&or,  flic  fhail  be  druck 
off  the  provifion  roll,  and  if  found  afterwards  in 
any  of  the  camps  fhe  fhail  be  turned  out  imme¬ 
diately. 

25. — The  out*pofls  and  guards  are  to  be  mod 
careful  for  the  future  in  flopping  all  foldiers  who  are 
found  attempting  to  flip  by  them  ;  it  has  been  ob- 
ferved,  that  fafeines  have  been  taken  away  from 
the  places  where  they  were  depofited  by  order,  and 
that  piquets  have  been  taken  out  of  the  fraizing  of 
the  redoubts,  any  foldier  who  is  found  guilty  of 
fuch  irregularity  will  be  mod  feverely  puniffied  ;  the 
women  are  alfo  forbid  this  pra<5tice. 

27. — Two  fubal terns  and  fixty  Highlanders  un¬ 
der  the  command  of  lieutenant-colonel  Murray  are 
to  take  pod  in  the  houfe  lately  occupied  by  the  ma¬ 
rines. 

Sept.  7. — Brigadier  Monckton’s  brigade  confds 
of  the  battalions  of  Amherff,  Lawrence,  and  Ken¬ 
nedy  ;  brigadier  Townlhend’s  brigade  is  compofcd 
-of  the.  battalions  of  Bragg,  Lnfcellcs,  and  High¬ 
landers  ;  the  third  brigade,  under  brigadier  general 
Murray,  is  compofed  of  the  battalions  of  Otw.y,- 
Anflruther,  and  the  grenadiers  of  Lonifbourg.

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When  die  army  is  formed  into  two  lines,  die  fe- 
cond  brigade  forms  the  feeond  line ;  when  the  army 
-is  in  a  fingle  line  every  brigade  or  corps  is  ro  have 
one  fourth  part  in  referve,  about  200  paces  in  its 
rear. 

When  a  brigade  or  battalion  is  in  order  of  battle 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  any  houfe,  coppice,  or 
ffrong  ground  in  its  front  or  flank,  care  muff  be 
taken  to  throw  a  detachment  into  it.  The  light  in¬ 
fantry  have  nofirft  poff  in  the  order  of  battle,  they 
will  be  thrown  upon  one  or  other  of  the  wings, 
with  a  view  to  take  the  enemy  in  .flank  or  rear,  if 
occafion  offers. 

The  general  is  too  well  acquainted  with  the  va¬ 
lour  and  good  inclination  of  the  troops  to  doubt 
their  behaviour.  They  know  the  enemy  they  have 
to  deal  with  to  be  irregular,  cowardly,  and  cor¬ 
rupt,  a  little  vigilance  however  is  neceflary  to  pre¬ 
vent  fur  prizes  ;  the  corps  muff  keep  together,  muff 
not  difperfe,  nor  wander  about  the  country. 

The  enemy  will  foondfind  that  the  artillery  and 
snufketry  of  this  chofen  body  offiifantryis  fufficiendy 
formidable. 

When  the  coaffs  have  been  examined,  and  the 
beff  landing  place  is  pitched  upon,  the  troops  will 
be  ordered  to  difembark,  perhaps  this  night’s  tide. 

•The  following  battalions  are  to  hold  themfelves 
in're'adinefs  to  go  jnto  the  flat-bottom  boats,  fifty 
men  in  each  boat,  befides  officers  (viz.)  Amherff’s, 
Kennedy’s,  Otway’s,  Anftruther’s,  ^nd  Murray’s 
corps  of  grenadiers.

Captain  Chads  has  received  the  general's  inflrnc-

THE  king,  juflly  exafperatcd  againft  France, 
has  fet  on  foot  a  coniiderable  armament  by 
land  and  fea,  to  bring  down  the  haughtinefs  of  that 
crown.  His  aim  is  to  deftroy  the  moft  coniiderable 
fettlements  of  the  French  in  North  America  :  it  is 
not  againft  the  industrious  peafants,  their  wives  and 
children,  nor  againft  the  minifters  of  religion,  that 
he  defigns  making  war.  He  laments  the  misfor¬ 
tunes  to  which  this  quarrel  expofes  them,  and  pro- 
mifes  them  his  protection,  offers  to  maintain  them 
in  their  pofleffions,  and  permits  them  to  follow  the 
worffiip  of  their  religion,  provided  that  they  do  not 
take  any  part  in  the  difference  between  the  two 
crowns,  directly  or  indirectly.

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The  Canadians  cannot  be  ignorant  of  their  fjtua* 
tton  r  the  Englifh  are  mailers  of  the  river,  and^ 
blocking  up  the  paffage  to  all  fuccours  from  Europe. 
They  have  befides  a  powerful  army  on  the  conti¬ 
nent  under  the  command  of  General  Amherft. 


The  resolution  the  Canadians  ought  to  take,  is  by" 


no  means  doubtful :  the  utmoff  exertion  of  their 
valour  will  be  intirely  ufelefs,  and  will  only  ferve 
to  deprive  them  of  the  advantages  that  they  might; 
enjoy  by  their  neutrality.  The  cruelties  of  the 
French  againffc  the  fubjedls  of  Great  Britain  in  Ame¬ 
rica  would  excufe  the  moff  fevere  reprifals  ;  but 
Englishmen  are  too  generous  to  follow  barbarous1 
examples.  They  offer  to  the  Canadians  the  fweets 
of  peace,  amidfl  the  honors  of  war.  It  is  left  to 
them  to  ^determine  their  fate  by  their  conduct;  If 
their  preemption,  and  a  wrong- placed,  as  well  as 
fruitlefs  courage,  Should  make  them  take  the  mod 
dangerous  part,  they  only  will  be  blamed,  when  they 
(hall  groan  under  the  weight  of  that  mifery  to  which 
they  expofe  themfelves,-

world  will  do  him  juflice,  if  the  inhabitants  of  Ca¬ 
nada  force  him,  by  their  refufal,  to  have  recourfe 


to  violent  methods.  He  concludes,  in  laying  before 
them  the  flrength  and  power  of  England,  which 
generoufly  flretches  out  her  hand  to  them  :  a  hand 
ready  to  affifl  them  on  all  occafionsj  and  even  at 
a  time  when  France,,  by  its  weaknefs,  is  incapable 
of  affifling  them,  and  abandons  them  in  the  mofl 
critical  moment.
